STEEL INDUSTRY ASKED TO ROLL BACK PRICE BOOSTS 

THE STEEL INDUSTRY was asked by President Johnson 
Wednesday night to hold the price line and roll back the 
Bethlehem Steel price increase announced earlier. He drew a 
line between the Bethlehem increase and an increase on select 
ed steel products announced by U.S. Steel. Bethlehem increas¬ 
ed its prices across the board by about 5 per cent in the wake 
of the record $1.5 billion wage contract negotiated with the 
United Steelworkers union. The contract averted a nationwide 
steel strike and provided for wage increases and benefits of 
about 90 cents an hour. 

VIETNAM AND CRIME MAIN TOPICS OF ASPIRANTS 

PRESIDENTIAL ASPIRANTS aimed big guns Wed¬ 
nesday on two main topics — the war in Vietnam and crime 
In the nation's streets. 

Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey said he favors open 
elections in South Vietnam with all elements — including the 
communists — able to take part. He did not rule out the pos 
sibility of a freely-elected communist government. 

Former Vice President Richard M. Nixon stepped up his 
attack on the Johnson administration for what he called "in¬ 
excusable neglect" in not moving more forcefully against in¬ 
flation and crime. 

Sen. Eugene McCarthy suggested that a coalition govern¬ 
ment be negotiated in South Vietnam before plans are made 
for a free election. 

Gov. Ronald Reagan urged GOP platform writers in Mi¬ 
ami Beach to endorse a "fight to win" strategy in Vietnam. 

And Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller's campaign manager re¬ 
leased a private poll which they said showed he would win 
nine key states against Humphrey and that Nixon would carry 
only five. 

LBJ WARNS OF "MASSIVE” NEW RED OFFENSIVE IN VIET 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON told newsmen Wednesday night 
he has received information that the Communists were pre¬ 
paring for a “massive" new offensive in South Vietnam. He 
declared there was evidence that the Vietnamese Communists 
had been reequipping and retraining for some time in order 
to launch a new massive attack. Mr. Johnson also issued a 
warning to the Rods that the U.S. forces were ready to handle 
anything that was thrown at them. 

ABE FORTAS CONFIRMATION STYMIED TIL SEPTEMBER 

SHOWDOWN ON CONFIRMING Abe Fortas as chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court was stymied until at least Sep¬ 
tember when the Senate Judiciary Committee failed on Wed¬ 
nesday to produce enough members even to consider the nom¬ 
ination. 

HOUSE EXTENDS FARM SUPPORTS FOR ONE YEAR 

THE HOUSE late Wednesday passed legislation to extend 
for one year, through 1970, major government farm price sup¬ 
ports, but to limit payments to individual farms to $20,000 a 
year. The vote on passage was 213176.

Sentenced to death 
in the March 12, 1965 slaying were Henry Tameleo. 66 of Cran¬ 
ston, R.I.; Peter Limone. 34. of Medford; Louis Grieco. 51, of 
Peabody and Ronald Cassesso. 36. of Somerville. Life sen¬ 
tences were imposed upon Wilfred Roy French, 38 of Everett 
and Joseph Salvati, 36 of Boston’s North End.

FORMER ALABAMA GOVERNOR George C. Wallace 
was virtually assured Wednesday night of a spot on the 
Massachusetts presidential ballot. With the count still in¬ 
complete, election clerks have validated 59.257 signatures, 
just 1,979 short of the required total. "He'll go way over it," 
a spokesman in the secretary of state's office said.

Housebreaks still remain 
the number one crime pro¬ 
blem in Newton, according to 
the new Police Chief William 
F. Quinn who officially 
assumed his post last week 
following the retirement of 
former Chief Philip Purcell. 

However, this summer so 
far has brought n o 
noticeable increase in the 
number of residences being 
robbed, Chief Quinn said. 

In the month of July about 
25 Newton homes were il¬ 
legally entered and burglariz¬ 
ed, he reported. The number 
of those apprehended is ‘‘pret¬ 
ty fair,” the chief declared. 
One arrest, sometimes even 
in another city for an 
unrelated offense, often solves 
several Newton crimes, he 
asserted. 

A mjaor problem, Quinn 
declared, is getting 
Newtomtes to notify the 
Police Department when they 
are leaving for vacations so 
that cruisers may keep a 
watch on the premises. 

Chief Quinn also advises 
residents to notify neighbors 
to keep an eye on their 
homes and to let the police 
know if suspicious persons 
are observed in the vicinity.

Department, to consist of the 
Mayor, and a legislative 
department, to consist of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

In common parlance, this is 
referred to as a "Strong mayor 
form of government” and in 
the field of local finance simp¬ 
ly means that all expenditure 
items under normal 
circumstances must originate 
with the Mayor and be sub¬ 
mitted by him to the Board of 
Aldermen for appropriation, 
reduction or rejection. 

The School Committee, 
with its autonomous 
budgetary power, through 
State authority, submits its 
operating budget through 
the Mayor to the Board of 
Aldermen which must ap¬ 
prove the budget intact. 

With the exception of this

State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko today made public a 
report on the examination of

State Aided: 

1. Agreement for the Survey 
and Planning Advance: On 
August 16. 1966 an agreement 
was entered into by the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachuse* 4 s 
and the Ciiv of Newton 
through the Redevelopment 
Authority, for a planning ad¬ 
vance from the Com¬ 
monwealth. not to exceed 
S30.900.00.

approved by the State 
Division of Urban Renewal for 
the Lower Falls Land 
Assembly and Urban Renewal 
Proect. The City of Newton 
will contribute the remaining 
25 precent in cash o r 
municipal services. 

As of the audit date the 
Survey and Planning Stage 
was almost completed. The 
Commonwealth has advanced 
$27,270.00 and the C i t y 
$7,851.43. 

2. Execution Stage: On 

May 20, 1968. the City of 
Newton, through the Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen, 
approved an agreement to 
participate with the Com¬ 
monwealth to advance this 
project to the execution stage. 
Section 26GGG of Chaoter 121 
of the General Laws 
authorizes the Commonwealth 
to contribute funds for proj¬ 
ects that are predominately 
commercial or industrial re¬ 
use projects an dare ineligible 
for Federal grants. 

As of the audit date, this 
agreement has not been ap¬ 
proved by the State Division 
of Urban Renewal. 

The net project cost of this 
project in the execution stage 
is estimated to be $131,326.00. 
When and if this agreement is 
approved by the Com¬ 
mon wealth, the Com¬ 
monwealth and the City would 
participate on a 50 percent 
basis. A portion of the Com¬ 
monwealth's share will be the 
funds advanced in the Survey 
and Planning Stage. 

Project Mass. R-122: 

1. Status of Project: On 
June 9. 1966, the Authority 
submitted an application to 
the Federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment for a Survey and Plan¬ 
ning advance in the amount of 
$135,550.00. The application 
was approved by the Federal 
authorities on October 5, 1967. 

On November 13. 1967 the 
Authority received its first ad¬ 
vance of $27,024.00 and 
deposited $11,000.00 of these 
funds in various Newton 
banks to earn interest until 
such time as the funds are 
needed. While the audit was in 
progress, a second advance of 
$36,040.00 was received on a 
second advance request. It is 
understood that a portion of 
these funds will also he in¬ 
vested until they are needed 
in the development of the 
project.

1. Proposed Application 
for Survey and Planning Ad¬ 
vance: The City of Newton ap¬ 
propriated $2,500.00 for the 
preparation of a preliimna:y 
draft of a Survey and Plan¬ 
ning application for this pro¬ 
ject.

Beginning with her first

national championships over 
the years, down through 1954. 
when she won the Women’s 
Senior Doubles at the age of 
67! 

These championships in¬ 
cluded the Women's Singles 
.(three times), the Women's 
Doubles (six times), the 
Mixed Doubles (six times), 
the Women's Senior Doubles 
(eleven times), the 
Women's Indoor Singles 
(twice), the Women's In¬ 
door Doubles (ten times), 
and the Mixed Indoor 
Doubles (five times). 

She also teamed up with 
Helen Wills to win the All- 
England Women’s Doubles 
Championship in 1924. 

Each day Mrs. Wightman

Nature's Way 

In our recent hot spell of 
lat, July, thousands of shore 
birds flew through New Eng¬ 
land on their annual autumn 
trek back south. 

To most of us who think of 
birds migrating from New 
England just ahead of a 
snowstorm, the idea of birds 
calling it a summer and tak¬ 
ing off south in a heat spell 
seems absurd. Nevertheless, 
the first peak of migration 
among shore birds always 
comes sometime around July 
2d. 

While most shore birds 
nest far north of New Eng¬ 
land, they waste very little 
time at the nesting grounds. 
Some of the shore birds now 
flying back south were among 
the latest • arriving migrant 
birds last spring. Many of 
them went through our region 
in late May on the way north. 

Thus, most shore birds ar¬ 
rive months later than robins 
and leave our region months 
earlier than robins. 

The roving life that shore 
birds lead keeps them almost 
perpetually in a summer 
clime. The nearest that most 
come to sampling winter oc¬ 
curs In their late May ar¬ 
rival at their breeding grounds 
in the Arctic. Even there, in 
most summers, the snow has 
been reduced to traces and 
the climate has turned to¬ 
ward balmy weather. 

The term “shore bird" cov¬ 
ers an array of birds which 
differs from the birds familiar 
to most of us. In general, 
the term covers both sand¬ 
pipers and plovers, birds rang¬ 
ing in size from sparrows to 
larger than robins. A few 
shore birds, such as the 
whimbrel, gave the impression 
of being as large as chickens 
—although they are not. 

Perhaps the most familiar 
shore bird is the sanderling. 
Sanderlings are the small 
beach sandpipers that spend 
much time chasing outgoing 
waves and fleeing incoming 
waves. They pick up small 
animals stranded on the sand 
by each wave. 

Since shore birds live such 
different lives, they are less 
noticed than songbirds by 
most people. Their existence 
is tied closely to beach or 
mud flats and they usually 
choose feeding locations well 
away from human concentra¬ 
tions. Even those which stop 
regularly in New England 
twice each summer as they 
commute to and from the Arc¬ 
tic pass largely unnoticed ex¬ 
cept by birders. 

Aong shore birds that pass 
over New England, there are 
a few that even dedicated 
birders seldom see. These 
birds take off from Labrador 
or Newfoundland, and if all 
goes well, never land in New 
England. The most famous of 
these long-distance migrants 
is the golden plover. 

Golden plover take off from 
Labrador and fly nonstop 
over the ocean to the north¬ 
ern coast of South America. 
From there they fly to the Ar¬ 
gentine pampas. The only 
golden plovers that land in 
New England are those w hich 
have run into storms or other 
bad luck that has forced them 
down. The only chance to see 
them occurs in the autumn. 
In the spring, goldens fly 
north along the Mississippi 
Valley. In the round trip from 
the Arctic and return, they 
fly more than 16,000 miles.

Robert F. Kennedy was killed by an assassin’s 
bullet at the height of his Presidential campaign. 

President Johnson announced he would not stand 
for another term when everyone was certain he would 
run again. 

Governor Nelson Rockefeller declared he would not 
be a candidate for the Presidency at a conference it was 
assumed he had called for just the opposite purpose. 
A few weeks later, Rocky jumped into a contest he 
had said he wouldn’t enter. 

In that kind of year an observer hesitates to 
make any forecasts as to what is likely to happen 
when the GOP delegates make their big decision 
in Miami. 

But everything indicates that Nixon will be nom¬ 
inated either on the second ballot or at the end of the 
first call of the roll. 

If Nixon is not the winner when the 50 states 
have reported their vote totals, he should be so close 
to the magic number that there will be a rush to board 
his bandwagon. 

Because of the support Rockefeller, Ronald Reagan 
and the various favorite son candidates will receive on 
the opening ballot, Nixon may be short on the first 
rollcaU of the 667 votes he needs to win the nomination. 

However, it appears virtually certain that Nixon 
will draw somewhere between 600 and 650 votes on the 
initial ballot. 

If he does, the likelihood is that there will be 
sufficient shifts either at the end of that first 
ballot or during the second rollcall to put him over 
the top. 

Some statements have been made that if Nixon 
doesn’t win on the first ballot, he will not win at all 
and that in such a turn of events Rockefeller will win 
about the fourth ballot. 

There seems to be little basis for any such ap¬ 
praisal. 

Nixon appears certain to gain on the second ballot 
—if there is a second ballot. 

For instance, the 34 Massachusetts votes will 
be cast solidly for Rockefeller on the first ballot. 
But at least half of them would go to Nixon on a 
second ballot.

Up to that time Percy had been regarded by the 
nolitical pundits as the man Nixon was most likely to 
top to team up with him on the Republican national 

ticket. . 

When Percv startled the Nixon camp by endorsing 
Rocky, he automatically wrote himself off N i x o n s 
dance card. 

Governor Volpe and Executive Councillor Patrick J. 
McDonough both have been spanked editor,ally by a 
Boston newspaper- Volpe for publicly supporting Nixon 
when he is nnTr a mandate to vote for Rockefe ler on 
the first ballot, McDonough for his assertion that he 
has no intention of voting for Senator Eugene McCarthy 
on the opening ballot at the Democratic national 
convention. 

Under the law Volpe is supposed to vote for 
Rockefeller and Councillor McDonough for Ir- 
Carthy on the opening ballots since Rocky and 
McCarthy were the top choices of their respective 
parties in the Presidential Primary last April 30. 

However if Volpe casts his initial vote for Rocke¬ 
feller and then shifts to Nixon, he will have complied 
with the law. 

The claim that Volpe should not speak out for 
Nixon is a little silly. Senator Edward W. Brooke's 
argument that the Bay State delegates should support 
Rockefeller until he releases them goes beyond the 
provisions of the law. 

McDonough will be disregarding the law if he fails 
to vote for McCarthy on the opening ballot, but the 
law provides no penalty for such an action. 

Senator Brooke, an ardent supporter of Gov¬ 
ernor Rockefeller, disagrees sharply with this 
writer’s sizeup of what is likely to happen at 
Miami. 

As Brooke sees it. the fight for the GOP nomina¬ 
tion for President will go three or four ballots and 
Nixon will begin to lose support after the second ballot. 

Political analysts agree that Nixon must win on the 
first or second ballot or that he will not win at all, 
but they do not see how' Nixon can be stopped from 
winning a first or second-ballot triumph. 

The Massachusetts delegates will be caught in the 
middle of a battle between Governor Volpe and Senator 
Brooke if the contest goes even to a second ballot. 

Brooke will be working desperately to hold as 
many votes as he can for Rockefeller. Volpe will 
be striving to deliver as many as he can to Nixon. 

In that kind of struggle Volpe has the political 
muscle and patronage to prevail over Brooke, but it 
will be the kind of clash the delegates would prefer 
to avoid. 

Many of the delegates are refraining from de¬ 
claring themselves in the expectation that there will be 
no second ballot.

McCarthy Could Become D.C . 
Resident And Run For VP 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy may have ended any 
chance Hubert H. Humphrey had of getting elected 
President when he announced flatly and finally that he 
could not acept the Vice Presidential nomination this 
year. 

Ted would have swung so many votes to Hum¬ 
phrey — the number would have certainly been in the 
millions — that he might have been able to overcome 
Hubert’s deficiencies as a candidate for the Presidency. 

Humphrey and his advisers are giving a great deal 
of time to deciding what candidate, aside from Ted 
Kennedy, could help them the most as his running mate. 

Some of hi.: strategists believe the person who 
could generate tie most strength to Humphrey as the 
Vice Presidential nominee is Senator Eugene McCarthy. 

The trouble, of course, is that Humphrey and 
McCarthy are !»oth from Minnesota, and a provision 
in the U. S. Constitution discourages the selection 
of the Presidential and Vice Presidential candidates 
from the same state. 

This same question, incidentally, was raised back 
in 1940 when there was talk of placing Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and James A. Parley, both of New York 
State, on the same ticket. 

The way the provision In the Constitution applies 
to the possibility of a Humphrey-McCarthy combination 
is that the Minnesota electors could not Vote for both 
the Presidential and Vice Presidential nominees from 
their own s^ite. 

One pair of political columnists insist that this 
obstacle could be easily overcome by having McCarthy 
become a resident of Washington, D. C. 

We suspect that such an idea would have little 
appeal for McCarthy and that if anyone changes 
his address it will be Humphrey. ’ 

Whether that would be any kind of solution to 
Humphrey's problem is something only time will reveal.

Paul Nevermann, at that 
time mayor of Hamburg, 
decided to tell the hamburger 
people from America tho 
truth. 

Centuries ago when Ham¬ 
burg, as now, was the area’# 
major port and handled com¬ 
mercial sailing ships from 
Russia, the Russian seamen 
like other visitors grew fond 
of the raw meat the Ham- 
burgians ate. _ 

Beefsteak tartare, Hamburg 
fashion, has none of th# 
capers, anchovies and other 
ingredients mixed with raw 
egg, onion and ground up beef 
that the Paris gourmet# 
prefer. 

Raw beef in Hamburg i# 
simple lean beef ground with 
onion, spiced with salt and 
pepper, spread on a buttered 
roll and washed down with 
beer. The beer is supposed to 
do the cooking, in the tummy. 

The Russian seamen of yore 
liked it and wanted to take it 
home. But raw beef travels 
badly of course. So they cook¬ 
ed it — and created the ham¬ 
burger. 

The American hamburger 
people MacDonald’s of 
Chicago left a plaque with 
Nevermann and went home. 

In Hamburg they eat ham¬ 
burgers today.

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Medieval Days Still Live 
In Ancient German Town

ROTHENBURG OB DER 
TAUBER, Germany (UPI) 

— This is one of those 
enchanting places where 
you pinch yourself to make 
sure you are not dreaming. 
It is, as a fellow tourist put 
it, “like walking through an 
old picture postcard." 

But Rothenburg ob der 
Tauber is no fantasy — it is 
for real. It is Germany's best 
preserved medieval town, 
dating back to the ninth cen¬ 
tury, and one of the outstan¬ 


ding attractions on the back 
road "Romantic Route" 
through the historic south of 
Germany. 

Rothenburg crowns a high 
hill overlooking the beautiful 
Tauber River Valley with its 
ivy-covered walls and watch 
towers silhouetted against the 
sky. The thick walls, which 
have withstood the ravages of 
time, war and other natural 
and man-made disasters, 
completely encircle the town. 

To pass through the arched 
gateways is to be transported 
back into the Middle Ages. 

There are the slit-win- 
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dowed guard houses, quaint 
half-timbered and gabled 
dwellings, graceful church 
steeples, the town hall and 
the cobblestoned market 
place and twisting alleys 
depicted ancient paint- 
ings and lithographs. One 
almost experts to see 
mounted knights in armor 
riding off to do battle or to 
the rescue of some fair 
princess kidnapped by an 
evil witch. 

NO NEONS 

Almost as delightful is the 
fact that while Rothenburg 
depends on tourism, it has not 
been over-commercialized. No 
neon signs flash over cafes 
where the traveler can relax 
over a hearty meal of wurst 
or schnitzel with a stein of 
beer, or shops where one can 
purchase fine porcelains or 
pewter ware, cuckoo clocks, 
toys, or other merchandise 
and souvenirs. 

There are no 20th century 
high-rise steel-and-glass 
hotels, either. But there are 
charming inns with won¬ 
derfully soft bedding and 


outsized bath tubs and ex¬ 
cellent foods and wines. We 
checked in at the Hotel 
Eisenhut (Iron Hat) — you'll 
recognize it by the old black 
helmet hanging over the front 
door — where we enjoyed the 
rare combination of Old World 
services and New World 
conveniences. 

400 YEARS OLD 

The Eisenhut, which has 
been catering to travelers for 
about 400 years, is just down 
the street from the market 
place where early-risers can 
buy dewy fresh flowers, fruits 
and vegetables from sturdy 
farmers and their red-cheeked 
wives. 

Later in the day, and don’t 
forget your cameras, the 
square is the focal point for 
visitors. For, precisely at 11 
a.m.. noon, 1 p m., and 2 p.m., 
shutters in the facade of the 
old Drink Hall fling open for 
the enactment of ‘‘Der 
Meistertrunk” (The Master 
Drink) which saved Rothen¬ 
burg from destruction by the 
Imperial Army in 1631. 

In the windows stand half 
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figures representing the two 
principal characters in that 
dramatic encounter during 
the Thirty Years War — 
Swedish General Tilly on the 
left and Mayor Nusch on the 
right. The clockwork — 
operated Tilly waves his 
baton, other gears turn and 
Nusch raises a huge goblet to 
his ’ips and the shutters slam 
shut. 

KEPT HIS WORD 
According to history, Tilly 
promised to spare Rothen¬ 
burg if any man could down 
a three-quart flagon of wine 
without taking a breather. 
Nusch did, and Tilly kept 
his word. The townspeople 
never forgot and Nusch’s 
feat Is eommemorated by a 
traditional festival on 
Whitsuntide annually. 

Other highlights inside the 
wall include the 13th century 
Old Town Hall with a watch 
tower jutting up from the 
steeply gabled roof and 
regarded as an outstanding 
example of Gothic architec¬ 
ture; the 14th century twin- 
spired St. Jacob’s church 
which straddles a street and 
houses a priceless carved 
wooden altarpiece by Tilman 
Riemenschneider; the White 
Tower which is part of the 
original defense works 
erected in the early 1200s, and 
the centuries-old J e w i s h 
quarter. Judengasse. 

1000 YEARS OLD 
History also has survived 
outside the walls. There’s the 
hamlet of Detwang less than 
two miles away, with a simple 
wooden church at least 1,000 
years old and houses and 
barns painted with hex marks 
to keep away evil spirits. And 
there is Rothenburg Mayor 
Toppler’s hideaway, a 
fortresslike stone structure 
with a tower, surrounded by a 
moat and gardens, built in 
1388. The caretaker lives next 
door — he has the key and 
will show you around for a 
small gratuity. 

EASY TO REACH 
We drove to Rothenburg 
from Nuernberg, about 40 
miles over good paved roads, 
on a tour of West Germany as 
guest of the German National 
Tourist Office and Lufthansa. 
Other major airlines also fly 
into Nuernberg. Rothenburg 
also is an easy drive from 
Frankfurt, Wuerzberg, 
Heidelberg and Stuttgart, 


Horsepower Is 
Less When You 
Count It All Up

DETROIT UPI—At the 
risk of puncturing a 
beautiful balloon, it must be 
told that charging, 250 
horsepower, high 
performance chariot you 
may have leashed in your 
garage actually turns out a 
power actually delivered to 
much more anemic 90 h.p. 

It's a fact. Horsepower 
ratings of today's automobiles 
are overrated in terms of the 
power actually delivered to 
the rear wheels at normal 
driving rates. 

It isn't that the manufac¬ 
turers are lying in their 
hosepower boasts. Block 
horsepower ratings of 
engines, tested alone o n 
dynamometers, will register 
the horsepowers they're rated 
at — porovided there are no 
loads on them and that they’re 
run at the necessary revolu¬ 
tions per minute to achieve 
the high horsepower. 

THE TRUTH 

But the truth is the motorist 
rarely winds his car up to the 
rpm's specified, and besides, 
he drains horsepower with the 
battery charger, power op¬ 
tions on brakes and steering, 
air conditioners and the like. 
The drive train, including 
automatic transmission with 
its hydraulic pumps, drains 
still more horsepower until 
what actually reaches the 
rear wheels to make them 
turn is only about 35 per cent 
of what the unhampered 
engine, by itself, can produce. 

Joseph Callahan, engineer¬ 
ing editor of Automative 
News, says the Clayton 
Manufacturing Company of 
California tested a whole 
cross-section of engines pro- 
duced by Detroit’s 
automak -rs. The compuny 
manufact ures engine 
dynamometers, and It's used 
them to measure engine 
power delivered to the drive 
wheels Hi an entire vehicle — 
not just the engine put on a 
block.

Congressman Philip J. Philhin has filed nomina¬ 
tion papers as a candidale for Democratic renomination 
in the reused third congregational district which now 
includes Newton. 

He will be opposed in the September Democratic 
primary by Representative Joseph G. Bradley of New¬ 
ton, Joseph G. Dever, also of Newton, and Peace candi¬ 
date Thomas B. Adams of Bovlston. 

On the Replublican side, 1 
former Congressman 
Laurence Curtis, a Newton 
resident, who was Ger¬ 
rymandered out of office s'x 
years ago. is opposed for the 
GOP nomination by Malcolm 
E. Peabody, Jr., brother of 
former Democratic Governor 
Endicott Peabody. 

The third congressional 
district was the one most 
drastically revamped by the 
Eedistricting Act passed by 
the State Legislature last 
year. It was the third time in 
26 years that Newton was 
moved from one district to 
another. 

Congressman Philbin o f 
Clinton, who is now represen¬ 
ting Newton and its residents 
on Washington's Capitol Hill, 
is serving his 13th term as a 
member of the national House 
of Representative.

HONG KONG (DPI) — 
Thirty years ago Mao Tse- 
tuiig set forth a famous 
political dictum, which is 
being threatened today. 

"Our principle,” the 
Chinese Communist Party 
chairman said, "is that the 
party commands the gun, 
and the g un must never be 
allowed to command the 
party.” 

The Cultural Revolution that 
Mao unleashed nearly three 
years ago has forced a com¬ 
promise on this important 
principle. 

STEADY INCREASE 
The purge and power strug¬ 
gle steadily has increased the 
army’s control over the party, 
which Mao seeks to destroy 
and rebuild with new blood, 
"heirs to the revolution." 

The Cultural Revolution 
has shaken severely the 
foundations of the world’s 
largest Communist regime. 
When, and if, the dust 
finally settles and the new 
party he envisions i s 
established, Mao is likely to 
find the gun in effective con¬ 
trol. 

But the dust is far from 
settling yet. The new party 
still is just a vision, despite 
Mao’s widespread purge of 
his old comrades and the 
rise of Red Guards and 
other "revolutionaries.” 

NEW GROUPS 
These new power organs 
are provisional revolutionary 
committees. They were con¬ 
ceived by Mao as three legged 
structures balanced equally 
between the army, old party 
and government cadres who 
survived the purges of the 
past 32 months, and the mili¬ 
tant new leaders who have 
emerged in the "revolu¬ 
tionary” groups, such as the 
Red Guards. 

In almost every case, the 
army is more equal than 
either of the other two legs. 
Army officers play the 
leading r oles in almost alll 
the provincial revolutionary 
committees. 

The army's inclusion as a 
leg of the new power organs 
was intended primarily as a 
stablilizing influence. It was 
to maintain order and control 
the bitter, often-violent fac¬ 
tional fighting between the 
various civilian groups 
jockeying for control.

WASHINGTON <UPI> — 
The US. Department Of 
Agriculture will pay 
farmers about S3.1 billion 
this year not to grow crops. 

The same agency will spend 
less than a third of that sum 
_ about $940 million — to feed 
hungry families and school 
children. It says this is not 
enough to meet the need, and 
is asking Congress for ad¬ 
ditional funds to expand 
feeding programs. 

Does it make sense for the 
government to be paying 
farmers to leave land idle, 
while simultaneously seeking 
to provide more food for the 
hungry? Some critics say the 
two programs are con- 
traditory. B u t Agriculture 
Secretary Orville L. Freeman 
says both are needed to com¬ 
bat poverty. 

CONTROLS NEEDED 

Without production controls, 
Freeman contends, the nation 
would slide into a farm 
depression, which would 
worsen the plight of the rural 
poor and force many of them 
to migrate to urban ghettos in 
search of jobs. 

"American farmers today 
have the capacity to produce 
10 to 12 per cent more farm 
products than can be sold at 
current price levels,’’ 
Freeman says. The basic ob¬ 
jective of government 
payments to farmers is to 
give them an incentive not to 
plant up to capacity, so pro¬ 
duction will remain at a level 
at which market prices are 
reasonably stable. 

MAIN PROGRAMS 

Here are four of the main 
programs through which the 
agriculture department seeks 
to support farm prices by 
holding down production: 

—Feed grains: Farmers 
who agree to idle 20 per cent 
of their traditional "base 
acreage" of corn or grain 
sorghums are eligible for 
federal price loans and direct 
price support payments on the 
feed grains which they pro- 


SERIOUS RIFTS 

The factionalism proved In¬ 
fectious.

tensions between the army 
and some civilian elements at 
the highest levels. 

ONE EXAMPLE 
One recent example of the 
rift in the ranks and the 
civilian-army tensions in¬ 
volved the purge of the acting 
chiif of the general staff, the 
commander of the Peking 
garrison and the chief 
political commissar of the air 
force. 

The purge of these 
powerful officers — Yan 
Cheng-wu, Fu Chung-pi and 
Yu Li-chin — provided clear 
evidence of the serious 
dissension within Mao’s own 
power center, where three 
main factions have evolved. 
The first of these is the 
Cultural Revolution group. 
This group represents the 
militant, extreme left. It in¬ 
cludes Mao's wife, Chiang 
Ching; Chen Po-ta, chief 
ideologue and longtime con¬ 
fidant of Mao, and Kang 
Sheng, former public security 
chief who some believe still 
heads the party's secret 
political police. 

A MODERATE GROUP 
The second faction could be 
described as the bureaucrats, 
or technicians. This group 
represents a more moderate 
line, emphasizing, the need for 
"carrying out revolution and 
production simultaneously." 

Premier Chou En-lai and 
most of his vice premiers, in¬ 
cluding Foreign Minister Chen 
Yi, planning chief Li Fu-chun 
and economic expert Li Hsien- 
nien, are in the this group. 

The third faction is the 
military, heading by Defense 
Minister Lin Piao. Mao’s heir 
apparent and "closest com¬ 
rade-in-arms.” 

The military generally ad¬ 
vocates a moderate course as 
well. Its main differences with 
the bureaucratic faction pro¬ 
bably stem f rom the extent of 
the administrative control 
army officers wield in the new 
power organs. 

The differences between the 
military and the Cultural 
Revolution group are deeper 
and more discernible. 

Serious purges in both 
groups can he related 
directly to these dif- 


acreage. 

—Wheat: Farmers who 
comply with the wheat plan¬ 
ting allotments assigned to 
them by the government get 
price support loans and direct 
price support payments on the 
crops grown on their alloted 
acreage. 

—Cotton: Production 

limitations and incentive 
payments similar to those for 
wheat are in effect. 

— Long-term retirement: 
More than 4 million acres of 
farmland have been taken out 
of production in past years un¬ 
der long-term "conservation” 
contracts which offer 
payments to farmers for 
retiring crop acreage o f 
periods of 10 to 15 years. No 
new contracts are being of¬ 
fered this year under this pro¬ 
gram, however. 

An estimated 50 million 
acres of farm land is being 
held out of production by 
these programs during the 
current year. 

CHARGES RESENTED 

Agriculture Department of¬ 
ficials bitterly resent charges 
by leaders of the Poor 


People's Campaign and others 
— that they have displayed a 
callous indifference to the 
problem of hunger i n 
America. 

They concede that present 
government programs of food 
distribution do not reach all of 
the nation’s needy people. 
They also acknowledge that 
the amount of food aid given 
to a poor family often is far 
below the government’s own 
estimates of what's necessary 
for a minimum diet. 

But they say vast strides 
have been made in recent 
years toward making food 
distribution programs mors 
nearly adequate. 

By law, each county or 
other appropriate unit of local 
government can choose to be 
covered either by the direct 
commodity distribution pro¬ 
gram or by the food stamp 
program. But no area can 
have both at once. 

STAMP PROGRAM 
BETTER 

Agriculture Department of¬ 
ficials regard the food stamp 
program as much the better 
of the two, for several 
reasons. 

Direct comm odity 
distribution is cumbersome 
in operation, and does not 
include such things as fresh 
vegetables which a family 
needs in its diet. 

Food stamps are more flex¬ 
ible, allowing a family to shop 
according to its own 
preferences. 

The big drawback to the 
food stamp plan, as now set 
up, is that it provides far less 
than an adequate diet for the 
poorest families. 

Here in the nation's capital, 
for example, a family of four 
with an income of under $20 a 
month pays $2 for food 
stamps and receives $50 in 
free bonus stamps. The $52 
monthly total can be spent 
like cash at grocery stores. 

INADEQUATE DIET 

The Agriculture 
Department’s home 
economists, however, 
calculate that an adequate 
lowcost diet would cost a 
family of four from $103.50 to 
$ 1 2 0.30 a month in 
Washington, depending on the 
age of the children. A poverty 
stricken family, therefore, 
would be getting less than half 
the amount of food stamps 
needed to pay for an adequate 
low-cost diet. 

"I would agree that all food 
stamp families sh o u 1 d 
ultimately be able to purchase 
an adequate diet with food 
stamps.” says Undersectary 
of Agriculture John A. Schnit- 
tler.

New Garb for Nuns Making Easy 
Transition In Most U.S. Cities 


Peyote's Ritualistic Drug Not 
For Hippies Indians Claim 
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The garb of nuns is chang¬ 
ing along with their world 
participation as the Roman 
Catholic Church 
modernizes. 

A few years ago a nun was 
not permitted to walk down a 
street alone or use public 
transportation. She might 
visit her family once a year 
but not dine at home or read 
newspapers. 

She had to sew her wool 
habit but corsetry was taboo. 

Under Pope John XXIII and 
Pope Paul XII, vast changes 
have been instituted in the 
church, moving nuns to a 
larger role in world events 
outside their convents. 

Slowly, with dignity and 
respect to duties as a nurse, 
teacher or welfare worker, 
sisters are beginning to see 
themselves as citizens no 
longer semi-cloistered and 
as women. 

In teaching, a nun is ex¬ 
pressing her opinion o n 
politics, world affairs, sex and 
contraception. She is allowed 
to be with the public more and 
she is free to visit friends ind 
relatives. She can see 
newspapers, books and 
magazines and view films she 
previously was not allowed to 
see. 

As a woman, she's ex¬ 
pressing her freedom as many 
laywomcn do, by a change in 
dress. And naturally, as a 
woman, her opinion as to cos¬ 
tume results in a variety of 
garb among the 190.000 sisters 
in most of the nation's 350 
orders. 

New clothing styles, now 
available as ready-to-wear, 
were shown at fashion 
ssliows in San Francisco re¬ 
cently to decision-makers on 
habits from orders across 
the country. It was a first 
for the nation. 

SOME FASCINATED 
Sisters, particularly 
younger ones, were fascinated 
by the tastefully designed, 
classic styles, most in syn 
thetic. wash and wear fabrics 
Designs included just-below 
the-knee A-line skirts, short 
• jackets with pockets and 
double-breasted jackets with 
white stretch-nylon shells and 
fitted blouses. 


At the close of the show 
there were many questions 
and much close-up ex¬ 
amination of the outfits. Even 
the most conservative sisters 
were at least interested. Some 
even expressed surprise at 
not having witnessed any 
above-the-knee outfits. But 
that, expressed one sister, 
"would be going just a little 
too far.” 

Few favor changes which 
would allow wearing of "lay 
garb.” Most sisters were 
firm about wanting to be 
easily recognized as nuns. 

One sister said, however, 
practical modification of cos¬ 
tumes is not out of line with 
the nuns' vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience. 

READY-TO-WEAR 

A great advantage in adap¬ 
ting more simple ready-to- 
wear habits, besides comfort 
and appearance, is the time 
they would be free for mpre 
useful pursuits now spent in 
sewing, washing and ironing, 
said one manufacturer's rep¬ 
resentative. 

Habit manufacturers will 
attend many important 
chapter meetings in this year 
and next, when decisions 
about garb will be made, in 
hope of promoting changes 
now visible in some chapters. 

Speaking on the recent 
liberalization from Catholic 
dogma, a California sister 
said widespread education 
and communication in the 
world allows Catholic in¬ 
dividuals to ‘‘become in¬ 
dependent and run things in¬ 
dependently.” 

‘‘But there has to be order 
and authority," she said. ‘‘All 
of us have to observe and 
respect authority in our 
personal lives and in our 
country as well as within the 
Catholic Church. Once 
disrespect sets in it isn’t far 
until there is no order and we 
are out of control."

It's Slow And 
Has No ( lass 
But It's Great

FORT BRAGG, Calif. 
(UPI) — Every morning at 
10:20, Henry Manning 
wanders into the deserted 
logging camp of Northspur 
for a brief respite from 22 
years of isolation. 

He props his stubby body 
onto a table outside the shut¬ 
tered railroad station, his ears 
straining for an air horns 
bellow as the California 
Western train creeps through 
the dense redwood forest. 

In a moment, his only link 
with the outside world rattles 
into Northspur. It grunts to a 
halt near the abandoned Noyo 
Tavern, once a brawling nitery 
which even attracted tipplers 
from San Francisco, 170 miles 
away. 

NOT LONELY 

"Lonely?" snorts Manning, 
65, a caretaker at a nearby 
boys’ camps. "I got neighbors 
up the line, and the ‘Skunk' 
brings me my paper every 
morning. How could I be 
lonely?" 

The Skunk, so named by 
loggers who said they could 
smell it before they saw it, is 
California Western's steam- 
powered locomotive that clat¬ 
ters daily the 40 miles from 
Fort Bragg to Willits. 

RUGGED TERRAIN 

Swaying over tracks 
punched through some of 
California's most rugged 
terrain, the Skunk hauls 
120,000 tourists a year and 
offers the only transporta¬ 
tion to the 10 couples, 
mostly retired, who live 
along the otherwise in¬ 
accessible route. 

Its history dates back to 
1885 when the parent Union 
Lumber Co., of Fort Bragg 
began toting redwoods along a 
spur near Pudding Creek. 
Passenger service, initiated 
19 years later, extended to 
Willits in 1911, and for many 
years included plush Pullman 
sleepers. 

‘‘The response of 
passengers in recent years 
has over-whelmed us,” said 
Raymond A. Regalia, assis¬ 
tant manager of California 
Western. As a result, the four-

DALLAS (UPI) — The 
Huirhol Indians of Jalisco, 
Mexico, called it "flower.” 
To the Taos, it was 
•‘medicine.” 

Much legend was built 
around it and when the hip¬ 
pie generation arrived in 
the United States, it gained 
new national attention. 

It is peyote, a plant that 
causes hallucinations and 
plays a big part in some 
religious ceremonies among 
American Indians. 

Out of the cult of peyotism 
evolved various churches, 
chiefly the Native American 
Church, which claims about 
200.000 members among many 
Indian tribes in the United 
States. The church’s one 
ritual and its chief ceremonial 
activity revolve around the 
use of peyote. 

CARROT-LIKE 

The Peyote plant is a small 
and spineless cactus, shaped 
somewhat like a carrot, that 
grows in New Mexico, Texas 
and northern Mexico. Only the 
rounded crown of the plant 
appears above ground. That 
part, cut off and dried, is the 
"peyote button" that is eaten. 
Gilbert McAllister of Austin 
Tex., has done academic 
research on peyote for years. 
He also has tried it. 

HOW IT FEELS 

"You put the whole button 
in your mouth and chew,” 
says McAllister. "First there 
is nausea. Then, presumably 
if you have enough in you, you 
have the effects. 

There is a tremendous 
feeling of euphoria and well¬ 
being. I remember just kind 
of floating around and think¬ 
ing. ‘What marvelous 
brotherhood.' ” 

In the religious, ceremonial 
use of peyote, the participants 
sit around, eat peyote and 
meditate. 

There is a leader and he 
often has assistants. The 
Christian influence is strong, 
The American Native Church 
combines Christian ethics and 
the Christ story in an Indian 
form. The prayers and songs 
of the peyote rite may be 
similar or identical to those of 
Christian services. The rituals 
have local variations. 

Often the participants 
smoke before the ceremony. 
There is a ritual passing of 
a pipe in some ceremonies; 
in others, it is forbidden. In 
some, there is a baptismal 
ritual; in others, painting of 
the face. 

OK'D BY COURTS 

Basically, the advocates of 
peyotism believe it is a way to 
elevate the partiepant to he 
able to communicate with 
God. It heightens prayer, they 
say, brings song and chant, 
and gets men together in 
ceremonial common thought 
and meditation. 

Courts have upheld the 
practice.

of his church are a violation of 
the freedom of religion. He 
likened the ceremony to the 
use of bread and wine in 
Christian religious services. 

He said he obtained the 
assurance of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare that use of peyote 
in religious ceremonies does 
not violate the federal drug 
laws. 

Recently, the church set up 
a legal test in Texas of a new 
Texas law that changed the 
"dangerous drugs act" to 
make use of peyote illegal. 

David S. Clark was arrested 
and charged with violating the 
newly amended law. He was 
tried and declared innocent in 
a one-day trial April 26 of this 
year. The court ruled the new 
law unconstitutional as it ap¬ 
plied to Clark who, it said, 
“possessed and used peyote in 
good faith in the sincere and 
honest practice of peyotism, a 
bona fide religion.” 

NOT FOR HIPPIES 

When the hippie became 
part of the North American 
scene, he tried many 
narcotics and hallucinogenic 
plants, including peyote. This 
was a source of some 
sensitivity among the sincere 
practitioners o f peyotism. 
Among Navajos, anyone 
caught using peyote outside 
religious ceremonies can be 
fined, or imprisoned.

For Theatricals 
W ay Up in Hills

SANTA FE. N.M. (UPI) 

The Santa Fe Opera 
Company has a new theater 
nestled high in the New 
Mexico hills built on the still 
fresh ashes of their old 
building. 

The new, $1.7 million opera 
house went up in 300 days 
after the fire which not only 
destroyed the old open air 
structure, but all props, sets 
and costumes. 

But the company carried on 
In a high school auditorium 
And this season, the 230- 
member company will be 
performing eight operas 
opera buffs, some 70 per cent 
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of whom travel over 100 miles 
to see “Madame Butterfly," 
"La Traviata,” and other 
favorites. 

NEW WORKS 
They also have the op¬ 
portunity to see new works: 
General Director John Crosby 
began planning the new 
theater almost before the 
smoke had cleared from the 
fire. 

Crosby said the building of 
the new theate r was a 
‘‘tremendous ac¬ 
complishment." Since a 11 
props, sets and costumes 
were lost in the inferno, the 
eight operas planned for this 
season will be entirely new 
productions. Normally, tne 
company offers four new 
operas each season. 

"This was a tremendous op¬ 
portunity to build a lasting 
theater the way we wanted,” 
Crosby said. 

STARS OVERHEAD 
Crosby said he selected San¬ 
ta Fe for the company 
because he found it to be a 
community hospitable to the 


arts, and not Just a tourist 
center. 

The new theater, built at a 
cost of some <1.7 million pro¬ 
vides the audience a view of 
the sage and pinon-nlanketed 
foothills, and of the lights of 
the city of Los Alamos, some 
30 miles away. 

"The new building has 
created tremendous public 
interest. Our ticket sales 
are way up. and we have 
people coming in from dis¬ 
tant places,” he said. 

In the performing theater, 
six of the 20 row's of seats are 
under the stars, with the re¬ 
mainder covered by a canopy 
to protect the audience from 
occasional summer rains.

Whether you agree with him 
or not, he has some prac¬ 
tical, sensible suggestions 
making the cocktail party 
more enjoyable in this ex¬ 
cerpt from "The Safe Way 

to Drink" (William Morrow 
Cc mpanv).

SOCIAL DRINKING" a 
phrase so often misused) 
means meeting and drinking 
with friends a t cocktail 
gatherings, dinner parties and 
evening affairs, as well as at 
conventions and other 
business occasions. 

In an atmosphere of social 
drinking, only a moderate 
amount of alcoholism or 
alcohol-dependence is ever 
evident. Therefore, in the ax¬ 
iom "never take a drink 
alone,” the "never" can be a 
most valuable safeguard. 

Social drinking for a person 
with a drinking problem may 
lead to careless overuse of 
alcohol, encourage the 
alcohol-dependent to drink 
when he should not, and start 
the alcoholic — he who drinks 
compulsively after one or two 
drinks — on a binge. Such a 
person has a few drinks at a 
party, often leaves before his 
condition is very noticeable, 
and continues alone. 

It is assumed that the 
purpose of social drinking is 
to have f un. People have a 
fundamental need to gather 
together, to see friends and 
make new acquaintances. 
Wives need to get away 
from the house, men to 
circulate professionally. 
Therefore, cocktail parties 
have become an integral part 
of the pattern of life in the 
United States. Everyone 
knows that the typical gather¬ 
ing is dreadfully dull, crowded 
and noisy, but if one wishes to 
think himself important or 
popular he must attend these 
gatherings. Alcohol is the ex¬ 
pected, ever-present 
anesthetic. 

The same is true for many 
dinner parties, banquets, con¬ 
ventions and other gala 
gatherings. It is a sad com¬ 
mentary that people throw 
away their opportunities to 
learn from, help and enjoy 
one another, and instead seek 
oblivion from the boredom of 
the occasion. 

After dinner parties, hardly 
anyone can remember 
anything anyone else said. 
Alcohol has taken the place of 
conversation and the other 
pleasant social amenities. 
They’re Necessary 
So Be Careful 

Since these social gather-1 
ings are a necessary part of 
life, the experienced person 
tries to adjust to them: 

1. He accepts them for 
what they are — a necessary 
nuisance which fortunately 
need not last too long. 

2. He plans to drink 
carefully at a party, is slow to 
accept a drink, and tries to 
make it last — with two the 
absolute limit. The wise host, 
with a job to do, should have 
nothing. The guest could get 
along equally as well if he 
followed his host's example. 

3. He goes late and departs 
early. The best technique for 
a cocktail party is to 
circulate, shake hands with 
friends, and leave when 
others begin to go. 

Thus, one can cover a 
cocktail party in 20 to 30 
minutes. A t conventions 
people can safely attend 
five such parties before din¬ 
ner, by not accepting a 
drink at each. 

I don't mean to imply that 
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DR. WILLIAM TERHUNE 

cocktail parties are never any 
fun, but take note of the ones 
you enjoy most. Isn’t the pat¬ 
tern for a good time usually 
the same? The people are at¬ 
tractively dressed, interesting 
in their conversation, and 
moderate in their drinking — 
with only an exceptional 
drunk to mar the good cheer 
of the occasion. 

At the obligatory dinner 
party, similar techniques can 
be applied. You can estimate 
the probable amount of time 
for “the cocktail hour" — ar¬ 
rive a little late, say in time 
for one drink — and if you 
miss that it is just as well. 
Never Rush that 
Unfinished Drink 

Make it a r ule never to take 
an unfinished drink to the din¬ 
ner table, and never to rush it 
because you have not had 
time to finish it — leave the 
unfinished drink on a table in 
a corner. 

At dinner, limit yourself to 
one glass of wine, and leave 
some of that in the bottom of 
the glass. Good wine is to ad¬ 
mire, smell and taste, not to 
gulp. Wine with meals is a rite 
which makes dining an oc¬ 
casion. 

Never take a drink after 
dinner, no matter how urgent 
the invitation. If the party is 
so dull that one must have li¬ 
quor to keep it going, why 
keep it going? Go home! 

As for your own parties, try 
to invite congenial people. If 
you have a duty-guest to 
entertain, ask agreeable 
friends to help you out. Plan 
some interesting con¬ 
versational gambits, even 
some entertainment if you can 
afford it. If you can't, turn on 
some good music, start a 
game or play a new record. 

Take pride in making your 
party a worthwhile and 
memorable one. When your 
guests arrive, don’t rush to 
the liquor closet as if you had 
nothing else to offer them. 
Never press drinks on guests. 
Urging them to drink is poor 
taste, often unkind and 
sometimes inhospitable! 

No Occasion Should 
Be Alcoholic Orgy 

I believe in celebrations to 
mark events and occasions of 
joy. We need every 
reasonable opportunity for in- 
s p i ration, congratulations, 
hopeful expectations and 
rewarding accomplishment. 
But let the event in itself be 
the celebration rather than 
merely an occasion for an 
alcoholic orgy, or just 
careless drinking. 

Let the alcohol served at a 
celebration be incidental. Like 
flowers and music, let it add 
to the bounty and ap¬ 
propriateness of the event. 

Human beings want and 
need to have fun, but alcohol 
and fun are not synonymous. 
Happiness is the result of a 
philosophy, a point of view 
and a technique. 

It is never a drug-induced 
reaction. It is something 
which must be learned and 
practiced. Indeed, it will 
never be found in a bottle. 
Alcohol is often the last resort 
of those who have failed to 
learn the secrets of happiness. 

Let me repeat that there 
is nothing wrong with the 
moderate use of alcohol. 
But something is wrong 
when it is employed unwise¬ 
ly, when it leads to sorially 
unacceptable conduct or 
reaches degrees of ad¬ 
diction. 

However, alcohol frequently 
affects morals and personal 
integrity. The drug causes 
people to use bad judgment as 
well as to say and do harmful 
things.

ly situations, wherein they are 
inconsiderate, contentious, ag¬ 
gressive, dictatorial, insulting, 
and threatening. Again, while 
drinking, people are more 
prone to be influenced by 
second-rate individuals and do 
things they later r egret. 

People who intend to enjoy 
alcohol safely must choose 
their drinking companions 
with the greatest of care; 
they must refuse to become 
involved with the steady or 
hard-drinking crowd whose 
weekends and holidays consist 
of one continuous drinking 
party. 

World Is Full 
Of Friendly Folks 

The world is filled with 
friendly, agreeable, second- 
rate people who will en¬ 
courage you toward second- 
rate conduct; who "un¬ 
derstand you in your 
weaknesses." agree with 
anything you say or do and 
laugh at you behind your 
back. 

Those of us who intend to 
use alcohol wisely must 
choose our friends among peo¬ 
ple who will bring out the best 
in us. They are the ones we 
would like to emulate and 
proudly introduce as our 
friends. There are plenty of 
these to be found when we 
start looking. 

Such people have really 
learned how to enjoy life. 
They have enduring fun and 
have successfully risen above 
their difficulties without the 
aid of alcohol. These are the 
people who have found that 
measure of happiness and 
success which those who 
misuse alcohol often seek. 

Live in such a way as to be 
welcomed by them and to en¬ 
joy the moderate use of 
alcohol in their company!

country which turned up rent 
increases and fewer vacancies 
at a surprsing rate this year. 

The survey was made public 
recently by William C. Haas, 
president of NAREB's In¬ 
stitute of Real Estate 
Management, and presents an 
accurate, and to some a 
disturbing picture of increas¬ 
ing demand pressures which 
home seekers are putting on 
an industry already 
overburdened with money, 
labor and materials problems. 

Since rents and apartment 
sizes vary from city to city, 
the survey restricted itself 
to simply determining rent 
trend for various dwelling 
types. 

Rent were reported higher 
for single family units in 8 2 
per cent of the nation during 
1967 and lower in only two per 
cent, according to the survey. 

This compares with a 
NAREB survey run in 1966 
which showed rents in¬ 
creasing in 61 per cent of the 
nation, remaining unchanged 
in 34 per cent and dropping in 
5 per cent. 

1967 Trend 

Rental charges in garden- 
type apartments rose in near¬ 
ly 70 per cent of the markets 
in 1967 while the cost of living 
in an already high-priced lux¬ 
ury apartment went up in G2 
per cent of the areas 
surveyed. 

Concessions to attract 
tenants such as free rental 
periods and moving costs — 
have been dropped by most 
realtors and landlords over 
the past four years, the 
survey noted. 

The demand for housing 
which drives rents up also 
drives statistics on vacan¬ 
cies in apartments and ren¬ 
tal houses down, the survey 
pointed out. 

In single family houses, a 
vacancy rate of 2 per cent or 
less was reported in 93 per 
cent of the country compared 
to an 82 per cent level 
reported in 1966. 

In garden-type and standard 
apartments the vacancy rate 
has dropped nearly 1 per 
cent in the last year in both 
categories.

gardeners understand the 
"slipping” method we men¬ 
tioned some time ago. It's one 
of the easiest ways to start a 
rose. All you do is take a tip 
cutting, insert it in ground, 
water it well, then place a 
glass over it. In fact you can 
make several cuttings from 
one stem. A piece from 3 to 6 
inches long with 3 buds, 
makes a cutting of good 
length. Remove the leaflets 
except the upper two leaves. 
If you have a small green¬ 
house, you can root hundreds 
of cuttings in moist sand. A 
glass jug makes a fine "green¬ 
house" for starting your roses. 
We told you how to remove 
(he bottom, but in case some 
reader missed it, I’ll repeat. 
First, dip a string in kerosene 
or gasoline, then wind it 
around the base of the jug. 
Then light the cord and while 
it's burning well, dip base in 
cold water. The bottom will 
drop off. 

Place the jug over the cut¬ 
tings and see how quickly 
they root. After rooting has 
taken place you can pot them 
up, or leave the glass jars 
over each cutting during the 
winter.

Transplanting Shrubs: Now’s 
not a good time to transplant | 
shrubs, but if you have to do 
the job, keep this in mind: 
Whenever a plant is disturbed 
by transplanting, you lose a 
lot of feeder roots. To compen¬ 
sate for this loss, the tops 
should be reduced (pruned) 
by 'a to Vi. Water generous¬ 
ly until reestablished to pre¬ 
vent drying out. 


GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 
A reader writes: "Our plants 
are not doing well near a ma¬ 
ple tree. Do the roots give off 
a substance that's harmful?" 

Answer: No. Roots take up 
moisture and nutrients, rob¬ 
bing your plants. Walnut trees 
are something different. Their 
roots will give off a toxic ma¬ 
terial (juglonei and this will 
cause stunting or poor growth 
of certain plants.

Britons Healthiest Ever But Give 
Faint Praise for Social Medicine

LONDON (UPI) — Bri¬ 
tain's national lie a 11 li 
scheme — socialised 
medicine — is 20 years old 
this month. It marks the an¬ 
niversary not without 
criticism or troubles, but 
also with the accurate boast 
that Britons have never 
been healthier than they are 
today. 

Even as officials applauded 
its achievements at a recent 
National Health Service con¬ 
ference, they knew it faced 
great and growing problems. 
But Minister of Health Ken¬ 
neth Robinson expressed his 
conviction that it would 
overcome these and make 
even more dramatic im¬ 
provements in the health of 
the nation in its next 20 years. 

WOMB TO TOMB 
The national health scheme 
idealistically was conceived 
as a "womb to tomb" service 
that would provide free 
medical, dental and 
ophthalmic treatment to all 
Britons including free 
h o spitalization, operations, 
medicines and prosthetic 
devices. 

The British Medical 
Journal, organ of the 
medical profession, describ¬ 
ed it in 1948 as "one of the 
greatest attempts at social 
legislation which the 
present generation has 
known, destined to have a 
profound influence on social 
welfare and the health of 
the community.” 

But as its Labor govern¬ 
ment creators soon found, the 
cost was far higher than they 
had estimated and it did no 
decrease as the health of the 
nation improved — contrary 
to what had been theorized. 

So medicines are no longer 
free for about two-thirds of 
this nation of 52 million — 
there is a charge of two shill¬ 
ing sixpence (29 cents) per 
prescription no matter what 
the medicine is. 

Small sums also are now 
eharged for false teeth and 
prosthetic devices and 
eyeglasses — unless the pa¬ 
tient can prove poverty. 
Visits to doctors, hospital 
stays, X-rays, operations and 
many other services remain 
"free.” They are paid for by 
the government out of taxes 
helped by the National Health 
Service contribution of 19 
shillings, one pence ($2.30) a 
week from wage earners. 

VALID CRITICISM 
Much of the criticism at 
home and abroad is valid, at 


least of the operation of the 
service if not its concept and 
achievements. The National 
Hcalh Service is chronically 
starved of money, and the 
hospital building program is 
so far behind that some 
500,000 patients are estimated 
to be waiting for beds. 

The general practitioner, 
on whom the service largely 
depends, is not coming into 
the service in adequate 
numbers and too many of 
them are emigrating to bet¬ 
ter paying countries. As a 
result of the hospital and 
dortor shortages many 
Britans are joining private 
insurance schemes. The 
largest of these, Bl'PA, has 
about 850,000 members. 

Among the most striking 
improvements in Britain’s 
health in the past 20 years 
have been the fall in infant 
mortality and maternal death 
rates. 

The infant mortality rate in 
1967 was 18.3 per thousand 
live births, the lowest ever 
recorded. It was 41 per cent in 
1947. 

. The maternal death rate 
is down from one death per 
1,000 births in 1947 to one per 
5,000 births in 1987.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
number of French visitors to 
the United States in the first 
quarter of 1968 totaled 15,000, 
a jump of 21 per cent over the 
corresponding period of 1967, 
says Air France.

Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency is sponsoring a State- 
Wide Home Fallout Protection 
Survey, which the Bureau of 
the Census is conducting. 

Over the past five years, the 
Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency in cooperation with 
the Defense Department's Of¬ 
fice of Civil Defense, has 
designated 7,050 large 
buildings in the State, both 
public and private, as com¬ 
munity fallout shelters. We 
are all familiar with the Civil 
Defense fallout shelter signs 
on these large buildings — 
three yellow triangles on a 
black circle. They tell us that, 
if the need ever arises, we 
could seek shelter from fallout 
radiation there. 

These large buildings have 
space for several million 
persons. But with a population 
of more than 5.4 million, 
clearly there is not enough 
room for everybody in the 
7,050 shelters. Even if there 
were, they might not serve a 
person's need because he was 
too far away. 

Fallout protection identified 
in homes is often closer to 
housewives and small 
children, to families at night¬ 
time, and to farm families, 
and they offer certain ad¬ 
vantages. A well-shielded 
home basement, stocked with 
food and necessary supplies, 
would be preferred by many 
families over a community 
shelter. 

A recent nationwide sample 
shows that about 10 percent of 
American homes with 
basements offer protection 
from fallout that is equal to or 
above the minimum standards 
for community shelters ; 
further, that most homes with 
basements have significant 
protection which can be im¬ 
proved if the householder 
desires. 

The survey is being taken 
by mail in the larger urban 
areas of Massachusetts. In 
the remainder of the State, 
Census Bureau interviewers 
call at residences to obtain 
the necessary information 
about the construction of 
houses. 

If you received a ques¬ 
tionnaire in the mail, but have 
not filled it out and returned 
it, do so today, Zenowitz urg 
ed. If you have a basement, 
you will get an evaluation of 
the fallout protection it af 
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booklet containing plans for 
improving the protection in 
various types of basements.

THE BIGGEST ANIMAL to 
break out of a cage on my 
premises was a leopard. 

This was before the advent 
of today’s all-metal escape- 
proof cage. (Escape-proof, 
that is, if no one is careless.) 
Formerly the steel bars of an 
animal cage were sunk into a 
hardwood base. 

Once in a long, long time an 
animal, usualy one of the big 
cats, would dig away with its 
claws until it succeeded in 
loosening the bars. But the 
scraping of claws on 
hardwood makes a certain 
amount of noise and if the at¬ 
tendants are on tine job, long 
before the animal could 
weaken the grip of the 
baseboard sufficiently t o 
enable it to pull out the bars, 
it would be detected and 
shifted to another cage. 

But this was no ordinary 
situation. It involved one of 
those big seven-foot 
leopards one doesn’t see 
often. The history of this 
particular animal indicated 
that it was exceptionally 
vicious. But it was a 
handsome specimen and I 
was glad to have it. 

I was on the ground floor of 
my Fulton Street head¬ 
quarters when a frightened 
employee dashed up to tell me 
that this leopard had gotten 
out of his cage and was loose 
on the fourth floor of the 
building. The workman had 
gone to feed and water the 
animals on that floor, and had 
wisely taken to his heels 
when, only a few feet inside 
the room, he discovered the 
leopard roaming free. 

The entrance and exit to 
this storage area was a heavi¬ 
ly reinforced screen door with 
a spring lock. The regulation 
screen was protected by stout 
latticed wire. A few seconds 
after the workman made his 
exit, the leopard was leaning 
against this door, trying to 
shake it open. 

Leopard Backed 
Away From Door 

When I arrived on the scene 
I brandished a two-by-four —I 
had picked up, and the

leopard backed away from the 
door. Then he wheeled around 
and trotted over toward a 
window that faced the street. 

This made me terribly 
nervous, as it reminded me 
that I had had to take this 
same animal back from the 
Buffalo Zoo after he had 
jumped through a glass roof 
there. When this big leopard 
placed his forepaws on the 
window sill, I decided this 
might well be a prelude to 
jumping. 

I banged my two-by-four on 
the floor to get his attention. 
He removed his paws from 
the sill and started circling 
the area in front of the win¬ 
dow. Then he suddenly stop¬ 
ped this nervous pacing and 
backed away from the sill, 
facing it. 

The window is about 30 feet 
from where I stood behind the 
screen door, and I thought I 
could safely open the door to 
get a better look at what was 
going on and to make another 
— and, I hoped, a more ef¬ 
fective — effort to get the 
animal’s attention. — 

He kept facing the win¬ 
dow. As he backed away 
again, I saw muscles ripple 
beneath his handsome 
black-spotted yellowish 
coat, which seemed to in¬ 
dicate that he was posing 
himself for a leap. 

At that instant I gave a 
great shout and banged the 
two-by-four against the floor 
for added effect. Animal 
trainers had told me that a 
tremendous yell will 
sometimes stop an animal in 
its tracks when nothing else 
will. 

It worked. The leopard 
swung around and moved 
away from the window. With 
one of my assistants to back 
me up, I entered the room and 
faced the animal. He seemed 
a little unsure of himself. He 
flattened himself out on the 
floor In the center of the room 
and kept slowly moving 
backward then suddenly rais¬ 
ed up as if to spring. 

Screams Affect 
Big Cat’s Nerves 

I brandished my two-by-four 
and let out a blood-curdling 
yell which my aide echoed. 
We were really screaming 
bloody murder and it was 
having an effect on the 
animal's eardrums or nervous 
system, or both. 

His movements became in¬ 
decisive. He stared at the win¬ 
dow, which was now about 15 
feet away, studied me, then 
looked at the whole room over 
as if struggling to figure out 
the best tactic. 

The leopard, which by this 
time was as nervous as I was. 
noticed a bench against the 
side wall. The animal slid 
under the bench and for a 
time nothing could budge him 
from there.

placed it in the doorway 
opening, with the sliding top 
removed. When I was con¬ 
vinced that the leopard had 
no intention of bodging from 
his retreat under the bench, 

I left the room and joined 
this group in the hall to talk 
things over. 

I’m an animal dealer, not a 
trainer, and while I know a 
great deal about the big cats, 
I'm hardly equipped to cope 
with a situation of this kind. 

From a perch on top of the 
cage I called to the leopard 
and tried to get him to move 
out from under the bench. He 
refused to budge. 

Animal Dangerous 
If Feels Attacked 
The situation now called for 
a drastic move. I would have 
to flush the animal out with a 
stream of water from a heavy 
hose which I always keep han¬ 
dy for emergencies. 

It would be foolish to enter 
the room with such a hose. A 
worried animal like this one is 
never so dangerous as when 
he thinks he is being attacked, 
and he would almost certainly 
turn on the man spraying him 
with a heavy stream. 

I elected to knock a hole in 
the hallway wall that would 
give me a good shot at the 
leopard with a powerful 
stream from that big hose. 
That heavy stream of water 
would make him so un¬ 
comfortable he would have to 
withdraw from the bench and 
make a move — and any 
move would be an im* 
provement over this 
stalemate. 

Two of my men got busy 
knocking a hole in the wall. 
Finally we had an opening 
eight or nine inches in 
diameter. I stuck the hose 
through it and had a perfect 
shot at the animal where he 
lay, his hindquarters facing 
me and his head facing the 
window — which still could 
have been on his mind as a 
means of egress if he found 
no other way out of his 
dilemma. 

In a few minutes the 
Jeopard scrambled to his feet 
and faced the torrent, getting 
close enough to the hose to try 
to claw and bite it. But this 
strange new adversary had 
him baffled. The heavy 
stream of water, though it did 
no harm, knocked the wind 
our of him when it hit him full 
in the face. 

He was becoming confused. 
He dashed over to the window 
again. Fearing he might once 
more be thinking of leaping 
through it, I stopped playing 
the hose on him. I called to 
him. He whirled around, thee 
started circling erratically as 
he had earlier. 

I called to him again. He 
stopped circling and as he 
did his eye lit on the hose. I 
shook it to hold his attention 
and he came trotting toward 
it. I was determined not to 
hose him again unless it 
proved absolutely 
necessary. He was already 
sopping wet and looked 
demoralized. 

The experience seemed to 
have tired him. Some of the 
spring had gone out of his 
step. He halted when he was 
three or four feet from the 
hose. Again I called him. I 
was trying to steer him in the 
direction of the cage. 

First he stared at the hole 
in th wlal, then he looked to 
the right, and to the left, 
straight up at the ceiling, then 
back at the hole. I banged on 
the back of the cage. He 
swung over toward it and 
looked up at it. 

Approach (o Feeding 
Time Made Decision 
It was past feeding time and 
he must have been hungry. 
Hunger can be a big factor in 
a situation of this kind. Once 
again I called to him and 
banged the back of the cage 
He loped over to within a few 
feet of it. stopped, and looked 
straight up at it. He knew 
what it was. It wasn’t a case 
of fooling him. He had a 
decision to make. He was ol> 
viously ill at ease in this big 
room where there was nothing 
to eat and no straw on which 
to bed down. 

Suddenly he made h i s 
decision. He leapt into the 
cage, the sliding cage-front 
dropped and one of the worst 
scares of my career was over. 
If that leopard had jumped 
out of the window onto crowd¬ 
ed Fulton Street, he might 
easily have landed on some¬ 
one. It would have been the 
end of that someone, and 
possibly the end of my career 
as a wild-animal dealer.

Officer Feeley, a registered 
Republican, will run as an in¬ 
dependent in the November 
election.

This sets the stage for an 
unusual battle in November 
between two sitting legislat¬ 
ors. a Democrat and a Re¬ 
publican. and a third well 
known figure who is running 
as an Independent. 

Feeley will continue his 
work on the city's police force. 

He is well known to thou¬

Officer Feeley has lectured 
at all school grade levels on 
safety and youth activities 
and also has lectured on 
youth and youth activities at 
Boston University, Northeast¬ 
ern, Boston State. Framing¬

Bridgewater State College as 
well as Mt. Ida College, New¬ 
ton Junior and Grahm Jun¬ 
ior Colleges. 

Feeley expressed a strong 
interest and a deep commit¬ 
ment to all youth.

NIXON MOVES TOWARD FIRST BALLOT VICTORY 

RICHARD M. NIXON moved triumphantly Wednesday 
flight toward a first ballot victory for the Republican presi¬ 
dential nomination. Even before the first vote was cast at 
tha GOP convention in Miami Beach, the former vice presi¬ 
dent extracted enough delegate support from the key states 
of Florida and New Jersey to surpass the 667-vote majority 
required for nomination. 

Nixon reportedly picked up 14 votes in Florida from 
Ronald Reagan, and another important 18 votes in New Jer¬ 
sey. Amid the tumult of nominating speeches and ear-split¬ 
ting demonstrations, Nixon's floor strategists announced he 
had more than enough votes even without the help of big 
favorite son delegations. 

The UPI tabulation at this point gave Nixon 681, Nelson 
Rockefeller 293 and Reagan 188. Most of the rest of the 
1,333 ballots were committed to favorite sons. 

As expected the demonstrations for Nixon and Rocke¬ 
feller were by far the longest, loudest and most enthusiastic. 
Governor John A. Volpe was given the honor of seconding 
the nomination of Nixon, and to Senator Edward W. Brooke 
went the honor of seconding the nomination of Rockefeller. 

And six miles away from the convention hall, gangs of 
Negro youths rampaged through a sprawling Negro area 
hurling rocks, setting fires and looting stores. At least seven 
persons were injured and at least 20 arrests were made. 

NIXON HONORS VOLPE AT CONVENTION RECEPTION 

MASSACHUSETTS Gov. John A. Volpe was honored by 
Richard M. Nixon at Miami Beach on Wednesday at a recep¬ 
tion only hours before the first convention ballot for the GOP 
presidential nomination. Volpe also was picked by Nixon to 
deliver the first of four seconding nominations in behalf of the 
former vice president. Volpe told a news conference "I don’t 
believe seconding has any bearing on my being ruled out as a 
vice presidential candidate." However there was one report 
that Nixon had narrowed his choice for vice president down 
to Mark O. Hatfield, an Oregon senator and former governor, 
and New York Mayor John V. Lindsay. 

GEN. EISENHOWER REMAINS IN SERIOUS CONDITION 

FORMER PRESIDENT Dwight D. Eisenhower remained 
In serious condition Wednesday but doctors at Walter Reed 
General Hospital said they were satisfied with his progress 
after suffering a major heart attack. The general’s chances 
for recovery were termed • unpredictable.” A hospital bulletin 
Issued in the late afternoon said "the general’s condition has 
remained essentially unchanged." He is being given oxygen 
and at all times is under care of a physician and nurse. 

NINE SOFT COAL MINERS REPORTED TRAPPED 

AT LEAST NINE workers were trapped deep under¬ 
ground late Wednesday by a slate fall at one of the country’s 
largest soft coal mines at Central City, Ky. At least one more 
was injured and hospitalized. Volunteers from mines in the 
area converged on the scene to help in rescue efforts. Officials 
of the Peabody Coal Co. refused to discuss the accident. 

U S. STEEL GIVES LBJ VICTORY IN PRICE WAR 

U.S. STEEL CORP. gave President Johnson a victory in 
his price war with the steel industry on Wednesday by an¬ 
nouncing a government-approved "selective” hike that forced 
other producers to fall into line. Shortly after U.S. Steel boost¬ 
ed prices on assorted products by 2 '2 per cent, Bethlehem and 
Armco Steel said they would rescind blanket five per cent in¬ 
creases they announced last week to be competitive.

Strong Air of Confidence 
Eviden* at COP Convention 

MIAMI, Fla .—There is a greater air of confidence 
at this Republican national convention than at any GOP 
conclave since Dwight D. Eisenhower was renominated 
for a second term at San Francisco in 1056. 

Richard M. Nixon wasn’t lacking for confidence 
in 1960; nor were his supporters at the rather cut-and- 
dried proceedings in Chicago. 

But a newsman came home with the conviction 
that it was more a false hope than anything else, that 
the people were ready for a change after eight years 
of Republican rule, that Richard M. Nixon faced an 
uphill struggle and a difficult time defeating John 
F. Kennedy. 

As things turned out, it was a close, tight race. 

But there never was the flow of Republican confi¬ 
dence that is evident here.

REPORT VIET CONG THREATENED WITH GUN SHORTAGE 

COMMUNIST FORCES figting in Vietnam are threat¬ 
ened with a shortage of guns and bullets due largely to 
seriously high losses of arms and ammunition in recent bat¬ 
tles. according to a captured document. The document, re¬ 
leased in Saigon Wednesday by U.S. military officials quoted 
a North Vietnamese official. The disclosure came as U.S. 
B52 bombers dropped some 900 tons of bombs on a Viet 
Cong supply route leading into Saigon. It touched off a 
string of big explosions on the ground, possibly from Red 
ammunition supplies.

Park. 

An allocation of about one 

teacher to 11 children is pro¬ 
viding a better than usual 
pupil-teacher ratio. In ad¬ 
dition, high school girls have 
been assisting as teacher- 
aides as part of the work- 
study program. Donald Welch 
at Emerson and Cameron 
Larson at Lincoln-Eliot have 
directed the two projects. 

At Day Junior High School 
in Newtonville a small Title I 
pre-business education pro¬ 
gram has been in progress for 
students (mostly girls) who 
have just completed the 9th 
grade and who have elected a 
business program in high 
school. 

A prevue of high school and 

a look at the world of work 
have been the focal points, 
Blount said. The 21 students 
involved have had course 
work and have visited offices, 
the Massachusetts Employ¬ 
ment service, etc. The pro¬ 
gram began July 8 and ended 
last Friday (Aug. 2). 

Under Title 6A of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, which 
provides support for han¬ 
dicapped children, a pro¬ 
gram has been underway 
for children with perceptual 
problems or certain types of 
reading difficulties — one of 
which is dyslexia. 

The youngsters 
participating are in grades 
one through nine. The pro¬ 
gram provides a one-lo-one or 
twoAo-one teaching situation 
in reading. 

Art, music and physical 
education are also part of the 
morning schedule in the pro¬ 
gram which is new this year, 
Bount reported. 

This program which in¬ 
cludes about 44 elementary 
school age children is held 
at Emerson. The s i x 
youngsters of junior high 
school age who are in the 
program are attending War¬ 
ren Junior High this sum¬ 
mer. 

Their emphasis is strictly 
on reading and exercises and 
games designed to reveal and 
correct reading difficulties. 
Miss Virginia Joyce heads the 
junior high school program 
and William Blount the 
elementary school one. 

The children involved have 
been certified as perceptually 
handicapped by a screening 
process given by a reading 
specialist and a school 
psychologist. 

The federally funded pro¬ 
gram is attended by children 
from Newton. Wellesley, 
Waltham, Needham. Weston, 
Lexington and Boston. 
However. Newton has the 
largest representation, Blount 
said. 

In addition to these three 
federally supported pro¬ 
jects, a reading program 
begun two summers ago is 
continuing at Lincoln-Eliot 
and Emerson Schools. 
Previously aided with 
federal money, the reading 
project is continuing with 
local support. 

Also directed by Donald 
Welch and Cameron Larson, 
the central activity in the pro¬ 
gram for children in grades 
one through five is reading, 
but the youngsters also 
engage in other experiences 
such as field trips and science 
projects. 

About 70 children a t 
Lincoln-Eliot and 50 at 
Emerson are taking part in 
this program. 

Another project going on 
this summer is the high 
school work-study program

SAN LORENZO, Mexico 
(UPI i — The quiet little vil¬ 
lage of San Lorenzo, about 20 
miles southeast of Mexico 
City, is one of the last strong¬ 
holds of the Aztects. 

High in the mountains over¬ 
looking the lights of the 
federal capital, the village of 
4,000 goes on as if the 
Spaniards had never put foot 
on Mexican soil. 

The inhabitants of San 
Lorenzo are descendants of 
Aztec warriors who fled into 
the mountain recesses in 1519 
when Hernan Cortes began his 
conquest of the Valley of 
Tenochtitlan (Mexico City). 

They have maintained the 
purity of their customs, still 
speak Nahuatl, the language 
of the Aztecs and are ruled by 
a cacique (village chief). 

Like the village mafia chief 
in western Sicily, the cacique 
of San Lorenzo, Martin 
Segura, 64. is the ultimate 
arbiter in inter-family 
disputes and the Judge and 
jury in village crimes. 

In the cool thin air of San 
Lorenzo, still legally a part of 
the federal district of Mexico 
City, the complicated rules 
and regulations of Mexico 
sound hollow and far away. 

Segura, a wily, barrel¬ 
chested peasant, rules firmly 
but lovingly over San 
Lorenzo's residents. Seldom 
do crimes or criminals have 
to be remitted to the delega¬ 
tion of Milpa Alta, the nearest 
arm of the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

The first extra-legal step 
towards settling infractions in 
San Lorenzo is for the two 
families involved to get 
together and try to work out 
some type of agreement. This 
usually means that the ag¬ 
grieved family asks for 
money. 

If this does not work, the 
families submit their case to 
the village's five caciques 
(Segura is the most im¬ 
portant) for their con¬ 
sideration. Since pre-Colom¬ 
bian times the Aztec people 
have reverently obeyed the 
decrees of their caciques. 

In an interview with United 
Press International, Don 
Martin declined to reveal the 
maximum penalty decreed by 
the caciques. But newspaper 
reports from other parts of 
Mexico indicate the caciques 
are not adverse to demanding 
the death penalty in cases of 
murder or rape. 

Individual reports are dif¬ 
ficult to check since the local 
legal authorities are usually 
the last to know about what 
goes on in the cacique's 
village and the Indians are 
sworn, by an unwritten code, 
not to talk about such things 
with outsiders. 

On the other hand, when an 
outsider is involved in a crime 
in the cacique's village (for 
example, running over a child 
with his car) he most pro¬ 
bably will go free on grounds 
that he is ignorant of the 
village code. News of the 
child's death never leaves the 
village. 

Local legal authorities leave 
San Lorenzo alone as long as 


the village remains peaceful 
and there is nothing to war¬ 
rant the intervention o f 
outsiders, such as a family 
feud which ends with the ex¬ 
tinction of both families. 

The relative wealth of Don 
Martin in comparison to that 
of his fellow villagers also 
plays its part in asssuring 
that his orders are carried out 
and that he continues in 
power. He owns half of San 
Lorenzo, while his wife owns 
the other half. 

Don Martin inherited his 
authority from his father, as 
his father did from his 
grandfather. When he dies, his 
oldest son, Panoho, will suc¬ 
ceed him. Don Martin has 
nine other children. 

The people of San Lorenzo 
will speak Spanish to visitors, 
but always Nahuati among 
themselves. Unlike other se¬ 
cond languages which lose 
their influence among the 
young, Nahuatl is proudly 
spoken even by the children of 
San Lorenzo. 

Other holdovers from Aztec 
days are the belief in witches 
(curanderos) and other 
superstitutions, the 
"temascal,” a sort of family 
turkish bath located in the kit¬ 
chen, and the liberal con. 
sumption of “pulque,” a low- 
alcohol drink made from the 
juice of the maguey plant. 

The only real change since 
the days when the Aztecs rul¬ 
ed Tenochtitlan is the happy 
elimination of the human 
sacrifice. 

Don Martin laughed slyly 
when asked about this, at the 
same time staring steadily at 
his interrogator's chest with 
his tortoise-like eyes.

Effective statistical 
reporting systems, he says, 
would be the answer to the 
problem, but such systems 
are expensive in terms of 
money and trained man¬ 
power. Besides, it will take 
years to accomplish 
anything.

researchers hope to develop a 
quicker, cheaper, and more 
accurate method of, 
estimating food requirements, i 

An immediate goal is to test; 
the feasibility of this new ap¬ 


proach and to work out ac¬ 
curate sampling systems for 
calculation of energy con¬ 
sumption among tropical 
farmers. 

If the Jamaican ex¬ 
periments are successful, the 
Cornell researchers plan to 
carry out large scale trials in 
Africa or Ceylon this winter. 

The work in Jamaica will 
be conducted in cooperation 
with the Jamaican Ministry 
of Agriculture and Lands. 
Also helping the Cornell 
team are the Human Nutri¬ 
tion Unit of the Jamaican 
Scientific Research Council, 
the Caribbean Food and 
Nutrition Institute, and the 
University of West Indies. 

Supported by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
and the Cornell-Latin

The Police Officer 

An appeal for more community support for the 
policemen of the United States was sounded the othe - 
day by the Supreme Knight of the Knights of Columbus 

He issued a timely reminder that the job of the 
police officer is to uphold law and order; that the ]>olice 
officer is neither a social worker nor a judge; that he 
is not responsible for inadequate housing or other ills 
which plague our society. 

Supreme Knight John W. McDevitt described city 
policemen as “the forgotten men who bear the brunt 
of disturbances and generally are innocent victims of 

violence.” 

He deplored police brutality and stressed that it 
cannot be tolerated and must be punished, but added 
that the cries raised against the police usually are 
utterly false and without foundation. 

“Our law enforcement officials must take firm 
measures with persons who often turn out to be nothing 
but irresponsible hoodlums,” McDevitt declared. "By 
and large, our policemen are well-trained, considerate, 
honest and decent people, trying hard to perform a very 
difficult task.” 

There is food for careful thought in the statements 
by the national head of the Knights of Columbus. He is, 
of course, absolutely right when he declares that the 
police deserve our help and our support. They are try¬ 
ing to make our community and every community a 
safe one in which to live. 

We will be the ones who will suffer if they fail 
in that job.

Liquor Prices 

Massachusetts residents attending the Republican 
national convention in Miami this week expressed sur¬ 
prise at the big differences between the prices charged 
for liquor in Florida and the costs for the same brands 
in their home towns in the Bay State. 

The price of liquor is substantially higher in Mas¬ 
sachusetts than in the Sunshine State. 

This stands out in welcome relief because just 
about everything else in Miami costs more than it does 
at home as the merchants in that famous resort city do 
some obvious but possibly ill-advised profiteering at the 
expense of the thousands of people visiting their city. 

The reason, of course, that a bottle of liquor is 
priced lower in Miami than in any Massachusetts city 
or town is that we have a law which increases the cost 
of liquor. 

It’s called the minimum liquor price law, „and it 
provides that the proprietors of package liquor stores 
cannot sell a bottle of whisky below a fixed minimum 
price. 

If a store operator gives a customer a bargain and 
is caught doing it, he can have his license suspended 
and be closed down for a period of days or weeks. 

Proposals have been made to the Legislator that 
this ridiculous law be wiped from the statute books. 
But the legislators have never got around to protecting 
the public interest to that extent. 

This week Massachusetts visitors to the GOP 
convention in Miami saw some evidence of just how 
much the minimum liquor price law, which is kept on 
the books by certain liquor interests and certain legis¬ 
lators, is costing them. Maybe the situation will be 
corrected next year.

Nobody’s rights are being trampled upon. 

An obvious effort is being made to keep everyone 
within the party structure and to discourage anyone 
from jumping the GOP fence. 

The bitterness, the illwind and the animosity of 
1964 does not exist here. 

It is interesting to hear the delegates discuss the 
three candidates for the Republican nomination for 
President. 

They rate Nelson Rockefeller a liberal. Richard 
Nixon a middle-of-the-roader, and Ronald Reagan 
a conservative. 

They believe the tide of public sentiment is 
flowing in favor of the Republicans and that any of 
the three probably could win. 

Of the three, a majority of the delegates obviously 
would prefer Nixon. 

He is one of them. He has answered their appeals 
to speak at their fund-raising dinners. He went to 
their affairs when they couldn't get any other high 
Republican. 

They know Nixon, and Nixon knows them. A 
comfortable feeling exists between them. 

The only thing which causes some of them to 
waver in their support of Nixon is the claim that 
Rockefeller would have a better chance of winning 
election than Nixon. 

Debate goes on in hotel rooms, lobbies and pool- 
sides as to whether that is actually so and if what it 
really means is that Rocky’s winning plurality would be 
bigger than Nixon’s 

Nixon, it is argued, would carry some states in 
the South which Rockefeller couldn’t possibly get. 
Rocky, his supporters maintain, would be substantially 
stronger than Nixon in the industrial North. 

A check of delegate sentiment on the eve of 
the voting indicates that Nixon will win the nom¬ 
ination on the first or second ballot. 

If the fight goes to a third ballot, as Senator 
Brooke and others predict, Nixon will be in trouble— 
deep trouble. 

As the hour of decision for delegates draws near, 
it appears that will not happen. 

If Nixon wins his fight on the first ballot, it will 
save embarrassment for a number of Republican 
leaders from Massachusetts. 

Among these are Attorney General Elliot L. Rich¬ 
ardson and Lieutenant Governor Francis W. Sargent. 

Richardson and Sargent are liberal Republicans. 
Their political philiosophy is closer to Rockefeller's 
than Nixon’s. 

If they are free to make their own decision with 
no side influences, their choice undoubtedly would 
be Rocky. 

But from the standpoint of the delegates from 
Massachusetts this is more than a fight between 
Nixon and Rockefeller. It’s also a political tug-of- 
war between Governor John A. Volpe and Senator 
Edward W. Brooke.

Animals No 
Snobs; \ iew 
Man As Equal 

By MIKE HUDSON 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Man may be the animal king s 
most dread enemy, but men 
also can work hand-in-paw 
with animals toward common 
objectives. 

A symposium on animal 
behavior in San Francisco ex¬ 
amined the roles of animals 
as social partners of people. 

Dr. H. Hediger of Zurich, 
Switzerland, zoo curator and 
university researchc, stress¬ 
ed that men usually cause 
w ild animals to take flight and 
are regarded by them as a 
“universal enemy.” Man can 
even be a prey of animals, but 
Hediger said these occasions 
are far rarer than is com¬ 
monly believed. 

Far more often, there are 
partnerships between men 
and animals — synmbiotic 
relationships in which each 
helps the other. The relation 
of falcon and falconer or gun 
dog and hunter come to mind. 

For instance, the honey 
guide, a wild Afncs.i bird, 
lives on beeswax and bee 
larvae but lacks the strength 
to pierce a honeycomb. The 
honey-guide leads humans or 
baboons to wild bee colonics 
and then stands by until the 
comb is opened. 

Keepers in zoos often find 
that animals begin to regard 
them as full-fledged members 
of the same species, Hediger 
said. 

Certain animals may attack 
a keeper who breecnes the 
animal rules of territoriality: 
when a lioness is in heat her 
normally tame and af¬ 
fectionate partner may rage 
and snap at a keeper as if he 
were a sexual rival. 

But the tiger is more friend¬ 
ly to a keeper. “Beceuse it 
regards the keeper as a mem-1 
ber of its own species it greets 
him in friendly tiger fashion. | 
by a snort or a vilent sneeze,” j 
according to Hediger. 

Captive animals may even 
court humans, Hediger said. 
A tame otter, for example, 
commonly used the crease of 
his keeper's trousers to ex¬ 
ecute the loving bite 
characteristic of the animal's 
courtship. A tortoise may flirt 
with a human's shoe the same 
way; a pigeon may court a 
human hand. 

Hediger pointed out that 
man — the only animal 
species which regularly and in 
organized fashion makes war 
on itself —can still find ac¬ 
ceptance among most other 
animals as an equal.

A new device for self-pro¬ 
tection is a four-inch 
dispenser of tear gas which 
produces no explosive charge 
but enough of a burst to 
render “several assailants or 
animals helpless,” says the 
manufactuer. The tear gas is 
packaged in aerosol and holds 
from 40 to 50 sprays whose ef¬ 
fects wear off in 15 to 30 
minutes without after effects. 

The maufacturer says it can 
be used without danger to the 
user or bystanders and an 
overcap prevents accidental 
firing or clogging. It may not 
be sold to minors nor in states 
where tear gas weapons of 
any kind are illegal. The 
manufacturer says its 
research shows such weapons 
outlawed in California, 
Michigan and Wisconsin.

They received more 
than 500 replies, not all from 
criminals as selflessly 
dedicated to warning youth as 
Frankie. 

When one caller heard the 
fee was only $150 he said, “I 
wouldn't hold up my 
grandmother for that,” and 
hung up. 

Frankie, however, figured it 
was a good chance to warn 
young people there was no 
future in bank robbing. 

“It's no career for 
anybody,” he said, stirring in 
a fourth sugar cube. “It's just 
hurting 'em. Like I told my 
kids — I have three beautiful 
kids — if you ever turn out 
anything bad, I'd rather see 
you dead.” 

When he was younger he 
felt somewhat differently. 
With three other men he rob¬ 
bed more than $500,000 from 
banks in the 1920s and '30s, 
besides committing a variety 
of other crimes and holding 
positions as gunman and 
strongarm man in different 
organizations. 

He admits to pistol-whipping 
a few people but denies he 
ever shot anybody.

What I think to¬ 
day, is life is too sweet to go 
to jail.” 

Frankie works as a foreman 
in a warehouse in The Bronx 
now. He hasn't committed a 
crime since he ended a nine- 
year sentence in 1959.

S K ELETONIZING 
LEAVES: If you want to try | 
something different, why not 
skeletonize leaves of trees 
such as magnolia, beech, etc.? ; 
Gather them, soak and boil in 
a soda solution for 30 minutes, j 
using a teaspoon of baking 
soda to a quart of water. Let 
the leaves cook in the solution 
and then spread them out on a 
piece of newspaper. Scrape 
off the fleshy part of the leaf 
on both sides. Then mix 2 
tablespoons of bleaching solu -1 
tion and allow the leaves to I 
stay in the bleach for 1 hour. 
This makes them white. Place 
between sheets of absorbent 
paper to dry. To tint: spray 
with aerosol spray paints and 
if you wish, dip in cake col¬ 
oring. school inks or tinting 
materials. 

Incidentally, did you know 
you can preserve the colors of 
most of your favorite garden 
flowers by treating them with 
ordinary all-purpose flour?

Food Before A Party 
Eases Liquor Effect 


Doctors have long warned 
against drinking on an emp¬ 
ty stomach. In this excerpt 
from “The Safe Way to 
Drink” (William Morrow & 
Co.), the author explains 
just why the warning is so 
important. 


B.V William B. Terhiine, M.D. 

WHEN ALCOHOL IS com¬ 
bined with food, it does not hit j 
as hard nor as quickly as 
when taken on an empty 
stomach. 

Knowing this, smart people 
have a glass of milk and a roll j 
or crackers before attending a 
drinking party. Do not count 
on the canapes, a useless 
social gesture, for most of 
them are too little, too late, 
and too indigestible to do any 
good. Do remember that a lit¬ 
tle sound food in the stomach 
can be a mattress and anti¬ 
dote for the drinks. 

Once again let me point 
out that many heavy 
drinkers eat irregularly and 
improperly, with the result 
that they nearly all suffer 
from avitaminosis, this 
lack of proper vitamins in 
itself stimulates an ab¬ 
normal urge for alcohol. 

Taking vitamins by mouth 
or needle, as so many 
drinkers do, does not relieve 
this, 
diet,

When vou go to that cocktail 
or predinner party and arc 
asked what you want to drink, 
try saying, "May i have a 
large glass of water with ice 
in it. first?" Vou will enjoy 
the experience and the water. 

And what to do before din¬ 
ner at home? Try coming 
home earlier to avoid the 
rush, if you an, at least 
come home on lime. Have a 
relaxing, warm bntli and 
five minutes rest on the 
floor ) not on the bed—you 
may rest too long.) 

Then, join the family in the 
living room for a hot cup of 
bouillon and crackers, or if it 
is summer, a glass o f 
lemonade. 

Or try a plate of good hors 
d’oeuvres (fine cheese, smok¬ 
ed sardines or smoked 
oysters, bits of salami or 
bologna, and so on — no nuts 
or “crackles" or “goo," but 
he-man food in tasty, small 
amounts) washed down with 
dietetic soft drinks in old- 
fashioned glasses — “on-the- 
rocks." The whole family can 
be a part of it. 

If. when you first come 
home you "want something." 
try a hard English mint or 


sour-ball. Even chewing gum 
can be very satisfying. 

None-tenths of the time 
after a hard day one does 
not really want to drink, but 
to relax, to be cheered and 
to laugh. A quirk shower 
and a change into fresh 
clothes does wonders for 
both body and spirit. 

And while changing, think of 
pleasant things to taik about. 
Instead of reporting how tired 
you are, how late the train 
was, the trouble in the office, 
disasters in the home or dif¬ 
ficulties with the children 
discuss the good things the 
day has brought forth. 

Make the effort to plan for a 
pleasant evening. When a man 
comes home, he snould leave 
his gripes and complaints in 
the office . . . and a woman, 
in her dressing room. Make it 
a rule never to relate troubles 
or try to solve problems at 
night unless absolutely 
necessary. When troubles are 
belabored, many a person 
goes for a drink. 

Like every place else, 
home may be somewhat 
dull at times, but too much 
alcohol is no solution. A 
home should be devoted to 
the cultivation of happiness.

(less 1 tbsp.) cooking oil. 

‘‘Pour two cups of warm 
water over the mixture and 
stir very thoroughly in the pan 
until all the flour mixture is 
moistened. Bake at 350 deg. 
for 35 to 40 minutes.” 

This is a very moist 
chocolate cake which is ideal 
to make on days when the egg 
and milk supply is low; time- 
saving because it is made 
right in its baking pan.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Plan- 
ning a family trip to the ‘‘wide 
open spaces" of one of the na¬ 
tional parks? 

Better make it soon or you 
may find a three-year ad¬ 
vance reservation is 
necessary. 

Most people find it hard to 
believe that recreation land is 
disappearing at an alarming 
rate. With the advent of ad¬ 
ditional leisure time families 
are giving more and more 
thought to the mountain cam¬ 
ping trip or the boating ad¬ 
venture on the lake. 

What they don’t know, 
however, is that in 1967 in 
California alone 5,340 families 
were turned away from public 
beaches and parks on Labor 
Day. During that same holi¬ 
day weekend 86.630 families 
were refused admittance to 
camping sites in State Parks. 

This information comes 
from Terence Ragan of 
Recreation Land Investments 
of Beverly Hills, California, a 
division of GWR Land Co., 
dealing exclusively in recrea¬ 
tion properties. 

Ragan is convinced “the 
whole concept of “getting 
away from it all" is going to 
change drastically in the next 
few years, with emphasis on 
private ownership.

75,000 second homes were 
built. In 1960 the total was 
100,000. In 1970 the figure will 
reach 250,000. Some experts 
are predicting that most peo¬ 
ple soon will be living in the 
country and keeping an apart¬ 
ment in the city for business 
purposes,” Ragan says. 

Increased family income is 
making the move away from 
the city possible for an in- 
creasing number of 
Americans, and growing 
leisure time also is a big fac¬ 
tor, according to Ragan. H# 
notes, too, the growing retir#- 
ment population as a factor.

The globe, four feet in 
diameter, has a lacquered 
map of 10 basic colors on 
which Father Emmerich 
showed the boundaries of 
2.200 dioceses and other ec¬ 
clesiastical circumscriptions 
around the world. 

The late pope kept the globe 
under a crucifix in a corner of 
his study. He regularly asked | 
visiting cardinals, archbishops [ 
and bishops to point out their 
archdioceses and dioceses on 
it.

Her book took her five 
years altogether to write. And 
there are the demands of her 
home and family. She also 
works out at a gym three 
times a week, takes French 
lessons, is on the executive 
committee of the Palace of 
Fine Arts in San Francisco 
and is a member of other 
volunteer organizations. 

"My husband says I'm too 
organized,” she smiled. 

She credits the secret of her 
organization to a little red 
diary in which she carefully 
lists what is planned for each 
day. 

She started writing her col¬ 
umn "World Fashions” nearly 
four years ago. she said, out 
of self defense. She found that 
her husband, who is president 
of the Scripps League group 
of newspapers, and her sons, 


who started working on th* 

newspapers while still in 
school, were engrossed in 
"newspaper talk." She decid¬ 
ed that if she were going to 
enter into the conversation, 
i she would have to do 
something in the newspaper 
field. One son is now the 
publisher of a newspaper at 
Taft, Calif., and the second is 
a student at the University of 
Arizona.

S2.9 Million 
For Building 
During July 


The Newton Building Dept, 
issued 60 permits in July rep. 
resenting $2,928,370 in con¬ 
struction or reconstruction 
work. 

The total was swelled by 10 
permits for alterations to non¬ 
resident ial buildings at a cost 
of $2,536,900. 

During the same month last 
year, 52 permits were issued 
at $1.6 million. 

So far this year, 286 per¬ 
mits were issued at a cost of 
$12,438,159. as compared to 
last year when 275 permits 
were issued at $14,243,795. In 
1966, over the same seven- 
month period, 336 permits 
were issued at a total of $9,- 
005,622. 

Last month's permits in¬ 
cluded five for single homes 
at $135,000, one for a double 
dwelling at $20,000, two for 
gaiages at $1600, two for tool 
sheds at $900, an dfive for ele¬ 
vators at $141,000. 

Permits also included one

Jenny Freire of Ecuador Critical 


A Newton couple have 
become “foster parents” of a 
little girl from Ecuador, 
whose family is destitude, 
through the international 
organization, Foster Parents 
Plan, Inc., 352 Park avenue 
South. New York. N.Y. 10010. 

Mr. and Mrs. Arnold 
Lezberg of 543 Sawmill Brook 
parkway. Newton, have as¬ 
sumed financial responsibility 
through PLAN for the school¬ 
ing of little Jonny Freire, an 
Ecuadorian child o f kin¬ 
dergarten age. 

Her parents, living in the 
slums of Quayaquil, have had 
only a few years of schooling 
altogether and have never 
known a living wage. Her 
father is a laborer trying to 
support his wife and six 
children on S35 a month. 
Education for their children is 
impossible and even the 
essentials for life are difficult. 

The Lezbergs will cor¬ 
respond with their "child” 
receiving both original and 
translations of her letters. 
Photographs and the progress 
of the child are forwarded 
regularly and a truly personal 
relationship is often developed 
between the foster parents 
and adoptees. 

The $16 a month (or $192 a 
year) contributed by the 
Foster Parent through PLAN 
for a minimum of one year, 
provides a monthly cash 
grant, supplementary new 
clothing and household goods 
carefully selected to meet the 
needs in each area. In ad¬ 
dition PLAN offers medical 
care when called for. primary 
school education and in some 
cases vocational training. The 
family receives guidance and 
counseling from the North 
American Director and a staff 
of trained local case workers. 

PLAN'S purpose is to help 
the child and family to 
become sel f-supporting 
through improved health, 
nutrition, and educational op¬ 
portunities. 

Foster Parents Plan 
stresses help to the entire 
family as well as to the child. 
In most countries where 
PLAN maintains offices there 
is a Foster Parents medical 
clinic with doctors, nurses and 
drugs. The doctors treat the 
child's immediate family as 
part of the service. Ex¬ 
perience has shown that it is 
impossible to keep a child 
healthy in a sick family. In 
some countries where poor 
teeth are common among the 
children, PLAN also provides 
dental service. 

The variety of Foster 
Parents is surprising — both 
individuals and groups. They 
range from retired school 
teachers to the army sergeant 
leaving for Vietnam, from 
Senator John G. Tower and 
Julie Andrews to a mother 
with a brood of her own who 
wishes to share her modest 
means with a child in even 
less fortunate circumstances. 

School classes, fraternal 
organizations, labor unions, 
bridge clubs and even 
prisoners pool their resources 
to help some child achieve a 
decent life. 

Last December crew 
members of the U S S 
Endurance who had adopted a 
little Filipino girl spent their 
precious shore leave at the 
Subic Bay Naval Base en¬ 
tertaining the child and 
tubucular mother aboard the 
ship — a real Christmas party 
complete with turkey dinner, 
Christmas tree and gifts. In 
addition, shocked by the con¬ 
dition of the girl’s shack 
home, they sent a group of 
plumbers, carpenters, 
tinsmiths, electricians from 
the ship and all the material 
and equipment needed into the 
Manila slum where she lived. 
The little house was rebuilt 
from floor to roof, all within 
24 hours. 

A number of Foster Parents 
visit their Foster Children 
during business or vacation 
trips. These are moving and 
h e a rt-warming encounters 
long-remembered by both 
sides. Often the first thing a 
visiting Foster Parent sees is 
his own photograph in a place 
of honor. 

The Foster Parents Plan 
program has been working 
since 1937 and has 
“graduated” more than 
110.000 Foster Children thanks 
to more than 600.000 United 
States and Canadian Foster 
Parents, including groups. 
Some of the “graduates” are 
professionals, others are in¬ 
dustrial or a gricultural 
workers. 

All are eternally grateful 
for the support of generous 
Americans who saved them 
from sickness, abject poverty,

The mayor pointed out the 
bizarre situation existing to¬ 
day when, Newton, a city of 
some 90.000 population, the 
eighth largest in the state, and 
the second in assessed valua¬ 
tion. with 11 postoffices — 
has no postmark. Mail 
deposited here, in boxes or 
postoffices, arrives at its 
destination bearing a Boston 
postmark cancellation. 

“Instead of improving the 
service, it has gotten worse,” 
said the mayor.

Asks §135.000 For Street 
Repairs In l pper Falls 


More than $135,000 in ap¬ 
propriations for street repairs 
in Newton Upper Falls is 
being sought by Public Works 
Director Willard S. Pratt 
from the Board of Aldermen. 

It will be the first major ap¬ 
propriations for the Con¬ 
centrated Code Enforcement 
program in the Upper Falls 
section. About two-thirds of 
the money will be returned to 
the city by the federal govern¬ 
ment after the work is com¬ 
pleted. After the money is ap¬ 
propriated by the Board of 
Aldermen, bids will be sent 
out to contractors for the 
work. 

Ossipee road, Cheney 
street, Shawmut park and 
Cliff road will be repaired 
with the money, along with a 
number of curbstone 
placements in other streets in 
the area 

Some $22,000 will be used 
for drainage costs in the pro¬ 
gram. That part of the project 


is not supported under the 
federally sponsored program. 

Street repairs were a major 
part of the Code Enforcement 
Program in the Upper falls. 
Besides that, inspectors are 
checking all housing units in 
the neighborhood for com¬ 
pliance with city building 
codes. 

Under the program, 
homeowners who need repairs 
on their houses can realize 
loans at below market in¬ 
terest, and in some cases, 
outright giants, amounting to 
$1,500, are available for house 
repair. 

The Upper Falls is the only 
neighborhood eo come under 
the concentrated program so 
far. There has, for the past 
two years, been a ward by 
ward code enforcement pro¬ 
gram, but it is only for in¬ 
specting homes for com¬ 
pliance with city building 
codes.

Sharp Drop In 
Russian Birth 
Rate Is Noted 

MOSCOW (UPI) - The 
Russian birth rate is falling 
fast and the nation faces the 
prospect of a static population 
in the 1970s. a leading 
demographer warns. 

Social economist V. 
Perevedentsev said in the 
weekly Literaturnaya Gazeta 
(Literary Gazette) that of¬ 
ficial Soviet statisticians were 
hiding the facts from the 
country. 

He said the net growth io 
population had plummeted 
from 18 per thousand in 
Gqoyp to less than 11 today. 

“If the present rate nf 
decline continues, the popula¬ 
tion will cease io grow by the 
early 1970s, and then start to 
decline.” he said. 

The Soviet Union would be 
faced with an aging popula¬ 
tion, with the effective work 
force becoming an ever- 
smaller proportion of the 
population, and the percen¬ 
tage of pensioners rising 
sharply. 

Pervedentsev attributed the 
drop in the birth-rate — down 
from 44 per thousand in 1926 
to 18 to 1966 to a high stan¬ 
dard of living, a better- 
educated population the 
growth of urbanization, and 
the increasing participation of 
women in the country’s 
economic and public life. 

Soviet scientists, he said, 
rejected the ease with which 
abortions are available in this 
country as a major cause of 
the decline. 

However, he added, 
demographers need much 
more information about fami¬ 
ly planning in the Soviet 
Union, about the number of 
children couples plan to have 
and their reasons for limiting 
their families to one or two. 

He complained the central 
economic planning com¬ 
mission, gosplan, and the cen¬ 
tral statistical agency had 
failed to include questions to 
elicit this information in :be 
forms prepared for next 
year's general census. 

In addition to information, 
he called for starting family 
bonuses from the state with 
the first or second child, in¬ 
stead of with the fourth, as is 
done now.

21 KILLED IN FIERY DISNEYLAND COPTER CRASH 

TWENTY ONE PERSONS many of them headed for a 
fun filled visit to Disneyland were killed Wednesday in a 
fiery helicopter crash in Los Angeles similar to the one last 
May which killed 23 people. In each case parts of the helicopter 
appeared to fall apart in flight and wreckage fell in more than 
one area. Wreckage from the latest crash fell onto a park 
where children were playing and in Compton, 12 miles south of 
Los Angeles. Most of the victims were found strapped in their 
seats inside the blackened, twisted wreckage of the craft. The 
federal govenment is sending a team of 10 special inspectors 
to the scene immediately.

The men 
were cutting a new seam of coal when a piece of slate 70-80 
feet long and 50 inches thick fell.

PRESIDENT JOHNSON told a medical convention in 
Houston, Texas, Wednesday that Medicare had become Amer¬ 
ica's "fifth freedom" and he proposed extending its concept 
to children as well as old people.

Therefore the 
taxpayers will benefit from 
the alternative with the 
lowest net «osts while at the 
same time recouping some 
of the tax monies already 
paid to the state.” 

Mayor Baibas left the 
choice of alternatives to the 
Public Buildings Committee, 
although he had said he was in 
favor of new construction.

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Overhaul Needed 

The income tax structure in the United States is 
in dire need of an overhaul to make the burden more 
equitable for the salaried worker whose only source of 
income is his weekly wage. It is a bad system when 
a man with an $8300 yearly income pays more income 
than a multi-millionaire who can take advantage of 
loopholes in the tax law, and other perfectly legitimate 
means, to escape payment of taxes. 

Recently, a Newton mother of three announced 
that “I intend to deduct $1200 for each of my children 
on my federal income tax report for 1969.” She in- 
formd her Congressman and both of the Bay State’s 
Senators "I shall be revolting from overpayment of my 
fair share of the tax load.” 

She told her representatives ‘‘There is serious mis¬ 
carriage of the intent of the Income Tax Amendment. 
In 1913 it was never intended that citizens of the 
United States be taxed on the monies needed to pay for 
their very necessities of life.” 

The courageous woman has a point well taken. De¬ 
ductions for dependents were first granted in 1925, 
when $400 was the figure set for each. In 1948 the 
figure was increased by half to $600 when Congress 
recognized that the dollar of that era did not have the 
value of the dollar of 1925. 

The situation is the same again. The dollar today 
does not have the value of the dollar of 20 years ago. 
It is time once again for Congress to hike the depen¬ 
dency deduction for the tax burdened citizens of the 
nation. This should be done as part of a general over¬ 
haul of the income tax structure. 

Happiness Quotient 

Taxes and the value of the dollar more and more 
are the prime concern of concerned citizens, and it is 
our sad duty to report that your dollar will probably 
buy a little less next year than the fiscal planners 
planned. 

It is reported that even with the 10 per cent sur¬ 
charge and the $6 billion reduction in spending de¬ 
manded by Congress, the federal deficit for fiscal 1968 
will be around $25 billion-$5 billion more than expected. 
Delay in passing the tax increase and higher Vietnam 
war costs are blamed. 

The red ink outlook would be a good deal less grim 
if our public officials could do a bit better in figuring 
out what we don’t need. Many unbelievable projects 
pop to the surface of the federal budget and another 
one is reported by the Clarkson, North Carolina, Times. 

It seems that the U.S. Public Health Service, as 
part of a $249,000 research program. . . has been 
sending psychologists and social scientists down to 
Puerto Rico to ask its citizens what causes them joy 
or sorrow.” It is not surprising that they dicovered 
people were happier if they were healthy, had money, 
were educated and were young! 

The North Carolina newspaper suggests that if a 
research project were done in the United States it 
would be found that the taxpayer’s “. . . happiness 
quotient takes a nose dive every time he hears about 
some of the peculiar ways his money is being spent 
these days.”

Traffic Problem 

Editor of The Graphic: 

We’ve now’ had two w’eeks 
of the new traffic plan for 
Newton Centre. If you are not 
familiar with it, it works 
something like this. To relieve 
congestion a: the intersection 
of Beacon and Centre, a stra¬ 
tegic series of one-way streets 
has been set up. Inbound traf¬ 
fic on Centre street (that is, 
coming in from Rte. 9} is 
teased onto Paul, across Cy¬ 
press to Braeland, then down 
Summer and Willow, and. fi¬ 
nally, back onto Centre. The 
traffic (lots of trucks) loops 
along this narrow and mazy 
bypass, restrained only by the 
residential clutter of the 
neighborhood — playing chil¬ 
dren, parked cars, bicycles, 
and apartment construction 
on Paul street. With the open¬ 
ing of schools the flow will be 
further impeded by the paths 
of children going to and from 
Sacred Heart School and 
Weeks Junior High. 

As alarming as the new traf¬ 
fic pattern itself is the way 
in which it was imposed. 
Overnight, burlap-veiled traf¬ 
fic signs were installed, and, 
like a piece of Kremlin revi¬ 
sionism, Newton Centre had a 
new truth to live with. No one 
in the neighborhood was con¬ 
sulted or even informed. Is 
this the way we do things? 
The Newton Centre Neighbor¬ 
hood Association has recently 
gained a court injunction pre¬ 
venting an oil distributorship 
from operating on Paul street 
The sole motive behind the 
Association's action was the 
serious danger of heavy truck 
traffic on residential streets. 
For the local authorities not 
to have placed human safety 
above (putative) traffic effi¬ 
ciency seems a little bit cal¬ 
lous. 

From my own experience 
driving through the Centre 
these last couple of weeks, the 
new set-up solves no problems 
and creates a few of its own. 
If the new pattern is as ineffi¬ 
cient as it seems, it may be 
abandoned after the trial peri¬ 
od. But temporary situations 
have a way of sinking into 
permanence. I think it would 
be a good idea for anyone who 
is annoyed or alarmed by 
what has been happening in 
Newton Centre to convey his 
feelings to the appropriate 
authorities, the Mayor, the 
Aldermen, and the Traffic

On a seasonally adjusted 
annual basis GI. home loan 
activities in two or three ma¬ 
jor categories were higher in 
June than in May, the 
Veterans Administration 
reported today. 

Appraisal requests on pro¬ 
posed dwellings in June total-1 
ed 167, up 53.2 per cent from 
the 109 in May, while ap¬ 
praisal requests on existing 
dwellings climbed to 672 in 
June, 12.4 per cent higher 
tha.. May's figure of 598. 

In the third category, hous¬ 
ing starts in June, on a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
basis, were 123.9 per cent 
higher than in May, totaling 
150 compared with 67. 

Other seasonally adjusted 
annual rates show that: 

•June 1968 appraisal re¬ 
quests on both proposed and 
existing dwellings dropped 

45.6 per cent from last June s 
total of 307 and requests on 
existing dwellings declined 

38.6 per cent from the J me 
1967 figure of 1095. 

•The 150 housing starts in 
Jun: 1968 were 40 2 per cent 
lower than the same month a 
year ago. 

Based on a monthly com¬

The best weed killer you can 
use in the flower or vegetable 
garden is the hoe o r 
cultivator.

“Get Involved’’ 
Educator Tells 
Universities 

ST. LOUIS (UPI) — 
Chancellor James L, Bugg, 
Jr., of the Universitv of 
Missouri at St. Louis thinks 
that a "great university” 
must be "of" the city, not 
merely “in" it. 

Of his university. Bugs says 
he has encourage! faculty 
members “to enter t h e 
mainstream of involvement in 
the city's problems.” 

"The choice is not ours to 
make.” Bugg said. "Public, 
tax-supported institutions are 
by nature committed t o 
eliminating the ugly 
blemishes existing in the 
modern social system.” 

Bugg said that a "great 
university . . . must be in¬ 
terested not only in its resi¬ 
dent and commuter students, 
but in all others who can 
benefit from its services and 
talents.” 

"This often means pitching 
in and working with factions 
that are not always easy to 
work with.” he said. 

Bugg said, "clearly it Is 
worth doing, but great effort 
will be needed." 

"It will be necessary for 
urban universities such as 
ours to get a little out of the 
habit of thinking that things 
would be just right if thev 
could be doing what Harvard, 
Princeton and Yale are doing. 

"What they are doing is not 
nearly as relevant to St Louis 
as what we can we do and 
have started to do." 

The educator noted that 
university faculty members 
are sometimes more in¬ 
terested in the cultures of an¬ 
cient Yucatan, Greece and 
Rome, saying such ways of 
life are “far enough removed 
in time and distance to be ex¬ 
otic and safe."

To most of us who think of 
birds migrating from New 
England just ahead of a 
snowstorm, the idea of birds 
calling it a summer and tak¬ 
ing off south in a heat spell 
seems absurd. Nevertheless, 
the first peak of migration 
among shore birds always 
comes sometime around July 
20 . 

While most shore birds 
nest far north of New Eng¬ 
land. they waste very little 
time at the nesting grounds. 
Some of the shore birds now 
flying back south were among 
the latest - arriving migrant

Thus, most shore birds ar¬ 
rive months later than robins 
and leave our region months 
earlier than robins. 

The roving life that shore 
birds lead keeps them almost 
perpetually in a summer 
clime. The nearest that most 
come to sampling winter oc¬ 
curs in their late May ar¬ 
rival at their breeding grounds 
in the Arctic. Even there, in 
most summers, the snow has 
been reduced to traces and 
the climate has turned to¬ 
ward balmy weather. 

The term “shore bird" cov¬ 
ers an array of birds which 
differs from the birds familiar 
to most of us. In general, 
the term covers both sand¬ 
pipers and plovers, birds rang¬ 
ing in size from sparrows to 
larger than robins. A few 
shore birds, such as the 
whimbrel, gave the impression 
of being as large as chickens 
—although they are not. 

Perhaps the most familiar 
shore bird is the sanderling. 
Sanderlings are the small 
beach sandpipers that spend 
much time chasing outgoing 
waves and fleeing incoming 
waves. They pick up small 
animals stranded on the sand 
by each wave. 

Since shore birds live such 
different lives, they are less 
noticed than songbirds by 
most people. Their existence

is tied closely to beach or 
mud fiats and they usually 
choose feeding locations well 
away from human concentra¬ 
tions. Even those which stop 
regularly in New England 
twice each summer as they 
commute to and from the Arc¬ 
tic pass largely unnoticed ex¬ 
cept by birders. 

Aong shore birds that pass 
over New England, there are 
a few that even dedicated 
birders seldom see. These 
birds take off from Labrador 
or Newfoundland, and if all 
goes well, never land in New 
England. The most famous of 
these longdistance migrants 
is the golden plover. 

Golden plover take off from 
Labrador and fly nonstop 
over the ocean to the north¬ 
ern coast of South America. 
From there they fly to the Ar¬ 
gentine pampas. The only 
golden plovers that land in 
New England are those which 
have run into storms or other 
bad luck that has forced them 
down. The only chance to see 
them occurs in the autumn. 
In the spring, goldens fly 
north along the Mississippi 
Valley. In the round trip from 
the Arctic and return, they 
fly more than 16,000 miles.

The Newton Community 
Service Centers Summer

Chance Of 
Auto Accident 
Is One In Four 

If you drive, what are the 
odds that you will be involved 
in an accident on the highways 
during the next 12 months? 
About one in four, according 
to the Institute for Safer 
Living. 

Odds are two out of three 
that the accident will occur 
on a straight road with one of 
the involved vehicles either 
stopped or moving slowly into 
or out of a lane of moving 
traffic. And the odds are one 
to eleven that as an involved 
driver you will either be killed 
or incur some disabling injury 
from the accident. 

According to the Institute 
for Safer Living of the Ameri¬ 
can Mutual Liability Insurance 
Company, most accidents are 
preventable because when one 
driver commits a driving error, 
he or another driver, as the 
case may be, fails to compen¬ 
sate for this error. In other 
words, to drive defensively 
and avoid preventable acci¬ 
dents one must be responsive 
to changing conditions in the 
mile at hand in order to be 
prepared to meet the hazards 
that will develop in the mile 
ahead. 

The defensive driver, ac¬ 
cording to the Institute for 
Safer Living, recognizes that 
he is never completely free 
from danger.

Dedham Pottery Exhibit 
W ill Open On Thursday 


will be by "The Sound Track”.

The long-awaited Dedham 
Pottery Exhibit opens formal¬ 
ly Thursday afternoon (Aug. 
15) at the main exhibition 
room of the Dedham Historic¬ 
al Society on High street. It 
will continue until Oct. 31. 

More than 300 pieces ol 
tery of different shapes, 
and patterns which were pro¬ 
duced by the Robertson fam¬ 
ily over a 75 year span from 
1868 to 1943 are on exhibit. 
Some of the rarer pieces came 
from the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution in Washington, D.C., 
and from the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts and from 
collectors in all parts of 
country. 

Visiting hours at the 
ham Historical Society at 612 
High street, are from 2 to 
p.m. Monday through Friday 
during August. During Sep¬ 
tember and October the dis¬ 
play will be open Monday 
through Saturdays. 2 to 5 
o'clock. Sunday and evening 
visits may be made by special 
arrangement. 

The visitor to the display 
will be surprised by the tre¬ 
mendous variety of pieces on 
display. 

There are butter pats de¬ 
signed in the form of a wild 
rose, pansy or star; egg cups 
and flower holders, candle 
snuffers and candle holders; 
there is a mail box, one of 
the only three known to have 
been produced. There are fish 
and roast platters; chocolate| 
pots and bowls, and pitchers 
of various sizes and shapes. 

Perhaps the most famous 
pieces of the exhibit are the 
"Twin Stars of Chelsea" — 
two vases of blood red glaze 
of great beauty created in 
1888, on loan from the Muse¬ 
um of Fine Arts. 

There is a pitcher with 
Greek Key pattern of high 
glaze blue which was part of 
the prize winning exhibit of 
the Mass. Charitable Mechan¬ 
ics Association in 1878. 

Hugh Robertson's creativity, 
however, did not produce prof¬ 
its and he was forced to close 
his workshop in 1889 with its 
shelves loaded with many of 
his finest pieces. With the fi¬ 
nancial backing of a number 
of influential Bostonians the 
pottery was reopened in 1891

and Robertson’s ceramic se¬ 
crets began to be applied com¬ 
mercially rather than artistic¬ 
ally as the Chelsea Pottery de¬ 
veloped its "Craqule Ware.” 

The Dolphin, Iris, Magnolia 
and Water Lily were some of 
the early patterns which were 
developed. 

In 1892 in order to secure 
motifs, special prizes were of¬ 
fered by the Boston Museum 
of Pine Arts School which 
specified the designs be blue 
and simple in treatment upon 
gray crackle ware. The most 
popular design submitted was 
the rabbit pattern which later, 
in the year 1896 was adopted 
as the pottery's trademark. 

The early plates had a 
raised rabbit but tins decora¬ 
tion appeared rigid looking 
and caused a considerable 


cracking in the mold. There¬ 
fore the process was discontin¬ 
ued and the molds smoothed. 
During the changeover free 
hand decoration began and 
the counter-clockwise design 
of the early raised rabbits was 
changed to clockwise. 

The commercial production 
of crackleware began at the 
Chelsea Pottery in 1891 but 
because of local dampness 
which affected the kilns, the 
Robertsons chose Dedham as 
the site for their new pottery

Robert H. Mitchell, head of 
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Huntiewell Hill Playground 
To lie Reported On Sept. 3 


After the three Ward 7 al¬ 
dermen tried to bring from 
committee a resolution aimed 
at acquiring land for a play¬ 
ground in the Hunnewell Hill 
area of Newton, the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night 
voted to ask the Public Build¬ 
ings Committee to report on 
the matter by the next meet¬ 
ing of the board on Sept. 3. 

Alderman William E. Hop¬ 
kins charged that the "city 
has been very amiss" in not 
making greater efforts to ac¬ 
quire the three acre parcel in 
question for a children's play¬ 
ground. 

He reminded the aldermen 
that expenditures for acquisi¬ 
tion of land for non-produc¬ 
tive purposes had been ap¬ 
proved. He referred to the 
recent purchase with federal 
financial assistance of a por¬ 
tion of the Webster Estate 
along Hammond Pond Park¬ 
way. 

Aldermanic Public Works 
Committee Chairman George 
L. Hicks retorted that his 
committee has worked with 
the people in the area and 
that a letter had been sent to 


the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, owners of the land 
in question, asking that the 
city be given the first oppor¬ 
tunity to purchase the prop¬ 
erty. 

He said that "this is the 
first time I've heard the prop¬ 
erty is for sale." 

Hicks also pointed out that 
the Newton Recreation Com¬ 
mission had turned down the 
proposal for use of the site for 
a playground. 

To further confuse the is¬ 
sue a letter from Recreation 
Commissioner John B. Penney 
to Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
dated March 1, 1968. was read 
by Hopkins. It recommended 
that a portion of the site be 
used for a playground and the 
portion adjacent to the Bos¬ 
ton city line be used for light 
industry or a warehouse. 

The total cost of preparing 
the land for playground use 
was estimated in Penney's 
letter as about $28,000 aside 
from land acquisition. The 
cost mentioned would cover 
such things as fencing, grad¬ 
ing of the land, seed, loam, 
etc. 


Two IT aban Professors To 
Tenure Rank At Harvard 


Two Waban doctors have 
been promoted to the tenure 
rank of Associate Professor in 
the Faculty of Medicine at 
Harvard University along with 
five other faculty members ac¬ 
cording to announcement by 
Dr. Robert Ebert, Dean of the 
Harvard Medical School The 
promotions were effective 
July 1. 

S. James Adelstein, M.D., 
Ph.D. is promoted to Associate 
Professor of Radiology. He 
also has been named Director 
of the Division of Nuclear 
Medicine at the Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital. 

Stephen Martin Kane. M.D. 
has been named Associate Pro¬ 
fessor of Medicine at the 
Mass. General Hospital. 

Dr. Adelstein received the 
B S. and M S. degrees in physi¬ 
cal biology in 1949 from the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and the M.D. de¬ 
gree in 1953 from Harvard, 
and the Ph.D. degree in bio¬ 
physics in 1957 from M.l.T. 

As Associate Professor of 
Pvadiology at Harvard. Dr. 
Adelstein will become the 
first Director of the newly es¬ 
tablished Division of Nuclear 
Medicine in the Department of 
Radiology at the Peter Bent 
Bngham Hospital. The new 
Division will draw upon the 
tools of cellular biology, radia¬ 
tion biochemistry, and biophy¬ 
sics to advance the use of 
radioisotopes in clinical diag¬ 
nosis and therapy. 

As a Moseley Travelling 
Fellow at Harvard in 1958-59. 
Dr. Adelstein worked in the 
Department of Radiotherapeu¬ 
tics at the University of Cam¬ 
bridge in England. There he 
Initiated studies on the effects 
of radiation on enzymes, 
studies which led to the find¬ 
ing that inactivation of an 
enzyme through radiation is 
due to one or more specific 
molecular lesions. More re¬ 
cently. Dr. Adelstein has devot¬ 
ed research to the effects of 
radiation on the functional 
integrity of sub-cellular or¬ 
ganelles. He has also investi¬ 
gated how environmental and 
genetic factors influence the 
utilization of substrates by 
animal cells in the synthesis 
of DNA (deoxyribonucleic 
acid). 

A member of the Anatomy 
faculty since 1960 he has par¬ 
ticipated enthusiastically in 
the teaching of the first year 
course in Histology. He also 
served on the medical staff of 
the Peter Bent Brigham Hos¬ 
pital. 

Dr. Adelstein was the Philip 
H. Cook Fellow in Radiology 
at the Harvard Medical School 
from 1960 to 1967. He was a 
Fellow of the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institute at the Peter 
Bent Brigham Hospital < 1957- 
58 1 and was Henry and Ca- 
millus Christian Fellow at the 
Harvard Medical School 1 1959- 
60 >. From 1964 to 1968 he held 
a Career Development Award 
from the U. S. Public Health 
Service. 

Dr. Krane, who serves as 
Chief in the Arthritis Unit at 
the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, has devoted the past 
15 years of his professional 
life to research, teaching and 
patient care related to man's 
skeletal tissues. 

His original investigations, 
concerned with the organiza¬ 
tion, structure and remodelling 
of skeletal and other connec¬ 
tive tissues, started in 1953 in 
residency training at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Hospital. 
At that time, he was among 
the first to use tracer doses 
of radioactive calcium (Ca45) 
in man as a means of studying 
bone formation and resorption 
In both health and disease 
states. Among the patients 
studied were those with hyper- 
and hypo thyroidism and Pa¬ 
get's disease of bone. 

In the late 1950's Dr. Krane 
teamed with Melvin Glimcher, 
M.D., Edith M. Ashley, Profes¬ 


sor of Orthopedic Surgery and 
Head of the Department at the 
Massachusetts General Hos¬ 
pital. Their studies of the na¬ 
ture of phosphate bonding to 
collagen and to the proteins of 
dental enamel have contribut¬ 
ed considerably to the under¬ 
standing of the mechanisms 
of mineralization. 

More recently, Dr. Krane 
with his colleagues Drs. John 
M. Evanson and Edward D. 
Harris, Jr., has demonstrated 
the production of a soluble 
enzyme, collagenase, in cul 
tures of the lining cells (syno¬ 
vium i taken from the joints of 
patients suffering with rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis. This enzyme 
which degrades the structural 
protein collagen may well be 
responsible for the destruc¬ 
tion of joint structures that 
occurs in this disease. The en¬ 
zyme is produced in relative 
ly small amounts if at all by 
samples of normal synovium 
and is inhibited by factors 
present in normal synovial 
fluid. His finding, it is believ¬ 
ed, will open up new approach¬ 
es to understanding the patho¬ 
physiology of the chronic in 
flammatory diseases of joints. 

At the Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, Dr. Krane has 
trained many excellent young 
physicians, a goodly number 
of whom have achieved consid¬ 
erable stature in both research 
and as clinicians. 

Born in New York City 
(July 15, 1927i, Dr. Krane re¬ 
ceived the A.B. degree in 1946 
and the M.D. degree in 1951 
from Columbia University. As 
a medical student at Colum¬ 
bia he was awarded the 
Schools distinguished Jane¬ 
way Prize, He is a member of 
the Corporation, Marine Bio¬ 
logical Laboratory, Woods 
Hole, Massachusetts, a mem¬ 
ber of the Training Grants 
Committee (Orthopedics) Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, 
member and trustee of the 
Medical and Scientific Advis¬ 
ory Committee, Arthritis Foun¬ 
dation i Massachusetts Chap¬ 
ter), a councillor of the East¬ 
ern Section, American Feder¬ 
ation for Clinical Research 
and a member of the Editorial 
Boards of "Journal of Clinical 
Endocrinology and Metabol¬ 
ism” and "Arthritis and Rheu¬ 
matism." In 1963, Dr. Krane 
was Visiting Professor of Med¬ 
icine at the University of Ba¬ 
hia, Brazil. 

Dr. Krane also is a mem¬ 
ber of the medical honorary 
society, Alpha Omega Alpha, 
the New York Academy of 
Sciences, The Endocrine So¬ 
ciety, American Rheumatism 
Association, The New England 
Rheumatism Society and the 
American Society for Clinical 
Investigation.

An experiment in education 
seems to have had good results 
in the kindergarten program 
conducted at the Lincoln Eliot 
School summer session. 

The tots were given the op¬ 
portunity to choose their own 
curriculum and this freedom 
to decide where they wanted 
to spend a morning or what 
they wanted to study created 
enthusiasm for learning, ac¬ 
cording to teachers. 

The main objective of the 
program was to increase an 
interest in school in the chil¬ 
dren by presenting learning in 
a project which captures each 
child individually. 

The children have been taken 
on field trips to see or study 
areas or projects of their 
choice. Often in small groups, 
the pupils have decided to go 
to a particular place because 
their school project has in¬ 
terested them to a degree to 
seek more than is available at 
the school. 

One class, studying fish, de¬ 
cided to go to the piers to see 
the fishermen, to learn to 
clean a fish, and finally to filet 
one. Another class disected a 
mackerel. 

About 83 children are nurs¬ 
ery and kindergarten age who 
the being introduced to grade 
school and only attend morn¬ 
ing sessions. Nearly 30 of 
these must be taxied to and 
from the school because they 
come from areas other than 
Newton proper. However, most 
of the 70 students in grades 
one to five live in the Lin- 
coln-Eliot area. 

One of the most important 
parts of the program is read¬ 
ing, which is coordinated 
with all the other parts of the 
schedule. For instance, Thurs¬ 
day the grade pupils will pre¬ 
sent a play. Not only did they 
make all of the props and 
scenery, they also learned 
their parts and read them in 
practice.

Rasims Sees 
Tax Rate Of 
$100 In 1969 

A $100 tax rate in Newton in 
1969 has been predicted by 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas who 
also said there is ‘‘no end in 
sight." 

Newton residents were in¬ 
formed of the predicted tax 
hike by the Mayor in letters 
sent out over the past week¬ 
end to explain the recently 
mailed tax bills. 

In the message the Mayor 
noted the reasons for the pres¬ 
ent $88 60 tax rate and the fu¬ 
ture increases. They were, an 
added $2 million on the school 
budget, another $2 million on 
the city budget, the decrease 
of $1 million from the state's 
local aid fund, and the level¬ 
ing off of increased property 
valuation. 

He said that because of this, 
he has appointed a “blue rib¬ 
bon committee" (announ’ed 
earlier) made up of financial 
end business men to study the 
city’s financial future. 

Basbas said some 70 per 
cent of the money used to run 
the city comes from real es¬ 
tate taxes. The next highest 
income is from the state's 
Local Aid Fund and is esti¬ 
mated at about 14 per cent. 
The other 16 per cent of the 
income is from motor vehicle 
taxes, personal property tax, 
city revenue, surplus and 
school income. 

State Halts 
Truck Ban 
By Newton 

A Newton ordinance ex¬ 
cluding heavy commercial 
vehicles on Grove street, from 
Central and Auburn streets to 
Seminary avenue, has been 
denied approval by the State 
Department of Public Works.

SOVIETS OVERTHROW CZECH LIBERAL GOVERNMENT 

INVADING TROOPS from the Soviet Union and it? allies 
overthrew Czechoslovakia's liberal government Wednesday 
■ nd seized most of its leaders. The sound of automatic weap¬ 
ons fire resounded in Prague's main square again Wednesday 
right. Before the CTK news agency ceased transmitting, it re¬ 
ported that it had been invaded "by foreign troops" and that 
reform leader Alexander Dubcek and members of his govern¬ 
ment had been taken to an unknown place. President Ludwig 
Svoboda was not taken into custody. 

Gun firing broke out in Wenceslas Square and a nearby 
main street. Occupying troops said to be Polish and Hungari¬ 
an crouched behind an army truck and fired over the heads of 
passersby. At least seven persons were reported killed and 200 
wounded in sporadic fighting in Prague. Bratislav and Kocise. 
The CTK agency said one Russian soldier was wounded, prob¬ 
ably by an explosion. 

Svoboda in a broadcast said he was convening a session 
of the National Assembly to work out ways of re establishing 
•‘the normal life of our country and securing its integrity.” 

UPI correspondent James O. Jackson reported that fight¬ 
ing flared in Prague at midnight and tracer bullets criss-cross¬ 
ed the sky. He reported "the only traffic consisted of ambu¬ 
lances, a large number of which kept roaring through the 
atreets.” 

HOLLYWOOD FILM STARS TRAPPED IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

ACTORS AN CREW of the American movie. "The Bridge 
at Remegen" were trapped in Czechoslovakia Wednesday. Star¬ 
ring are Robert Vaughn, Ben Gazzara and George Segal. A 
cable received said all were safe but that production had been 
dosed down. 

TITO RAPS MOSCOW'S INVASION OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

PRESIDENT TITO of Yugoslavia who led his nation out 
of the Kremlin orbit 20 years ago, Wednesday said the Soviet 
Union had -' terribly” violated and trampled on Czechoslova¬ 
kia's sovereignty. He banned any proCzech demonstrations in 
Yugoslavia to avoid what he called "serious provocations." 

HEAVY CASUALTIES AS COMMUNISTS SHELL SAIGON 

TWENTY LONG RANGE rockets were fired by the com¬ 
munists into Saigon's National Assembly Building and other 
crowded downtown areas Thursday, killing and wounding at 
least 59 persons. It was the first rocket attack on Saigon in 
two months. At least 11 persons were killed, most of them 
Civilians. 

Sixty miles northwest of Saigon, American troops repelled 
three human wave attacks by a battalion of Viet Cong and 
killed 182 communist soldiers. The Americans reported losing 
one dead.

U S. OFFICIALS FEEL ULBRICHT TRIGGERED CZECH CRISIS 

AMERICAN OFFICIALS were inclined to believe Wednes¬ 
day night that East German President Walter Ulbricht trig¬ 
gered the Soviet decision to invade Czechoslovakia. By report¬ 
ing that the Czechs' fever for freedom threatened to cross the 
border into his nation, Ulbricht forced the Soviet's hand, U.S. 
officials believe. 

Meanwhile, President Johnson and his top advisors now 
hope that world opinion will act to restrain Russia from a 
savage repression. However, they were said to feel that the 
Invasion by Russia and its allies diminished the chances for 
a Vietnam settlement and set back prospects for world dis¬ 
armament. 

01 SALLE WILL NOMINATE KENNEDY FOR PRESIDENT 

FORMER OHIO GOVERNOR Michael V. Di Salle said 
Wednesday night he is going to nominate Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy iD-Mass» for president at the Democratic National 
Convention. He estimated Kennedy wiU receive at least 400 
delegate votes immediately, adding "I say this very conser¬ 
vatively.”

He said his hopes for 
peace in Vietnam "foundered in a morass of miscalculation 
and self-deception.” 

FIVE CONVICTS KILLED AS PRISON HOSTAGES RELEASED 

ON ORDERS OF Gov. James A. Rhodes, 500 National 
Guardsmen and police stormed the Ohio State penitentiary in 
Columbus on Wednesday in a hail of bullets and explosives to 
free nine guards held hostage for a day and a half. Five con¬ 
victs were shot to death in the assault. A sixth had his throat 
slashed by fellow convicts and is in critical condition. Three 
other prisoners, a policeman and a prosecuting attorney were 
Injured. There were up to 71 shotgun blasts and five hurts 
of machinegun fire. Smoke, dust and acrid smell of explosives 
hung in the air through the 22 -acre prison compound.

Some moderate changes in 

the controversial continuous 
learning program at 
Meadowbrook Junior High 
School in Newton seem destin¬ 
ed though not much change 
appears likely to occur by the 
opening of school in two 
weeks. 

At a heated meeting of the 
Newton School Committee 
on Monday night, attended 
by more than 500 people, 
parental demands for more 
time devoted to formal 
classroom instruction, more 
discipline and a better 
marking system dominated 
the lengthy evening, 
discussion. 

Supt. Dr. James Laurits 

said he will report to the 
School Committee on recom¬ 
mendations for possible 
changes in the marking 
system at the School Board 
session on Sept. 9. 

A motion by Mayor Monle 
G. Basbas calling for an in¬ 
crease of five hours a week in 
lime allotted to formal 
classroom insfuction was 
withdrawn af.er most School 
Ccmmittee members argued 
that recommendations for 
specific changes should come 
from the school ad¬ 
ministration. 

Comments from the many 
citizens, including former 
and present Meadowbrook 
students, ranged from 
outright condemnation of 
the system, the ad¬ 
ministration and the School 


Committee to high praise 
for all elements. 

Committee Chairman 
Manuel Beckwith remarked 

that "if the 100.000 people in 
the city of Newton actually 
heard what was going on at 


that meeting they wouldn't 
believe their ears.” 

Dr. Laurits, in his opening 
remarks, noted that the cen¬ 
tral staff of the school system 
decided last May to study 
Meadowbrook to see if im- 
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provements were necessary. 
Meetings have been held and 
more will be held with 
members of the Meadowbrook 
staff in an effort to work out 
whatever changes may be 
called for, he declared. 

Dr. Laurits, though ha 
reiterated pr evious 
statements calling t n a 
Meadowbrook program 
basically sound and one that 
is producing "good to ex¬ 
cellent” results, said the ad¬ 
ministration is concerned 
with exploring further 
several areas. 

They will study the grading

"Even though a line is los¬ 
ing money, we must think in 
terms of service to the pub¬ 
lic and public convenience,” 
declared Basbas. 

Mayor Basbas declared 
that this service has been 
shrinking for more than 20 
years and that Newton now 
has the barest minimum of 
north-south public transpor¬ 
tation service. 

The Mayor suggested that 
pressure from communities 
not served by the M. & B. but I 
which have to share in its 
deficit was the cause of the 
cuts and indicated that he felt 
very strongly that the remedy 
for this situation lies with the 
State Legislature, which this 
year failed to pass a new 
deficit assessment formula 


which would have shifted 
more of the burden for the 
cost of the service to the com¬ 
munities served by the M & 
B. 

The chief loss in Newton 
will he the Newtonvllle- 
Thompsonville bus line 
which will be eliminated en¬ 
tirely. 

While admitting that the 

line is not well patronized, 
the Mayor insisted that the 
persons who do use it have no 
other way to get to their jobs 
and stated that it was his con¬ 
cept of public transportation 
that essential service should 
be maintained even at a loss. 

Mayor Basbas charged that 
no effort has been made to 
date to eliminate or curtail 
MBTA bus lines which do rot 
pay their own way. 

He said he felt very 
strongly that the communi¬ 
ties served by the M. & B. 


should not be penalized 
simply because the Legisla¬ 
tin'" failed to change the 
deficit assessment appor¬ 
tionment formula to relieve 
the burden on Boston, 
Cambridge and other com¬ 
munities which are not 
served by the M. & B. 

He noted that he had sup¬ 
ported the legislation and had 
asked all of Newton's legisla¬ 
tors to support it. even though 
it meant a substantial in¬ 
crease in Newton’s share of 
the M. & B deficit, because 
he felt the remaining service 
is essential and must be main¬ 
tained. 

The other cuts in service 
proposed will increase wait¬ 
ing time between buses on 
several lines and will stop the 
Commonwealth avenue and 
‘"ashington street buses at 
Norumbega and Auburndale 
respectively instead of con¬ 


tinuing them on to Riverside. 

The Mayor suggested that 
the MBTA was depriving it¬ 
self of potential passengers 
on the Riverside line by this 
step and further suggested 
that it might be possible to 
combine the two lines, us¬ 
ing some of the same equip¬ 
ment and drivers if the line 
were continued. 

Mayor Basbas solicits pub¬ 
lic response o the proposed 
cuts, particularly in relation 
to the Thompsonville line, so 
that it can be demonstrated 
to the MBTA and its Advisory 
Board that the service is es¬ 
sential to the City of Newton.

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Editorial . . . 

Meadowbrook School 

A question as to whether the program at the 
Meadow brook School should be revised has been un¬ 
resolved for about three years. It is time now that the 
controversy be ended and the issue settled. 

The School Department has had more than ade¬ 
quate time to consider this matter. 

'Hie demands and requests of the parents can now 
be pinpointed. The changes they ask seem entirely 
reasonable. 

They want a few hours more of formal classroom 
instruction. They ask better discipline. They desire a 
change in the report card system so they will know¬ 
how’ their sons and daughters attending Meadowbrook 
actually stand. 

These would be relatively simple changes. They 
could be made and the basic Meadowbrook concepts 
maintained. They probably would improve the Meadow¬ 
brook program. 

It would appear that the sensible procedure would 
be to make these revisions before the opening of a 
new school year. The argument has lasted long enough. 

The Welfare Problem 

An organized campaign is being made by welfare 
recipients in Massachusetts and other suites for the 
enactment of a netv law which would give them a 
minimum income instead of the present form of pub¬ 
lic aid. 

That is at least part of the reason for the recent 
sit-ins and sleep-ins at welfare offices and for tl.e 
demands for increased allowances for home furnishings. 

Some welfare mothers also were genuinely and 
deeply concerned about the problem of getting their 
small sons and daughters ready for the reopening of 
school. 

These people, of course, should be treated as gen¬ 
erously and as kindly as it is possible to treat them 
with the funds available even though one may quest’nr 
whether certain of their actions are in their own best 
interests. 

A good many thoughtful people beneve there is 
some sound basis for the move for a minimum national 
income—or a reverse federal income tax, as is is some¬ 
times described. 

This theory, however, is far more complicated than 
L might seem at first consideration. Some very careful 
planning would have to be worked out before a mini¬ 
mum annual income law could even be considered. 

It world be unrealistic and irresponsible to give 
some people public funds with no restrictions or provi¬ 
sions as to how the money should be spent. 

Some people would waste and squander the pub'ic 
funds they received—if it were at all possible for them 
to do so—instead of using the money principally for 
necessities for themselves and their children. 

A guaranteed minimum annual income law would 
work in some cases but not in others. 

Such a law, with restrictions as to how the money 
could be used, with supervision bv trained social work¬ 
ers, would not really be different from the present 
system of administering welfare aid. 

Incidentally, the State government on July 1 took 
over the administration and disbursement of welfare 
assistance in Massachusetts. The present arrangement 
has been in effect less than two months. 

Previously, welfare had been handled by the 351 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, and the prob¬ 
lem varied greatly from community to community. 

Some wrinkles in the administration of welfare by 
the State obviously must still be ironed out. The welfare 
mothers might serve their own cause best if they 
demonstrated more patience while adjustments are 
being made even though in certain cases their com¬ 
plaints may be justified. 

They also should realize that the State Welfare 
Department must, operate this year within the amount 
of funds provided for it by the State Legislature. 
There is no way it can get any more state funds 
tnis year.

Like Nixon earlier this month, Humphrey ap¬ 
parently is trying hard to make it appear that he 
does not actually have the nomination all wrapped 
up and that he really has a fight for it. 

Humphrey came into Massachusetts last Sunday, 
supposedly in quest of second-ballot votes from the Bay 
State delegates who will be under a mandate to support 
McCarthy on the first ballot. 

We would be flabbergasted to get to Chicago and 
discover that Hubert Horatio Humphrey really does 
need some help from the Massachusetts contingent 
to win the nomination. 

If that should prove to he the fact, Humphrey 
will be in deep trouble, and we’ll he trying to figure 
out at what point our calculations went astray. 

McCarthy will be the principal contender against 
Humphrey. A tremendous number of people have rallied 
behind McCarthy. But McCarthy himself has left doubt 
at times whether he takes his own candidacy seriously. 

The Minnesota Senator is a little too relaxed and 
disorganized to be taken seriously as a candidate for 
the Presidency of the United States. 

Even those Democratic leaders, who are supporting 
McCarthy to the hilt either because of their own feeling 
against the war in Vietnam or because of the sentiment 
of their constituents, privately concede that they are 
indulging in the political equivalent of a lost cause. 

It's highly unlikely, for example, that a real¬ 
istic politician such as Congressman Thomas P. 
O'Neill. Jr., really thinks McCarthy has an chance 
whatever of emerging a winner in Chicago. 

Yet, O’Neill, who can play it any way he wants 
because he is unopposed both in the primary and the 
final election, is supporting McCarthy not only on the 
opening ballot but on any subsequent ballots if there 
should be more than one. 

A principle is involved where O’Neill is concerned, 
and that principle is the war in Vietnam. 

O'Neill’s stand is extremely significant because un¬ 
til very recently he has been extremely close to Presi¬ 
dent Johnson. 

Most Democratic Senators or Congressmen who 
are supporting Humphrey claim that McCarthy 
does not have the capacity to he President of the 
United States. 

They don’t attack McCarthy openly, but this is 
their private appraisal of him. They say he makes a 
good impact upon the voting public, that he projects 
well on television and that he would be an excellent 
candidate except that he lacks the ability to be Presi¬ 
dent.

4 School lax 


State Education Commissioner Owen B. Kieman 
started some interesting arguments when he proposed 
a few days ago that the State assume full financing of 
the operation of public schools in Massachusetts. 

City and town officials for the most part heartily 
endorse the idea. If they could transfer their school 
costs to somebody else, they could slash their tax rates. 

Even the average citizen favors such a step on the 
theory that maybe the State could raise the necessary 
money with a “painless tax that the other guy 
would pay.” 

The trouble is that there is no painless tax that 
the other fellows pays which would raise enough money 
to finance the operation of all the public schools in 
Massachusetts. 

The truth also is that the people in one way or 
another must pay for running the schools with taxes 
levied by either the city or state government. It’s just 
a question of which pocket the money is paid from. 

However, Commissioner Kiernan’s proposal does 
bring out one very important fact. 

This is that too great a tax load is being placed 
on property—on homes and on busines places. 

Whether the operation of puplic schools remains 
with the cities and towns or is shifted to the State, it 
might be a very sensible idea to enact a school tax from 
some new source. There are a number of reasons this 
would be a sensible procedure. 


That apparently is why the late Senator Robert F. 
Kertnedv stepped into the Presidential contest instead of 
supporting McCarthy when the returns from the first- 
in-the-nation New Hampshire Presidential Primary 
made it clear there was strong public sentiment against 
the war in Vietnam and the Johnson administration. 

It is why the Washington newscasters said at that 
time that the most important result of the Granite State 
Primary was that it brought Bobby Kennedy into the 
Presidential fight, not that it projected McCarthy into 
the forefront as a Presidential contender. 

This coming convention would loom as an 
exciting, thrilling conclave if Bobby Kennedy had 
not been gunned down in a Los Angeles hotel at 
the height of his hid for the Democratic Presiden¬ 
tial nomination. 

The Massachusetts contingent would be marching 
into the fray in the same heightened air of excitement 
as existed in 1960 when John F. Kennedy was making 
his successful run for the Presidency. 

On the second ballot would come the big switch 
to Bobby by Senator Ted Kennedy. 

They wouldn’t be solidly for Bobby Kennedy as 
they were with JFK. Some would turn to Humphrey. 
A few would stay with McCarthy. But most of the Bay 
State delegates would march down the road with Robert 
Kennedy to victory or defeat. 

It would be a real battle. Bobby had the money. 
He had the power and political muscle. He had won all 
but one of the popular primaries he entered. He might 
lose, but he and his supporters would go down fighting. 

All that, of course, died with Robert Kennedy 
in a darkened room in a Los Angeles hospital. 

Some strange rumors persist as the delegates pre¬ 
pare to head for the Chicago convention. None of them 
seems realistic. 

One is that President Johnson will be drafted as 
a candidate for reelection. 

A second is that Senator Ted Kennedy will be 
drafted as the Democratic nominee for either President 
or Vice President. 

These reports appear to be the products of hard- 
pressed political columnists who couldn't think of any¬ 
thing else to write about. 

As this is written it is uncertain that either 
President Johnson or Senator Kennedy will even 
attend the convention. 

A person cannot be drafted for a public office unless 
he accepts the nomination. 

At this point it seems highly improbable that 
either Lyndon Johnson or Ted Kennedy will be drafted 
at the Chicago conclave and even less likely that either 
of the two would accept the nomination if he were 
drafted.

Some of the ballyhoo in advance of the Democratic 
national convention seems a little less important be¬ 
cause the Soviet juggernaut is grimly grinding out any 
sparks of freedom still glimmering in Czechoslovakia. 

But the signs and evidence make it plain that Pres¬ 
ident Johnson, with all his enormous problems, is still 
running the conclave which officially starts in Chi¬ 
cago on Monday. 

Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey looms as the 
victor. Senator Eugene J. McCarthy as the unsuccess¬ 
ful challenger, and Senator George McGovern as the 
also-ran who was too late with too little ami probably 
could not have got anywhere no matter how early 
he was. 

But Lyndon B. Johnson is still the head man of 
the Democratic party, and nobody had better forget it, 
including Hubert Horatio Humphrey, who would like 
to move into the White House when Mr. Johnson 
moves out. 

This, incidentally i* the main reason Humphrey 
is not considered to have much chance of winning in 
November. He will be forced to swim against the 
tide of anti-Johnson public sentiment which probably 
will be too strong for him to overcome. 

It’s possible that momentous world events could 
boost LBJ’s popularity or that they could even cause a 
sudden movement next week to draft him for another 
term. But it’s also improbable. 

One thing which seems certain, however, is that 
Lyndon Johnson will be the boss until the next Pres¬ 
ident of the United States is elected on Nov. 5. 

His touch—not always light—is reflected in the 
planning for the Democratic proceedings on which the 
spotlight of public attention will focus for four days 
next week.

$120 a month cried into tri¬ 
ple martinis. Graduates of 
the School of Hard Knocks 
tore up their sheepskins. 

It was one of those 
moments of crisis that shake 
society with a small “s.” A 
man wrote to a newspaper 
saying. "Youth must be serv¬ 
ed,” and a second replied, 
“Yes, but on emeralds?” 

Now’, I hate to reopen old 
wounds. But Bill, the boy next 
door, who was 17 last week, 
who will be a senior in high 
school come September, and 
who has always had trouble 
with math, is making the old 
mandarins look chintzy and 
their hand-picked law 
graduates appear unable 'o 
take care of themselves finan¬ 
cially. 

Bill has distressed his 
parents and upset the 'ocal 
teen-age employment 
market by earning S200 a 
week since school recessed 
last June. 

Without an electric guitar ,-.r 
a folk song to his name, Bill ,s 
earning at the rate of $10,000 
a year while withered old law 
school grads of 24 and 25 are 
stuck with what once seemed 
a munificent salary of $15,000. 

Bill, who doesn't know 
Blackstone from a bailiff 
either, has been working a'l 
summer as a roofer's helper 
with a constructiion firm. As 
a helper, he earns $4.90 an 
hour. 

Hov- did he succeed without 
half trying? When his parents 
added a wing to their 
suburban home. Bill got ac¬ 
quainted with the workmen. 
When school was out, he call¬ 
ed on the foreman and asked 
for a job. He hoped to get 
taken on as water boy and 
messenger. 

Instead, he found himself a 
roofer's helper and, to all in¬ 
tents and purpose?, a 
millionaire and the 1968 teen¬ 
age success story of his com¬ 
munity. And all would be as 
merry as a wedding bell if his 
parents would only act 
reasonably and if other 
parents didn't seem to Hel 
that he was setting a poor ex¬ 
ample for their young. 

After dour family con¬ 
ferences in which h i s 
parents pointed out to Bill 
the fallacy of too much 
money too young, he turned 
over his pay check in return 
for an allowance of $15 a 
week, with the rest of his 
earnings banked in a sav¬ 
ings account in his name. 
For college, later. 

It was firmly established 
that he could not buy ai 
automobile; no, not even a 
motorcycle. That he could not 
have a new color teevee for 
his room. That the old stereo 
set was plenty good enough. 
That he had to wash and comb 
his hair before coming to tha 
dinner table, even though he 
is a man of substance. That he 
was not to lend money to his 
l others, his sister, or any 
neighbor kids. (“How could I 
on $15 a week?” he cried in¬ 
dignantly and in self defense ) 
All in all, it has been an 
educational summer for Bill, 
his parents and the 
neighborhood.

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ASTER TROUBLES: It’s 
getting tougher and tougher to 
grow asters. One common 
problem is the Aster Yellows, 
a virus disease which causes 
a pale, yellowish ting" of the 
leaves. Later, the plant is 
spindly and stunted and a lot 
of side shoots develop. 
Flowers either fail to open or 
are deformed and have a sick¬ 
ly yellowish-green color. 

Where does the disease 
come from? The yellows virus 
over-winters on several weed 
plants such as sow thistle, 
daisy, and chrysanthemum It 
is not carried in the seed, as 
many believe, and it does not 
live from year to year in the 
soil, as many feel. At least, 
that's the thinking of many 
plant pathologists. Personally, 
I have a feeling that it does 
live from year to year in the 
soil, perhaps on plant parts. 
The disease is mainly 
transmitted from plant to 
plant by the aster leaf hopper 
Nearly 300 species of plants 
are susceptible to the aster 
yellows virus. 

CONTROL: Your best bet 
now is to pull up infested 
plants and burn. Also destroy 
plants that may harbor the 
yellows vims within 50 to 100 
fet of asters. Spray to con¬ 
trol leaf hoppers to prevent 
transmitting the virus. Use 
Malathion spray. 

WATER TREES AND 
SHRUBS: If your trees and 
shrubs are in a soil “dry as a 
bone’ don't forget to give 
them water. Trees absorb 
great quantities of water from 
soil ;wj£l lose it into the air by 
transpiration. It takes 1000 
lbs of water to make a pound 
of dry wood. A tree 35 feet 
high will give off about 35 
gals, of water a day during 
the mid-summer. A 15 foot 
oak will transpire 5 gals of 
water in one hour. Here's a 
good hot weather lip: Punch 
holes into the ground, about 
18 " deep and 2 feet apart, and 
let water run into the noles 
Add liquid plant food such as 
23-19-17 to save the life of a 
tree during a critical water 
shortage. Feeding promotes 
new root growth and sustains 
tree vigor over a long pull. 
Also use mulches, wood chips, 
pine needles, sawdust, 


sphagnum or peat, etc. to 
ketp roots cool and moist. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: 

A reader writes: "Something 
is eating the leaves on our 
rose bushes. Also the buds do 
not open. What causes this?” 

Answer: Rose slugs are 
eating the foliage. Spray with 
Sevin, malathion or methoxy- 
chlor. Thrips, a minute, 
yellow quick-moving insect in¬ 
fects the flower buds and 
prevents them from opening. 
Spray or dust the plant with 
malathion, once a week.

Educators Focus Attention 
On a Longer School Year 


Nearly a third of the nation 
— somewhat more than 
60,000,000 pupils and teachers 
from kindergarten through 
graduate school — will soon 
return to classroom and cam¬ 
pus in a time of unparalleled 
ferment in American educa¬ 
tion. 

The students and their 
teachers, who together form 
what is perhaps the largest 
and most important "in¬ 
dustry” in the nation, are fac¬ 
ing challenges on every front. 

They are on the frontier of I 
an "explosion" which is doubl-1 
ing man’s knowledge every 1 
five years. Tney are in the j 
midst of unprecedented ( 
change within the classroom, i 
And they are forging new 
relationships between student 
and teacher, teacher and 
school board, achool board 
and parent. 

More Graduating 

They art going to achool in 
larger numbers than ever 
before, and staying there for 
longer periods of time. The 
U.S. Office of Education 
reports that a larger pro¬ 
portion of the school popula¬ 
tion than ever before is 
graduating from high school. 

For every 1,000 children in 
the 5th grade in 1959-60. there 
were an estimated 721 high 
school graduates in 1967. In 
1960, there were 021 graduates 
per 1,000 in 5th grade; in 1950, 
505; in 1940, only 484 

USOE’s 14th annuel report 
showed enrollments In public 
grade and high schooli totaled 


"We’re wasting one-fourth 
of every passing school year, 
and billions of dollars worth of 
school buildings that stand 
idle all summer." 

This statement comes from 
National School Calendar 
Study, Minneapolis. Minn 

"I love school — but not 11 
months of it.” 

This statement comes from 
an eight-year-old third grader 

Both statements concern 
the question of year-round 
schools, a question which, 
despite the third-grader’s 
reluctance, is getting in¬ 
creasing attention from 
educators. 

So-called year-round schools 
— or at any rate 11-month or 
extended school years — are 
being advanced by education 
experts for a number of 
reasons 

They see the longer school 
year as a method o f 
eliminating one of education’s 
most nagging problems — the 
amount of "forgetting” that 
takes place over the summer 
as students put aside study 
habits and lessons learned for 
three months of play and 
sometimes boredom. 

They point out that year- 
round schools could be a solu¬ 
tion to expensive construction 
costs, with savings ac¬ 
complished by getting greater 
use out of school plants 

They stress that year-round 
schools could enable students 
to graduate a year or more 
ahead of time. 

While some children may, 
on the one hand, 


automatically object to the 
idea of a longer school year, 
their own demands, on the 
other hand, are cited against 
this objection. Their growing 
knowledge and sophistication 
and their eagerness for faster 
progress toward college and 
career goals call for an 
answer. 

America runs one of the 
shortest school years in the 
world, and many critics say 
this is a leftover from the 
days of a primarily 
agricultural economy when 
children were needed’ to 
haul in the crops. 

The U.S. average is 180 
days. 

In the Soviet Union it is 
230 days. In Denmark, 
Germany and China, 230 to 
240 days; Japan, 210; 
Austria, 240; 
Ciechos lovakia, 240; 
Netherlands, 240; France, 
184 (they take off on Thurs¬ 
day, but attend school on 
Saturday); Norway, 228; 
Poland, 220; Rumania, 216; 
Sweden, 214 India. 200. 

Questions remain to ba 
answered and problems solv¬ 
ed before year-round achool 
becomes a reality. Meanwhile, 
experiments with a longer 
school year are being un¬ 
dertaken in a number of com¬ 
munities. 

Some early experiments 
show that students on the 
longer calendar made greater 
academic gains than those on 
the conventional calendar. 
And low-ability students made 
the greatest headway of all. 


Two Florida schools. Nova 
High School at Fort 
Lauderdale and the University 
School at Tallahassee, are 
running on a " t rim ester 
system” in which the school 
year runs for eleven months 
and is split into three terms. 

Houston. Tex., is taking a 
close look at the idea, and ;he 
California state senate has 
asked a study committee to 
report on the feasibility of 
putting all public schools in 
that state on a year-round 
calendar. 

Newark, N.J., ran some of 
its schools on a four-quarter 
basis for 20 years as part of a 
long-term experiment. It was 
found that they graduated 22 
per cent more of their 
students than conventional 
schooli, and held onto many 
flower atudents who would 
have been dropout* in regular 
schools. 

With all the pro* and cons, 
discussion and testing of the 
longer school year goes 
forward from many view¬ 
point*, throughout the coun¬ 
try.

In Palo Alto, Calif.—or In 
Brooklyn, New- York—a young 
ster carries on a "conversa¬ 
tion" with a computer. 

What’s the conversation? 
It might include such earn* 
ments as "Try again" or 
"Thank you. Barbara,’* for to 
day’s electronic teacher treats 
children as individuals, lets 
them learn as fast as they can 
and doesn’t get angry when 
they make mistakes. 

Tested first in a compre¬ 
hensive experimental set-up 
at Palo Alto, a computer- 
based instructional system 
iCBI> is now operational in 
15 New York City schools. 
The system was developed by 
Radio Corporation of America, 
with the assistance of a grant 
from the U.S. Office of Educa¬ 
tion. 

CBI acts as a private tutor, 
addressing each child by 
name, letting him know im¬ 
mediately whether he’s right 
or wrong and giving instant 
reinforcement when his an¬ 
swers are right. Classroom 
keyboards are linked to a 
master computer far away. 

In the wave of electronic 
innovations cascading across 
the nation's schools, the Oak 
Leaf elementary school in 
Pittsburgh, P a., offers an¬ 
other type of computer¬ 
coaching for children. An 
audio mechanism is used in 
combination with TV screen. 


43.9 million last year, an in¬ 
crease of 848,000, or two per 
cent, over the previous year 
And all estimates are that this 
enrollment will be topped in 
1968, meaning a new record.

A drastic change is oc-J 
curring in what schools look j 
like physically. New schools! 
are veering dramatically | 
away from the traditional 
"egg-crate" pattern of school 
conet ruction. 

An elementary school in 
Greeley, Colo., consists of 
four big circular classrooms 
that can be partitioned off into 
wedge-shaped sections. 
Greeley’s new high school is 
made up of odd-shaped 
classrooms within big 
triangular sections. 


Teacher Unrest 

Alcoa, Tenn., has a hex¬ 
agonal high school in which 
diamond-shaped, double-sized 
rooms can be divided by 
folding walls. 

In California alone, 50 of the 
250 schools built in 1967 boast 
such features as movable 
walls and doubl?-duly, 
auditoriums, according t o 
Charles D. Gibson, chief of 
the state's school planning 
bureau. 

It will also be s year of 
money worries and teacher 
unrest, if past experience is 
any guide. 

The total cost of education 
is going up at a time when 
taxpayers in some com¬ 
munities are in a rebellious 
munities are in a rebellious 
mood. 

There will likely be teacher 
shortages in several states as 
I school systems run into 
recruiting problems made 
even more acute by the need 
for more faculty to keep up 
with advancing enrollments. 

Historic Change 

And teacher discontents are 
on the upsurge. Teachers 
on the upsurge. Teachers 
want better salary scales and 
faster stepups to keep pac* 
with living costs. And they 
want a stronger voice in 
policy-making. 

In 1968, pupils, teachers and 
the public will be on the front 
line as Education U.S. A.

Thus RAS moves t o 
stimulate interest 
in leading with materials 
simply written but with sub¬ 
ject matter that captures 
the attention of today’s 
more sophisticated 
students.

These, then, are just some 
of the innovations that are 
making the school of the 
future” the school of today. 
For millions of children, going 
back to school means an ex¬ 
citing opportunity to meet the 
challenges of new ways to 
learn — and a step into tomor¬ 
row. 

Escalating Costs 
Brings Problem 

“Twenty years ago the ma¬ 
jor financial problem of the 
average family was paying 
off the mortgage on its home. 
Today it’s finding a way to 
get the children through col¬ 
lege.” 

This is how one government 
{official describes the impact 
; of higher education's rising 
costs. 

Pass $14,000 Mark 

In 1940, when many of the 
parents of today's college 
students were themselves in 
| school, average room, board, 
and tuition costs were $850 at 
public institutions and $1,100 
at private institutions. To¬ 
day these costs have nearly 
doubled at public institutions 
and more than doubled at 
private institutions and there 
is no leveling-off in sight 
Escalating costs have al¬ 
ready priced many private 
institutions out of the range 
of a large number of families. 
Funds required for four years 
at some of the best-known 
private colleges and univer¬ 
sities have passed the $14,000 
mark. 

Even though private in¬ 
stitutions offer substantial 
numbers of scholarships in 
order to attract talented stu¬ 
dents, most scholarships do 
not cover all costs. For a 
I family with three children, 
private college expenses are 
often impossible, especially 
if graduate education is in 
the picture. 

The best hope for many 
moderate • income families 
has been public higher edu¬ 
cation, which now provides 
space for about two-thirds of 
all college students. 

Pay More as Seniors 
State colleges and univer¬ 
sities, which have tradition¬ 
ally represented a source of 
moderately - priced educa¬ 
tional opportunity, have not 
been immune to rising costs 
and are therefore a special 
concern. As their costs go up, 
the college prospects of girls, 
minority groups, and low- 
income youths are especially 
threatened. 

College costs increase so 
fast that there is hardly a 
student in the country who 
will pay as much for his 
freshman year of college as 
he will for his senior year. 

A study by the National 
Association of State Univer¬ 
sities and Land-Grant Col¬ 
leges showed that state uni¬ 
versity seniors paid about 15 
percent more for their edu¬ 
cation last year than they 
did as freshmen four years 
earlier. 

Four out of every five state 
colleges and universities rais¬ 
ed tuition, fees, room, and/or 
board charges last year. Most 
of those which kept charges 
steady had an increase the 
year before. 

In addition to the funds 
students must pay to their 
colleges, they also “forego" 
several thousand dollars each 
year that they could have 
earned by working full-time. 
Including these "opportunity 
costs" in the price of their 
education, many students — 
even those at public institu¬ 
tions—already pay for ^three- 
fourths of their education. 

Need More Aid 
A number of educators, es¬ 
pecially those in public in¬ 
stitutions, feel that this is 
more than enough of a con¬ 
tribution and that the best 
way to help more students go

As growing numbers of 
young people go to college, 
and as college costs spiral, 
attention turns more and 
more to ways to ease the 
financial strain of getting an 
education. 

While financial aid to stu¬ 
dents has mounted along 
with costs, better answers 
are still being sought. 

Let's look at the three main 
types of aid: 

• • • 

SCHOLARSHIPS: Their 
number is increasing, but not 
as rapidly as enrollments and 
requests for aid. Scholarships 
are available from the fed¬ 
eral government, some state 
governments, universities, and 
private agencies. 

Amounts are less than most 
parents realize. Scholarships 
rarely cover more than one- 
fifth of the student’s total 
expenses. Most are for under 
$400 a year, reports consum¬ 
er affairs specialist Sidney 
Margolius. 

• • • 

LOANS: There is a growing 
demand on expanding educa¬ 
tional loan programs, but even 
if commercial interest rates 
are examined with care or 
lower-cost government loans 
are used, students may be 


saddled with burdensome 
debts after graduation. 

• • • 

WORK STUDY PROGRAMS: 
These, too, are increasing, but 
also cover only a small por¬ 
tion of costs. The great Ameri¬ 
can tradition of working one's 
way through college is fast 
becoming a legend. 

Student earnings are still 
important, but increased ac¬ 
ademic demands make it hard 
for students to carry a heavy 
outside load. Furthermore, the 
number of available jobs has 
not multiplied as fast as en¬ 
rollments, especially at cam¬ 
puses outside urban areas. 

• • • 

The best student aid pro¬ 
gram, according to many ed¬ 
ucators, is low tuition, and 
they are hoping to see gov¬ 
ernment aid programs enact¬ 
ed to enable institutions to 
keep charges to students low. 

Students also get their 
money from other sources. 
More than half of all fresh¬ 
men report parental or fam¬ 
ily aid as a major source of 
financial support. More than 
one-quarter report personal 
savings or employment ac¬ 
count for a major portion o l 
their financial support.

Training For 
Teacher Is 
New Too 

How do teachers learn to 
teach? 

Some go to liberal arts col¬ 
leges, some to large univer¬ 
sities, some to schools where 
main emphasis is on training 
teachers. 

But wherever they go to 
school, they are specially 
trained to do their job as 
teachers. Today, teacher ed¬ 
ucation constantly searches j 
out new ways of teaching all 
subjects to all children. 

One new approach to! 
teaching teachers is the sim¬ 
ulation technique. Films and j 
background material create 
a "real” classroom, and the 
future teacher becomes a 
“real” teacher dealing in 
“real" problems. 

The University of Tennes¬ 
see has developed a "pack¬ 
aged classroom" in which 
students are confronted with 
critical teaching problems 
which they must handle. 

Television is another Im¬ 
portant new approach in the 
education of teachers. 

The University of South 
Carolina, Keene State Col¬ 
lege in New Hampshire and 
the University of North Da¬ 
kota use closed circuit tele¬ 
vision to give student teach¬ 
ers a playback of their own 
performance in an actual 
classroom. The student can 
watch what he did, analyze 
and criticize. 

Keene and Louisiana State 
University are among a group 
of schools with closed circuit 
television systems that per¬ 
mit students to observe real 


classroom situations under 
experienced teachers, while 
they are actually occurring. 

Approaches to practice 
teaching — which puts stu¬ 
dent teachers in the class¬ 
room — are changing, too. 

In a new program at the 
University of Virginia's School 
of Education, students serve 
as salaried interns in schools, 
during the academic year aft¬ 
er graduation.

Reports, Platform Issued By 
Newton Democratic Committee 


Four Artists In Group 
Show At Local Library 


A meeting of the Executive 
Board of the Newton Demo¬ 
cratic City Committee was 
held recently by Chairman 
Robert Kraft. 

A report was made by 
Harry Crosby on the search 
for a suitable location for 
the Democratic headquarters 
In the fall. Four sites were dis¬ 
cussed but each had limita¬ 
tions and no definite decision 
was reached- Other possible 
Bites will be investigated. 

A report was given by Har¬ 
old Brown on a Ward 6 meet¬ 
ing at which the issues 
brought out in the Kerner Re¬ 
port were debated and the 
possibility of the Bowen 
School property as a site for 
low income housing discussed. 

A taxpayers suit was 
brought to force the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen to de¬ 
lay the sale of the Bowen 
School property. Alderman 
Sidney Small then related the 
proceedings at the July 1st 
and July 22nd meetings of the 
Board of Aldermen when the 
sale of this property was 
voted on. 

The aldermen voted for the 
sale of this property to a pri¬ 
vate developer for the con¬ 
struction of garden apart¬ 
ments despite the majority of 
Democratic aldermen voting to 
delay the sale. 

An agreement was made 
with the developer to set aside 
three apartments for the 
leased housing program but 
as these apartments are small 
they would not be adequate 
for families but only for the 
elderly. Alderman Mathew 
Jefferson feels that attitudes 
will have to change before 
there can be any meaningful 
attempt to have low income 
housing. 

A motion was made by Gor¬ 
don Martin that: The Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the Newton 
Democratic City Committee 
believes in — 

1. The immediate construction 
in Newton of low and mod¬ 
erate income housing to 
help alienate the present 
housing shortage. 

2 The principle of economic 
integration in housing. 

3 The reserving, as a guiding 
principle, ot some units in 
all new apartment housing 
built in Newton, whether on 
public or private land, for 
families with low and mod¬ 
erate incomes. 

The motion was seconded, 
voted on and passed unani¬ 
mously. 

It was pointed out that when 
Mayor Basbas ran for the of¬ 
fice of Mayor, he promised to 
do everything he could to 
achieve low and middle income 
housing in Newton. A motion 
was made that a letter be sent 
to the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen reminding them of 
this promise and asking that 
Immediate steps be taken in 
this direction. 

The motion was seconded, 
voted on and passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Chairman Robert Kraft 
noted that a candidates' night 
has been scheduled for Sep¬ 
tember 15. A discussion fol¬ 
lowed on the merits of hold¬ 
ing two meetings in different 
parts of the city. 

The majority felt that this 
would be wise and it was de¬ 
cided that Representative Irv¬ 
ing Fishman. Sanford Kowal 
and Sidney Bronstein will be 
responsible for the meeting on 
the south side of the city and 
Gordon Martin and Harry 
Crosby will make arrange¬ 
ments for that on the north 
side. Both these meetings will 
be held on September 15. 1968. 

Treasurer, John Vaccaro. 
pointed out that the treasury 
consists of $268.00 It was de¬ 
cided to ask each Ward Com¬ 
mittee to assess their mem¬ 
bers and associate members 
the sum of $1.00. The Treas¬ 
urer of each Committee 
should see that this is paid 
within the next two months. 

Sanford Kowal asked that 
the Secretary of each Ward 
Committee be sure to file an 
up-to-date list of Committee 
members with the office of 
the Secretary of State and the 
Democratic State Committee. 

The chairman introduced a 
possible candidate for the 
Senate seat vacated by Sena¬ 
tor Leslie Cutler. Don Woods, 
s Wellesley resident formerly 
of Newton, is considering en¬ 
tering the race. 

He is married to a girl from 
Newton, has three children 
and is an associate member 
of the Wellesley Town Com¬ 
mittee. Mr. Woods graduated 
from Boston College and Bos¬ 
ton College Law School and is 
e trial lawyer. 

If he decides to run, he 
promises to wage a full-time 
campaign. It was the feeling 
of the members present that 
It was very important to have 
a Democratic candidate for 
this Senate seat and they en¬ 
couraged Don Woods to enter 
the race. 

The League of Women Vot¬ 
ers is collecting signatures to 

put the matter of Charter Re¬ 


view on the ballot. A Charter 
Review Committee was ap¬ 
pointed to study and make 
recommendations. Members of 
the committee are: Victor Ku- 
min. Gordon Martin, Herbert 
Regal, Paul Malloy, James 
Shea. Vincent McCarthy, Har¬ 
old Brown. 

Chairman Robert Kraft 
asked for the members views 
on what should be included in 
the Democratic Platform. The 
following recommendations 
were made: 

1. We recommend that the 
National Committee endorse 
the Kerner Report and urge 
that the programs called for 
be implemented. 

2. We urge an effective gun 
control law, including, a —Pro¬ 
hibition on interstate and 
mail-order sales of all fire¬ 
arms including rifles and shot¬ 
guns — except between li¬ 
censed dealers. 

3. We favor extension to 
the migratory workers of the 
same rights available to all 
other segments of American 
labor. 

4. We are in favor of pub¬ 
lic power projects, such as the 
Dickey Lincoln project, in 
areas where rates are dispro- 
portionally high compared to 
the national average. 

5. In Vietnam, we recom¬ 
mend: 


a. The cessation of all bomb¬ 
ing in the North. 

b. De-escalation of all Amer¬ 
ican military effort to the 
end of meaningful nego¬ 
tiations leading to estab¬ 
lish a representative gov¬ 
ernment in all Vietnam. 


c. Participation in negotia¬ 
tions by all participants 
in conflict. 

d. A broad program of aid 
by American government 
to the victims of this 




6 . We endorse the principle 
of public subsidy of political 
campaigns and the abolition of 
all private contributions to 
such campaigns. The meeting 
was adjourned at 11:25 p.m.

Other things to be probed 
will be the use of the learn¬ 
ing centers in the junior 
high school and the use of 
the staff to determine if all 
resources are being used in 
a manner which would 
achieve the most effective 
results. 

"We want the school to be 

responsive to the concerns of 
the parents, especially where 
learning problems exist." Dr. 
Laurits insisted. The present 
controversy could weaken the 
work of the child in school, he 
claimed. 

Other members of the cen¬ 
tral staff also reported Mon¬ 
day night. 

Dr. Edward Landv, assis¬ 
tant superintendent in charge 
of pupil personnel services, 
told the crowd that stan¬ 
dardized tests given to all 8 th 
graders showed that pupils in 
all the junior highs do very 
well. 

Dr. Landy maintained that 
the recent state evaluation 
study of Meadowbrook in¬ 
dicated a high rate of achieve¬ 
ment at that school as com¬ 
pared with national averages 
and very little difference 
between that school and other 
Newton Junior High sc iools. 
It did show some differences, 
but they were small, he said. 

The rank order of all the 
schools varies from year '.o 
year, according to Dr. Lan¬ 
dy. and very little dif¬ 
ference exists. Scores in¬ 
dicated all Newton junior 
high school pupils are n the 
upper 10 per cent nationally, 
Landy said. 

Dr. J. Bernard Everett, 

assistant superintendent in 
charge of instruction, observ¬ 
ed that the principle on which 
the Meadowbrook system was 
founded — that of giving the 
student more voice in his owi. 
education and encouraging in¬ 
dependent study — is what the 
whole revolution in educatiin 
all over the world is all about. 

He did pose similar ques¬ 
tions to those of Dr. Laurits 
which he felt needed further 
study. 

Should the amount of time 
devoted to independent study 
be the same for all three 
grades’ Is the plan equally 
successful with all types of 
youngsters? Is the pupil's 
unscheduled time in the learn¬ 
ing centers well spent? What 
is the wisest course to take in 
reporting student progress? 

John Gilleland, assistant 
superintendent in charge of 
business services, reported 
that the average ex¬ 
penditure for all junior 
highs in Newton is S954 per 
pupil excluding such things 
as capital outlay, healih 
services, debt retirement, 
etc. 

Gilleland declared that the 
per pupil costs of each junior 
high are Bigelow $ 9 9 0 , 
Meadowbrook $985, Weeks 
$865. Day S805. Warren $805. 

He commented that the size 
of the school, the staff seniori¬ 
ty in a small school, the size 
of the plant and fluctuating 
enrollments all have an im¬ 
pact on costs. 

Regarding the pupil- 


teacher ratios, Gilleland 
reported that this past year 
they were as follows: 
Bigelow, 16.1; Day, 17.6; 
Meadowbrook, 14.2; War¬ 
ren, 18.8 and Weeks 15.8. 

The assistant superin¬ 
tendent went on to say that 
for this coming year pupil- 
teacher ratios will b c : 
Bigelow, 16.0; Day, 14.5; 
Meadowbrook. 14.8; Warren, 
17.8 and Weeks. 14.6. 

Alderman Eliot Cohen who 
said he was speaking as a 
citizen and was not opposed to 
Meadowbrook, noted that the 
state report revealed flaws 
and he said it was "man¬ 
datory that the School Com¬ 
mittee look into the system 
further." 

Julius Kopans, the father of 

a Meadowbrook student, 
asserted he objected to the 

fact that his child "had to 

spend a year and a half in 
high school in a race to catch 
up.” He urged an increase in 
instructional time. 

Sidney Berkowiti, 
president of the 
Meadowbrook PTA, called 
for a continuing dialogue on 
the subject and said we "do 
need the ability to make 
changes when necessary.” 
However, ue favorea die 
system, saying he "hopes 
the philosophy of 
Meadowbrook will be sus¬ 
tained in a creative and 
realistic way.” 

Robert Gordenstein 
declared that there is a need 
to conserve the good elements 
and build on the strengths of 
the system. "The time for 
positive action is now. There 
has been enougli conversation. 
It is time to get on and pay at¬ 
tention to the other schools,” 
he stated. 

Herbert Freeman, a past 
president of the PTA, said the 
state report showed no major 
differences in the Newton 
junior high schools. In fact, he 
pointed out, former 
Meadowbrook students did 
better on their English Col¬ 
lege Board tests than students 
from Warren and Weeks at¬ 
tending Newton ijoutn .ugo, 

Harold Singer of Newton 
Centre claimed that the best 
service the School Committee 
could render to serve the 
community was to resign— 
and the administration also, 
he shouted. 

Several former and present 
Meadowbrook students lauded 
the program and the educa¬ 
tional experience they had 
gained at the school. 

Alderman Alan Barkin, also 
speaking as an individual and 
the father of a Meadowbrook 
student, said "my son's en¬ 
joyment of education comes 
through to me.” 

Dr. Laurits, repeating that 
he felt the basic program was 
sound, said STEP test sebres 
in math in the eighth grade 
showed Meadowbrook 
students averaging 3 0-90; 
Bigelow 80-90 Weeeks 80-90; 
Warren 68 - 88 : and Day 52-80. 

The superintendent also 
pointed to the high percentage 
of Meadowbrook students who 
have gone on to college. 

He said that regarding 
hours of classroom instruction 
Day has 20 per week. Bigelow 
17. Warren 20, Weeks 16.8 and 
Meadowbrook 15 plus 5 in the 
study centers. 

Mayor Basbas said he felt 
strongly that "we should be 
responsive to the residents at 
times other than election.” 

School Commiteeman 
Francis Frazier favored 
changes in report cards 
saying "some of the old- 
fashioned ideas in education 
still work.”

HUMPHREY SWEEPS TOWARDS FIRST BALLOT TRIUMPH 

HUBERT H. HUMPHREY won from the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention the Vietnam piank he wanted and on Wed¬ 
nesday night swept toward a smashing first ballot nomlna 
tion as his party's candidate for the White House. 

The day’s events pushed Humphrey toward victory after 
gaining the votes of favorite sons, and the collapse of a last- 
ditch effort to draft Sen. Edward Kennedy. 

But deep was the bitterness of defeated dovish delegates 
who draped their state banners in black crepe when the vote 
on the Vietnam plank showdown with the forces of Eugene J. 
McCarthy was announced. 

Then after the plank was adopted the task of nominating 
speeches got under way. While the oratory was underway, 
there were disturbances inside the convention hall and also on 
the outside. In the heart of Chicago. Police and National 
guardsmen battled thousands of antiwar protestors with 
dubs, rifle butts and tear gas. 

At the start of the speechmaking, the UPI delegate tabu 
lation showed Humphrey's total at 1.500'a votes, or 188 more 
than the 1,312 needed for victory. At the same time McCarthy 
was credited with 572 votes in the tally and George S. McGov- 
trn had 90 votes. 

CONVENTION ADOPTS PLANK SUPPORTING VIET WAR CONDUCT 

THE DEMOCRATS overrode the screams of doves inside 
and outside the convention Wednesday and decided to run 
their 1968 presidential candiate on the record of President 
Johnson's conduct of the Vietnam War. A substitute peace 
plank backed by Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy was defeated by 
roll call 1,567*4 to 1,04114. 

The delegates then approved a 15,000-word platform con¬ 
taining the plank supported by Hubert H. Humphrey, whose 
name was booed every time it was mentioned in three hours 
cf impassioned debate. The victory was Humphrey s in his 
most direct challenge of the convention but it was far from 
happy for him. 

TEAR GAS BREAKS UP THOUSANDS OF PROTESTORS 

THOUSANDS of antiwar protestors broke through Na¬ 
tional Guard and police lines in downtown Grant Park Wed¬ 
nesday and met barrages of tear gas as they tried to parade 
to the Democratic National Convention. Automobiles stalled 
bumper to bumper as drivers fled their cars and tried to 
escape the gas. Yippies, hippies and other people walked 
crying into handkerchiefs at their faces. 

Vice president Hubert H. Humphrey got a whiff of the 
gas in his 25th floor suite at the Conrad Hilton Hotel. He had 
left the windows open while he took a shower and when he 
•merged he began to cough and sneeze. 

SHRIVER READY TO FLY TO CHICAGO IF CALLED 

AN EMBASSY source in Paris close to Ambassador R. 
Sargent Shriver disclosed Wednesday that Shriver has a set 
of emergency travel plans should he be named for the Demo- 
rratic vice presidential nomination in Chicago. Shriver is a 
brother-in law of Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 

Earlier in the day Kennedy's Washington office sent word 
to Chicago that he was “final and firm" in his wish not to be 
nominated, and this calmed a whirlwind that had captured 
the imagination of convention delegates. 

NIXON SEES CHICAGO CONVENTION AS 'BOSS-RUN' AFFAIR 

RICHARD M. NIXON sees the Democratic convention as 
a hoss run affair with punishing results for Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey and a measurable gain for his own 
presidential candidacy. This evaluation was passed along 
Wednesday by associates of the GOP nominee who has been 
vacationing in Florida and the Bahamas. 

DOCTORS TAKE IKE'S NAME OFF CRITICAL LIST 

FORMER PRESIDENT Dwight D. Eisenhower was taken 
off the critical list Wednesday night in his recovery from his 
seventh heart attack. But doctors in Washington said the long 
range outlook is still guarded. 

N Y. WELFARE SCUFFLING CONTINUES 

SCUFFLING MARKED the second day of demonstrations 
at New York City Hall Wednesday by relief recipients, pro¬ 
testing an unpopular new system of special welfare payments 
of $100 a year. Three youths and a woman were arrested.

TERRORISTS machine gunned U.S. Ambassador John G. 
Mein to death Wednesday in Guatemala City in his automobile 
as he returned from a luncheon meeting at the foreign minis¬ 
try His chauffeur was not injured. Mein, a 54-year-old foreign 
service officer, is a native of Cadiz. Ky. His death came seven 
months after two U.S. military attaches in Guatemala were 
ahot to death in similar fashion.

Jews Brotherhood Award. He 
is Newton's first Negro prin¬ 
cipal. 

The lunch program to be 
inaugurated on a voluntary 
basis for the first t ; me in 
Newton’s elementary 
schools has created some 
headaches for school per¬ 
sonnel in the hiring of su¬ 
pervisors. 

According to Henry T. At¬ 
kins, former principal of Un¬ 
derwood School and new’ as¬ 
sistant to the superintendent, 
managers for each elemen¬ 
tary school have been em¬ 
ployed. In addition, over 100 
lunch room supervisors have 
been hired but many more 
are still needed. 

The price per family per 
week for supervision of the 
paper bag lunch program will 


be from $1 to $1.50, the exact 
amount to be set after the re¬ 
gistration of children parti¬ 
cipating in the program. 

linal determination of 
weekly costs will be estab¬ 
lished by next Dec. 31, but 
should not exceed the esti¬ 
mated amount. 

At the time of September 
registration the charge wilt 
be SI.25 in order to get the 
program underway imme¬ 
diately. 

The decision on the handling 
of charges was made by the 
School Committee following 
a discussion on the uncertain¬ 
ty of numbers of children in¬ 
volved and the amount of sec¬ 
retarial fees and other inci¬ 
dentals.

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Editorial . . . 

Labor Day, 1968 

Once again, and all too soon, Labor Day is with us. 
And this Labor Day is a far cry from the time when 
it was a day set aside and dedicated to the social and 
economic advancement of organized American workers. 

Except for isolated instances, where lip service is 
paid to the labor movement and to such men as Samuel 
Gompers, founder of the American Federation of Labor, 
the three-dav holiday has evolved into an outdoor cere¬ 
mony that has all classes participating, from the Wall 
Street broker to the plumber—and some wags might 
question which is the more financially affluent. 

But the point is. everyone working (newsmen ex¬ 
cepted) enjoys the last fling, hustling into the great 
outdoors—the mountains, the prairies, the seashore and 
the backyard patios and pools. 

Those who stick to the backyard and pools have 
the best chance making it back to work next Tuesday 
morning. But. unfortunately, those who take to the 
highways and byways run the risk of meeting violent 
death. 

Each year at this time the National Safety Council 
estimates the number of fatalities expected on the 
nation’s highways. Each year the count seems to get 
higher. Last year there were about 714 accidental 
deaths on the Labor Day weekend. 

Let’s reverse the trend. We don’t say stay home. 
But we do say. be careful. That’s all it takes to save a 
life. A little care, a little courtesy, and the average 
motorist can keep his name off the grim highway 
casualty roll. 

As a matter of fact, a little care and a little 
courtesy would help the rest of the year, too. 

Fright In The Kremlin 

Now they know. All those people who were equat¬ 
ing the words Russia and Communism with peaceful 
co-existence, know now. They iearned the naked, brutal 
truth about Russia and Communism last week when 
Russia occupied Czechoslovakia. 

It must have come as a shock to those people, 
especially the young to whom the Hungarian blood 
bath of 1956 was just a part of history. It must have 
appalled the so-called “Doves" who believe that Com¬ 
munists are fair, reasonable people and will immediately 
sit down at the peace table if we stop all bombing of 
North Vietnam "and all other acts of war.” 

It surely shocked and appalled the people of 
Czechoslovakia to awaken in the dawn of their new¬ 
found press and intellectual freedom to find it sup¬ 
pressed by the mighty weight of the Soviet war 
machine. 

What the outcome will be, no one knows, yet, ex¬ 
cept the men in the Kremlin. 

Why did the Kremlin do it? The only possible 
answer is fear — the threat to the Soviet empire in 
Eastern Europe. What the Kremlin leaders undoubt¬ 
edly feared was that if they let the sweet smell of 
freedom permeate the air cf Czechoslovakia, it would 
spread inevitably to other Communist bloc countries 
and perhaps to the Soviet Union itself. 

The action of the frightened men in the Kremlin 
has deeply alienated not only Yugoslavia and Rumania 
but also the Communist parties of France and Italy, 
the two largest in the West. 

It has destroyed for the foreseeable future any 
chance of thawed out relations with the Lnited States 
and other Western countries. 

It has risked a permanent split in the Communist 
camp. 

Moscow has tacitly admitted it can hold its empire 
together only by armed force. 

We hope the Ivory Tower dwellers in the United 
States get the message. 

There Is A Difference 

A good example of how permissiveness can lead 
from dissent, to license, to outright anarchy could be 
seen in a recent "national convention" of members of 
a group known as Students for a Democratic Society 
—SDS. Seven hundred young people attended the con¬ 
vention. 

They passed a resolution calling for "support for 
military deserters and their demand for amnesty." The 
resolution further stated, "The armed forces of the 
United States as presently constituted are the primary 
instrument of American imperialism and are used to 
oppress people in the United States and other 
countries." 

It concluded by resolving that members of the 
SDS “... initiate and support activities directed toward 
creating a radical political consciousness among the 
members of the armed forces." 

What may be even more offensive to the thoughtful 
citizen than the goals of the SDS is the fact that the 
misdirected young people held their convention on the 
campus of Michigan State University. 

Two members of the Michigan State Legislature 
toured the campus during the event. One of them said, 
“I never thought I’d see anything like this at a state- 
supported university." It wasn’t reported what, if any¬ 
thing , he intended to do about it. 

Advocating revolution should not be confused with 
the right of dissent. Apparently, the SDS members 
were never taught the difference.

It awakened a n un¬ 
quenchable interest in my cAvn 
education. The flexibility of 
the courses and the diversity 
in subjects, ntwer, more con¬ 
temporary, more interesting 
than in the traditional pro¬ 
gram. increased my personal 
involvement i n education. 
Proper attitude is perhaps the 
most important tool in learn¬ 
ing and continuous learning 
was able to evoke a very 
precious and rare attitude. 
Enthusiasm for learning. 

Meadowbrook encouraged 
responsibility in its students 
to acquire a very personaliz¬ 
ed. meaningful education 
which was in close ac¬ 
cordance to their intellectual 
capacities. The close teacher- 
pupil relationship demanded 
much maturity in the pupil 
and created an atmosphere in 
which the student felt more 
inclined to take advantage of 
his teachers’ talents. 

At Meadowbrook I learned 
how to learn and began stu¬ 
dying for my own personal 
satisfaction, not for artificial 
reasons and grades. These 
concepts still apply at college. 


Students of the world are 
crying out for more freedom. 
Meadowbrook is rich in this 
freedom. 

I've been exposed to a wide 
gamut of educational ex¬ 
periences. Newton South High 
School was a fine, but more 
traditionally oriented 
American school than 
Meadowbrook and had a less 
personalized form of educa¬ 
tion. It allowed a student to be 
passive about his individual 
commitment to education. 

My Dutch high school had 
an extremely rigid organiza¬ 
tion. Facts and figures were 
fed to the students according 
to unalerable formulae and 
the result was a remoteness 
of the student from any 
knowledge. I feel that 
Meadowbrook was the most 
desirable system. 

Meadowbrook was exciting 
because I determined and 
participated in my own school 
career. My intention is to sup¬ 
port the philosophy of educa¬ 
tion that most avidly ad¬ 
vocates freedom of choice and 
orients the student to the 
significance of the educational 
process. 

I fear any action that in¬ 
creases the rigidity of a 
system will thereby threaten 
what I here have described as 
the essence of education. The 
continuous learning 
philosophy has assets which 
should not be lost. 

In a changing world, educa¬ 
tion cannot stand still for it is 
the source of all charge. In 
my view. Continuous learning 
is a bold and worthy example 
of that change.

This is being written before the delegates get 
down to the serious business of nominating the candi¬ 
date for President. 

There never has been any real question that 
Hubert H. Humphrey had the votes to win com¬ 
fortably and easily on the first ballot. 

From the time the conclave was first called to 
order it has been evident to seasoned observers that 
Humphrey has been trying to make it appear that he 
had a contest and also was endeavoring to gain the 
nomination without ruffling any more feelings than 
necessary. 

The dramatic and emotional climax of this con¬ 
vention will come on Thursday night when a tribute 
will be paid to the late Robert F. Kennedy. 

Four years ago. in Atlantic City, Bobby Ken¬ 
nedy delivered a similar eulogy to his fallen broth¬ 
er. John F. Kennedy, and the delegates who had 
rubber-stamped every request by Lyndon B. John¬ 
son went wild. 

Some strange and silly reports have gone out over 
the wires and the air waves. 

One analysis said the first ballot vote for Presi¬ 
dent may be indecisive if President Johnson and Sen¬ 
ator Edward M. Kennedy both poll fairly substantial 
vote totals, thus preventing Humphrey from obtaining 
a majority. 

That’s ridiculous. 

If President Johnson wanted to be drafted as the 
nominee of this convention, Humphrey would not be 
running. 

LBJ has declared that he would not accept re¬ 
nomination and that his decision was irrevocable. There 
is no reason to doubt that he meant what he said. 

Practically every politician attending this con¬ 
vention realizes that President Johnson in all prob¬ 
ability would be defeated if he did stand for an¬ 
other term and that the reason Nixon is favored 
to win election in a basically Democratic nation 
is because of the tremendous tide of public dis¬ 
satisfaction with the Johnson policy in Vietnam. 

Senator Tel Kennedy has made two public dec¬ 
larations that ho will not and cannot be a candidate 
for any public office this year. 

Those two statements have not been enough to 
convince the political die-hards, who still believe this 
stunned and sorrowing young man will save the Demo¬ 
cratic party from defeat and disaster by becoming 
Humphrey’s running mate. 

He probably could, but he isn’t about to do so. 
All anyone who really knows Ted Kennedy had to do 
last week was to look at him to recognize that he still 
is carrying an overwhelming and numbing burden of 
grief. 

Three months just haven’t been enough to soften 
the shock of the murder of his only surviving brother. 

One person who realizes that the kindest and 
only thing he can do with Ted Kennedy is to leave 
him alone until Ted is ready to return to politics 
—is Hubert Humphrey. 

Ted will not be tapped by HHH as the nominee 
for Vice President. 

Humphrey may give the nod to Governor Hughes 
of New Jersey or Senator Muskie of Maine or Sargent 
Shriver, but he will not ask Ted Kennedy to try to do 
something Ted doesn’t feel able to do. HHH is too re¬ 
sponsible and too kind to do that. He knows Ted is 
still bowed under the weight of personal tragedy. 

While we'rt waiting for the delegates to make it 
official that Humphrey will be the Democratic nomi¬ 
nee for President and for Humphrey to disclose his 
choice for Veep, here are some of the scraps of poli¬ 
tical information we have gathered and some of the 
observations we have made. 


Most Democratic politicos think that Nixon 
gained strength politically when Soviet troops 
marched into Czechoslovakia. They point out that 
Nixon’s image is that of a strong anti-Communist. 

Humphrey backers assert that Senator Eugene 
McCarthy committed a real blunder with his initial 
statement that Russia's invasion of Czechoslovakia was 
not a great world crisis. 

They cite this as an example of why many Demo¬ 
cratic leaders feel McCarthy does not have the capa¬ 
city to be President of the United States. 

As soon as McCarthy’s advisers could reach him 
to inform him he had made a major boo-booh, a new 
statement was issued in McCarthy’s name condemning 
the Czech invasion. 

Loud snickering echoed from other camps when 
Richard Goodwin, MMcCarthy’s chief speech-writer, 
explained that the second statement was issued be¬ 
cause of the "honest misinterpretations," of McCarthy's 
original remarks. 

Some members of the Massachusetts delega¬ 
tion to this convention are restive under the law 
which requires that they vote for Senator McCar¬ 
thy on the first ballot, especially since they realize 
there probably will not be any second ballot. 

A number of them would like to find some excuse 
for climbing aboard the Humphrey bandwagon while 
such an action would still mean something. A few 
may even disregard their obligation to the public and 
vote for Humphrey. 

What the Humphrey lieutenants should do is tell 
them to comply with both the spirit and letter of the 
law and vote for McCarthy on the first ballot. 

That's what they are supposed to do under 
the law. and if they fail to honor their own re¬ 
sponsibilities as delegates it will create ill feeling 
back in Massachusetts which is certain to react 
against Humphrey in the November election. 

Humphrey from all indications does not need any 
Bay State delegate votes to record a first ballot vic¬ 
tory. But he does need to avoid any unnecessary splits 
within the Democratic party in order to have a chance 
of carrying Massachusetts. 

Several factors are responsible for this unusual 
situation within the Bay State contingent. 

One. of course, is that a number of delegates 
want to place themselves in a position where they 
can ask a favor of Humphrey. Another is that 
many of them have strong reservations about Mc¬ 
Carthy as a Presidential candidate. 

For example, former Lieutenant Governor Francis 
X. Bellotti is an outspoken advocate of peace in Viet¬ 
nam. He favors a cessation of the bombing of North 
Vietnam, a mutual withdrawal of United States and 
North Vietnam troops and an "immediate free and 
open" election in Vietnam. 

At the same time Bellotti declares that under no 
circumstances would he vote for McCarthy. "I don't 
think he would make a good president," declares Bel¬ 
lotti. He apparently means on the second ballot if 
there is one. 

Bellotti will be a candidate for Governor in 1970. 
It would seem he would hurt himself politically if he 
bolts McCarthy on the first ballot. 

Four prospective candidates for the Governor¬ 
ship two years from now are attending the con¬ 
vention and maneuvering to improve their own 
political positions. 

In addition to Bellotti, they are Boston Mayor 
Kevin H. White, Senate President Maurice A. Donahue 
and former Presidential Aide Kenneth O’Donnell. 

Speaker Robert Quinn, vice chairman of the Bay 
State contingent, also is a possible contender for Gov¬ 
ernor but may bypass that fight and enter one less 
crowded with candidates. 

White, like Mayor John F. Collins before him. 
is a strong advocate of greater federal financial 
assistance to enable Boston and other big cities 
to meet the crises confronting them. 

O’Donnell is a member of the platform committee. 
He obviously is still shaken by the murder of his late 
mentor, Robert Kennedy. 

It seems strange to view some of the political un¬ 
knowns in the Massachusetts delegation and at the 
same time remember that former Mayors John F. Col¬ 


lins and John B. Hynes are not members of the con¬ 
tingent. 

But the fact is that it is not a really representative 
delegation, and it also is not likely to do anything 
which means anything except to stay awake and ap¬ 
plaud at the right places. 

Ted Could Get Nod 
If He Would Accept 

Tliirty-six-year-old Senator 
Ted kennrdv probably could 
have the Presidential nomina¬ 
tion from this convection if he 
would accept it. There is 
strong sentiment for him. 


Humphrey almost swallow¬ 
ed his tonsils when an inter¬ 
viewer asked him if he were 
disturbed at the prospect of a 
move to draft Ted as the can¬ 
didate for Vice President. 

HHH has privately indicat¬ 
ed he'd give an arm and a leg 
to ge< Ted on the ticket with 
him. 

Members of the Massachu¬ 
setts delegation attending this 
convention, in the opinion of 
a number of observers, have 
been guilty of disregarding the 
law. 

Bay Stale delegates and al¬ 
ternates to the Republican and 
Democratic national conven¬ 
tions supposedly are elected 
by the voters of Massachu¬ 
setts. 

If a delegate for any reason 
does not go to the convention 
or fails to show up at the con¬ 
vention hall, a designated alter¬ 
nate votes in his or her place. 
That's the purpose of electing 
alternates. 

The Massachusetts delegation 
assumed for themselves the 
right to elect delegates to fill 
the places of three other dele¬ 
gates who failed to make the 
trip to the IX indy City. 

There was no need to do this, 
and it was an illegal and im¬ 
proper thing to do. 

But Speaker John W. Mc¬ 
Cormack of the national House 
and President Maurice A. Don¬ 
ahue of the Massachusetts Sen¬ 
ate were among a group of 
prominent Democrats who re¬ 
signed as candidates for elec¬ 
tion as delegates from the Bav 
State when President Johnson 
declined to allow his name to 
go on the April 30 Presidential 
Primary ballot. 

McCormack and Donahue 
are two of the most distin¬ 
guished Democratic figures in 
Massachusetts. Other members 
of the delegation understand¬ 
ably wanted them in the con¬ 
tingent. So they elected Me 
Cormack and Donahue as well 
as Professor John Kenneth 
Callirailh as delegates. The 
simple fact is they did not have 
the right to do that. 

Paul Couniban, Massachu¬ 
setts campaign manager for 
Senator Eugene McCarthy, 
served notice before the con¬ 
vention that he intended to 
challenge the legality of any 
election of new delegates by 
the dlegation. 

Counihan subsequently ex¬ 
plained that he did not do so 
because Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy had okayed the ac¬ 
tion. 

I hat obviously is absurd. 
Ted Kennedy i* a fine Sena¬ 
tor and a wondeiful young 


man who deserves the sympa¬ 
thy of the people of Massachu¬ 
setts and the entire nation. 

But he does not possess the 
right or power to give the Mas¬ 
sachusetts convention delega 
tion any authority not vested 
in it by the laus of this Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Then there is the theory of 
some of the pro-Humphrey 
delegates from Massachusetts 
that the convention in some 
way relieved them of the re¬ 
sponsibility of voting for Sn- 
ator McCarthy. 

Tliis writer agrees that the 
Humphrey supporters have 
made a pretty good case to 
show that McCarthy lacks the 
ability and capacity to serve 
as President of the Lnited 
Stales and that his nomination 
as a candidate would he a 
great mistake. 

McCarthy made himself look 
ridiculous when he belittled 
the importance of the Soviet in* 
vasion of Czechoslovakia and 
criticized President Johnson 
for calling a meeting of the 
Security Council because of it. 

He demonstrated himself to 
he something less than a truly 
responsible candidate when he 
was completely out of touch 
with his top aides and lieuten¬ 
ants for 48 hours after that 
statement. 

Nevertheless, the delegates 
u re under a mandate from the 
Democratic voters of Massa¬ 
chusetts to support McCarthy 
on the first ballot. 

Democratic leaders who 
knew McCarthy and believed 
his nomination for President 
would he a serious mistake 
should have spoken up last 
April and said so to the peo¬ 
ple of Massachusetts. 

No one publicly questioned 
McCarthy's capability to serve 
as President until very re- 

cently. 

This writer had not been in 
Chicago long when a respon¬ 
sible public leader told him: 
"McCarthy has a great deal 
of public support because his 
views on Vietnam are popular 
even though he offers no plau 
sible solutions. But the truth 
is he does not have the ability 
to be President.” 

Then he proceeded to make 
a solid case to support his, 
claim. 

But this was long after the. 
Democratic voters in Massachu¬ 
setts had instructed their dele, 
gate* to vote for McCarthy on 
the first ballot. 

The hard truth is that many 
delegates to both the Repub¬ 
lican and Democratic national 
conventions feci they should 
have the right to wheel and- 
deal at conventions and that- 
they should not be shackled by 
any mandate from the voter*. 

One thing the Democratic 

convention is proving i* that, 
our existing Presidential Pri¬ 
mary law in Massachusetts i» 
not meaningful.

ROCHESTER. N.Y. (UPI) 
—A church rectory must not 
exceed in cost the price of an 
average house of the parish, 
says Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, 
in a set of guidelines issued 
for the Roman Catholic Di¬ 
rector oi Rochester. 

Other rules laid down by 
Bishop Sheen are: the type of 
church building to be erected 
will never depend on the fi¬ 
nancial ability of any parish to 
pay for it; the church buiiJ 
ings will be erected “not just 
for Sunday-Catholics or as a 
place of worship generally one 
day a week, but as a place for 
service, mission, and caring 
for everyone who looks to the 
Church “to prolong the role of 
Christ the Shepherd,” the right 
of the poor to have a decent 
home “enjoys priority over our 
right to erect a tax-exempt 
structure which exceeds the 
bare minimum.”

He checked the card and 
asked: "Less than $507” She 
nodded. 

"Please open your bags,” he: 
said. 

"What's the matter, don't! 
you believe me?” she explod-! 
ed as she pawed her purse for 
the keys. "Do I look like a 
smuggler?” 

"None of them do, ma'am,” 
he replied evenly as he pro j 
ceeded to check through herj 
four bags. 

"It's a disgrace,’’ she snap¬ 
ped. "I never had any troubles 
at all with customs in 
Europe." 

"Yes, ma'am,” he replied, 
“thank you, you can close 
them now." 

She called over a red cap 
and stomped off, murmuring 
about the treatment accorded 
returning Americans. 

We've heard similar com¬ 
plaints before from other trav¬ 
elers, usually with tempers 
frayed by delays in plane 
landings and clearing immi¬

cials in Europe seldom ask a 
visiting American to open 
their bags, we have seen them 
searching through luggage of 
their own citizens returning 
from trips abroad and over¬ 
heard grumblings about local 
red tape. 

And what does a smuggler 
— professional or amateur — 
look like? Would you believe 
that school teacher-type wom¬ 
an sitting next to you on the 
plane might have a fortune in 
narcotics hidden in her bra or 
girdle? One was picked up re- 
cently at Kennedy on her ar¬ 
rival from South America. 

Or how about the one leg¬ 
ged man apprehended at San 
Ysidro, Calif., on his arrival 
from Mexico with a quarter 
ounce of heroin and narcotic 
paraphernalia secreted in his 
wooden leg? 

Examples 

The information office of 
the Bureau of Customs peri¬ 
odically issues releases titled 
"Current fashions in smug¬ 
gling," disclosing some of the 
schemes “employed by unscru¬ 
pulous individuals who think 
they can outsmart customs." 
These smugglers, however, in 
the words of a recent release 
find "much to their chagrin 
. . . customs is usually a step 
ahead of them.” 

For example: 

—Customs officers at Hono¬ 
lulu found $20,000 worth of 
undeclared jewelry in a wom¬ 
an's luggage. Her explanation? 
"I was testing customs.” 

—At San Diego, Calif., a 
search of a passenger's bags 
uncovered 1,100 watches he 
forgot to declare. The watches

One of the largest seizures, 
according to the bureau, w'as a 
giant ferris wheel undervalu¬ 
ed by means of false invoices 
and the suppression of facts. 

"The ingenuity shown (by 
smugglers) is still offset by 
the alertness of Customs of¬ 
ficials," the release pro¬ 
claims.

Harrington

The other candidates 
are Herbert Connolly, the 
Newton car dealer, and Thom¬ 
as Cavanaugh of Brockton. 
Harrington is a Connolly sup¬ 
porter. 

Harrington said that the 
only reason he would consider 
not appealing is if "the time 
element were such that no de¬ 
cision could be made by No¬ 
vember.”

comes the next test when sev¬ 
eral ladles of water are 
thrown on hot stones that 
have been heating over a 
wood-fired brick stove. 

Suddemy the temparature 
seems to shoot up even high¬ 
er, and sweat begins stream¬ 
ing out of every pore. At this 
point the novice is apt to 
gasp for breath—and get a 
lungful of hot, scalding air. 
too hot for steam. In fact the 
temperatuie will now be down 
to 194 and the danger of being 
parboiled is diminished. 

After 10 minutes or so of 
sitting on a wooden platform 
near the roof of the sauna hut. 
where it is hottest, it's time to 
"go for a swim.” That means 
a plunge into a nearby pool or, 
in tne right location, the Bal¬ 
tic Sea. The water will be 
about 60 degrees. 

Then a race—still naked, of 
course—back into the sauna to 
be engulfed in hot steam. 

At this point, if you are a 
fanatic about it, you are sup¬ 
posed to take a bunch of 
freshly cut birch twigs and 
Hay yourself to bring the 
blood to the surface. But not 
all Finns, thankfully, rigidly 
observe this ritual. 

Best Part 

You can, if you like, scrub 
yourself down with soap and 
water and a stiff brush before 
taking the next cold plunge. 

If this sounds like a lot of 
trouble and agony just to take 
a bath it should be noted that 
the best part of a sauna is the 
end, when you sit around 
draped in a towel, eating and 
drinking and letting a gentle 
glow creep over you. 

The history of sauna is bur¬ 
ied in time. The Russians do 
it after a fashion and so do 
the Turks. But the Finns have 
made it world renowned.

Crowing In 


Favor In U.S. 

NEW" YORK t UPI)—An es¬ 
timated 13 million people- 
more than 6 per cent of the 
nation's population — today 
live in mobile homes. 

By 1980, the number of mo¬ 
bile home owners will reach | 
nearly 30 million. In fact, one | 
out of every four homes built! 
so far in 1968 is a transporta¬ 
ble domicile. 

John M. Sheehan, president 
of Commercial Credit Corp., 
said one doesn't have to go 
far to find the basic reasons 
for this sudden spurt in the 
popularity of the mobile 
homes. 

He said the shortage of | 
mortgage money, high build-1 
ing costs, and a tight mar¬ 
ket for houses combine to 
make very attractive a home 
that can be purchased for as 
little as $4,000 and financed 
like a car.

The 
choice of interior decor runs 
the gamut from early Ameri¬ 
can and French provincial to 
Oriental and Mediterranean. 

“Parks to accommodate this 
growth are springing up all 
across the country," he said. 
"There are 22,000 such parks 
in operation today, and the 
new ones being built are laid 
out like . . . suburban divi¬ 
sions with paved streets, side¬ 
walks, and landscaped 
grounds. 

They feature recreational 
centere or clubhouses, shuffle- 
board and tennis courts, and 
swimming pools. The average 
rental of $35 a month includes 
water, sewer facilities, and 
trash collection. Heat is pro¬ 
duced by oil fuel, natural or 
LP gas. or electricity. 

"It all adds up to comfort¬ 
able convenience living, and a 
practical solution to today's 
high cost of housing.” 

The buyer, Sheehan said, can 
purchase a mobile home with a 
down payment of as little as 
20 per cent, and can pay the 
balance over a 10-year period.

Almost every mother knows 
that her child's safety is at 
stake when he crosses a busy 
thoroughfare or plays near the 
edge of the water. But how- 
many mothers know that 
when they buy back-to-school 
clothes for their children, they 
might be buying a potential 
fire hazard? 

"Probably very few,’’ says 
! Sara Miles, safety expert at 
: the National Safety Council. 
"Most people simply don't 
stop to consider that their 
! clothing can burn," continues 
Miss Miles, a home economist 
and consultant in the Council's 
home department. "Women 
don't realize that their 
daughter's frilly party dress 
or their son's floppy pajamas 
can ignite and burn with 
surprising speed.”. 

Yet burns from clothing 
that catches on fire account 
for 1,500 deaths each year. 
Furthermore. Council Statisti¬ 
cians estimate that 1000,000 
people suffer disabling injur¬ 
ies because their clothes catch 
on fire. 

How can a mother be sure 
that she is buying the safest 
clothes fur her children? Miss 
Miles says that closely woven 
fabrics, of a heavy weight and 
with a smooth surface, are 
least likely to burn. Wool is a 
good example of such a 
fabric. In general, close fitting 
garments are less likely to 
catch fire than loose fitting 
i ones. 

Particularly dangerous are 
flowing robes, flared skirts, 
blousy sleeves, and clothes 
with ruffles and frills or a 
napped, textured surface. 

It is the parents’ 
responsibility to prevent 
situations in which a child's 
clothes could burn. Infants 
and toddlers must be pro¬ 
tected from fire at all times, 
since they can't look out for 
' themselves. Miss Miles ad- 
! vises that older children be 
! taught about the dangers of 
i fire as soon as they are able 
to take direction. They should 
learn to be cautious when they 
are near common sources of 
fire as space heaters, stoves, 
and burning trash or leaves. 

Parents, and children too, 
should know what to do in 


case clothes ever catch on 
fire. The natural tendency is 
to panic and run. But Miss 
Miles points ou» that the safe 
thing to do is just the opposite 
of this. If fire strikes, throw 
the victim to the ground and 
slowly roll him over a nd over. 
This stifles the flames and 
prevents them from sweeping 
upward to the face. If a 
blanket or rug is handy, roll 
the victim in that to quench 
the flames more quickly.

Apartment 
House W as 
Injun Home

SANTA FE, N. M. (UPI) 
—The oldest apartment house 
in the nation doesn't attract 
many tenants today, but its 
appeal to tourists is something 
else again. 

In the year 1200 A.D.. the 
800room five story building 
was home to more than 1,000 
prehistoric Indians. During 
the summers, it now attracts 
each day almost that many 
i people who wander through 
the ruins', cameras clicking. 

But the fact that the ancient 
city lies at the bottom of a 
shallow canyon in the middle 
of New Mexico’ remote area 
eliminates all but the hardy 
traveller. 

Chaco Canyon and its an¬ 
cient dwellings are off the 
beaten track, 80 miles south¬ 
east of the nearest community 
—Farmington, N. M. 

The Indians who lived there 
more than 700 years ago were 
called Anasazi — the ancient 
ones—by the nearby Navajo 
Indians. Their civilization 
flourished from the year 1 
A.D. to about 1200. Even to 
the Navajos, who are old- 
timers in this neck of the 
Southwest, that's a long time 
ago. 

The Indians first lived in pit 
homes built half in and half 
out of the ground. Then came 
simple surface houses and 
relatively advanced tools. 

Ceremonial Halls 
, Their ceremonial halls, call- 
! ed kivas, probably were the 
I inspiration for later South¬ 
western Indian architecture. 
The kivas were 70 feet in di¬ 
ameter and had walls 20 feet 
high. 

; New Mexico's round capi- 
tol building, completed only 
| two years ago. really isn’t 
such an architectural novelty. 
Its basic design can be seen 
in this canyon. 

It was with the apartment 
building that the Anasazi ar-

Boating

NEW YORK (UPI) — For 
pleasure boatmen, m o r a 
powerful engines create noise 
levels that make it difficult to 
converse, relax and even 
sleep. 

In a search for an answer to 
this problem, the Owens-Com¬ 
ing Fiberglas Corp. conducted 
an extensive two-year study of 
noise on pleasure and military 
craft. 

Noise measurements were 
taken aboard nine boats rang¬ 
ing from a 28-foot Navy river 
patrol vessel to a 59-foot yacht 
before any sound treatment 
was undertaken. Readings 
were taken in the helm, stern 
deck, and forward stateroom* 
at cruising speeds between 
2100 and 4000 RPM. 

Six of the nine craft used in 
the study were pleasure boats 
and, according to William 
Gale, OCF’s manager of 
marine markets, the level of 
sound intensity aboard them 
ranged from 71 to 89 decibles 
(dB). Measurements aboard 
the three naval craft were 
subtantially higher, ranging 
from 83 to 95 dB. (Temporary 
hearing loss results from 
noise exposures starting 
around 90 dB.) 

Highest noise levels were 
recorded at points im¬ 
mediately over the engine hat¬ 
ch located either in an enclos¬ 
ed cabin or open stern deck. 

"Most boat noise originates 
in the engine,” Gale said. 
"Noise generated by the 
mechanical actions of pistons 
and valves and by the intake 
of air and exhaust of gases 
travels through engine mounts 
into the boat's bulkheads and 
decks.” 

Since it is impractical to 
j redesign an engine to cut 
noise levels, or to select one 
on the basis of noise output, 
the OCF sound laboratory 
! formulated several methods 
| of lowering noise within the 
| engine compartment by ad¬ 
ding insulation and gasketing. 

Air passages leading to 
noise-sensitive areas also 
must be insulated. Once these 
j measures are applied, Gale 
said, a batter muffler should 
be installed to lessen re¬ 
maining exhaust noise. 

Recently, two 36-foot river 
patrol boats were tested with 
and without a 4-inch insulating 
sound barrier around the 
single diesel compartment. 

"As a result of adding the 
insulation, noise dropped by 20 
per cent — from 94 to 80 dB," 
Gale said. 

"Cruising becomse a lot less 
pleasant and less safe when 
you must shout above the roar 
of the engines to be heard," 
Gale said. "The simple and 
economical noise control 
methods we have evaluated in 
the lab should result in more 
pleasurable sailing for all 
boaters in the near future.

CHICAGO — Democrats, 
alive and well in Chicago, re-! 
worked The Ten Command¬ 
ments, the better to give home 
viewers a noble and high mind 
ed image of themselves and 
their convention.

Dispel Myth 

Editor of the Graphic: 

Dispelled forever is the 
myth perpetuated by the 
School Administration and the 
School Committee that those 
who seek a change in the 
Meadowbrook program are 
but a small vocal minority. 

Imagine the auditorium of 
Meadowbrook filled to capaci¬ 
ty during a summer vacation 
month with a small vocal 
minority. The only minority 
found in that hall the evening 
of August 19 was the 
Meadowbrook teachers and 
the handpicked Meadowbrook 
students. 

Follow the sequence of 
events leading to that meeting 
and judge whether the anti- 
Meadowbrook faction 
represents a handful o f 
“crackpots” or a sizeable 
number of interested parents. 
The meeting was requested in 
July by the Mayor and Mr, 
Mandell, the two com¬ 
mitteemen particularly 
responsive to their Newton 
constituents. 

Mr. Beckwith, in an obvious 
dilemma, delayed the meeting 
a month in order to rally pro- 
Meadowbrook forces. Failing 
this, an effort was made to 
present the appearance of 
equal numbers of both fac¬ 
tions. 

In a complete disregard of 
the overwhelming number of 
requests of parents unsym¬ 
pathetic to Meadowbrook, it 
was decided to have three 
speak for and three against 
the Meadowbrook program. 
The problem for the School 
Administration and the Com¬ 
mittee of raising pro. 
Meadowbrook speakers was 
solved by drawing on the 
Meadowbrook PTA 
presidents, both past and 
present. 

The fly in the ointment 
came when one of the past

The best the Administration 
could come up with now was a 
last-minute change in which 
they threw the discussion 
open to the floor, having had 
the assurance that their 
desperate request for 
Meadowbrook students and 
alumni, who prospered under 
the system, was successful. 
What need for such 
manuevering if they were con¬ 
fronted only with a small 
vocal minority 

There was criticism lodged 
against those who became 
emotional in their outbursts 
against the Administration 
and the Committeemen. For 
those fortunate enough not to 
have become involved in the 
controversy for the past 
several years, these outbursts 
must have appeared as the 
rantings of maniacs. They 
were not. 

They were the voices of 
frustrated, angry, and 
disillusioned citizens who have 
listened to the same identical 
tones of compliance, the iden¬ 
tical vague promises of ac¬ 
tion, and the identical mut- 
terings of “It is too late to do 
anything this year.” 

This type of meeting has 
taken place in the past. Will 
this type of meeting have to 
take place again in the 
future If it does, you may as 
well be prepared to add a new 
cadre of voices to those whose 
only outlet is an emotional 
outburst. 

This seems to be the only 
way, until elections, that the 
frustrated citizen can get 
relief from the persistent and 
s ickening unresponsiveness 
which characterizes the 
School Administration dynas¬ 
ty which somehow manages to 
perpetuate itself. I can only 
say, after hearing this old 
refrain of reform, is that I'll 
believe it when I see it.
